Todd DeHoop (Yam) grabbed his first 
win of the year in the AMA/PJ1 
National Arenacross Series by 
‚ MSR/ Answer with a wire-to-wire vic- 
tory in the 125cc class Friday during 
rounds nine and 10 of the series at the 
MetroCentre in Rockford, Illinois, 
December 6-8. DeHoop led Jeromy 
Buehl (Yam) and Chad Pederson 
(Yam) across the line. Buddy Antunez 
(Hon) claimed the 250cc main-event 
victory Friday, finishing ahead of 
teammate Denny Stephenson (Hon) 
and Cliff Palmer (Suz). Palmer 
returned Saturday to win the 125cc 
main over Mike Jones (Kaw) and 
Stephenson while Grayson Goodman 
(Yam) stepped up to win the 250cc 
main ahead of Stephenson and 
Palmer. 


Kawasaki's Ty Davis scored the over- 
all win at the Laughlin U.S. Hare 
Scrambles Championship in Laughlin, 
Nevada, December 7. Second place 
went to Kawasaki rider Dave Ondas, 
while KTM-mounted Nick Pearson 
took third. Rounding out the top five 
were Jim Gray (KTM) and Steve 
Hengeveld (Kaw). 


KTM's Scott Plessinger won the 
fourth round of the Mid-South Hare 
Scrambles Series in Lynnville, Indi- 
ana, December 9. Finishing second 
was Yamaha rider Doug Blackwell, 
while Honda of Troy's Mike 
Kiedrowski, competing in his first 
hare scrambles event, took third. 
KTM's Jason Dahners finished fourth, 
while Kawasaki rider Mike Sampson 
rounded out the top five overall. 


Although 1-800-Collect has indeed 
pulled its sponsorship from American 
Honda's AMA Supercross and 
National Motocross team, it's not for 
the reasons we reported last week, 
according to 1-800-Collect's senior 
manager of marketing programs, 
Catherine Smith. “It has nothing to do 
with logo sizes," Smith said. “We are 
not going to renew because of a redi- 
rection of our marketing budget.

“We would like to maintain our asso- 
ciation with motocross and super- 
cross, we're just not able to secure the 
same amount of financial commit- 
ment," Smith said. "We won't have 
full team sponsorship, but we haven't 
made a decision on how we'll be 
involved. We've enjoyed having Jere- 
my (McGrath); we think he's great 
and he's been a great spokesman for 
us. But we've had no direct conversa- 
tion about next year at this time 
because as you know they've been 
racing in Japan. We love the sport, but 
we just can't give the support at the 
level Honda needs. We have no bone 
with Honda at all and we definitely 
want to maintain a presence in the 
sport." 


The AMA has posted the 1997 Nation- 
al Championship Hillclimb Series 
schedule. The nitro-burning dirt 
churners will start off the season at 
Middlebury, Indiana, May 18 and con- 
tinue with rounds in Jefferson, Penn-

The shoulder injury suffered by for- 
mer three-time AMA Grand National 
Champion Ricky Graham at the Okla- 
homa City Half Mile has finally begun 
to heal, but Graham has struggled to 
pay the exorbitant medical bills that 
have resulted from two surgeries.

complications arose as a hematoma 
developed in the shoulder, requiring a 
second surgery. By then, Graham’s 
insurance policy had run out, and he 
has since been forced to pay for his 
medical treatement out of pocket. Gra- 
ham has also re-entered a drug and 
alcohol treatment center in Northern 
California to deal with his recurring 
substance abuse problems. “I’m learn- 
ing so much about responsibility 
now,” Graham said. “It’s really started 
to sink in. I’m building a concrete 
foundation for my life now - without 
alcohol or prescription drugs. Ever- 
thing that didn’t make sense in the 
past when I was trying to beat this 
thing, does now.” To help defray the 
costs, Graham has decided to ship one 
of his T-shirts along with an auto- 
graphed photo to anyone sending a 
minimum donation of $25.

iting concerns over the state’s air quality, officials of the California Air Resource 

Board (CARB) have decided to go ahead with a plan that will prohibit owners of 

two-stroke motorcycles and ATVs manufactured after January 1, 1997, from reg- 
istering their vehicles with the state’s “green sticker” program, effectively banning 
such vehicles from use except at closed-course competition facilities. 

Off-road motorcycle and ATV enthusiasts, led by representatives of AMA District 
36 (covering northern California and northwestern Nevada) and with the support of 
the AMA and its District 37 (Southern California) organization, tried to negotiate with 
CARB officials to gain some exemptions within the new regulation. However, those 
negotiations have failed to achieve any significant results. 

Motorcycles and ATVs manufactured before January 1, 1997, will not be affected by 
the new regulation and negotiations with CARB officials will continue in hopes of 
securing exemptions for observed-trials motorcycles and for competition events, 
including desert racing.

Vance & Hines & Ducati 


T= Vance has signed a three-year agreement with Ducati SpA which will see 





Vance & Hines Racing field an AMA Superbike team, beginning with the 1997 rac- 
ing season. There is also the possibility that V&H will enter the 600cc Supersport 
class using Ducati's 748. 

^I couldn't be more excited,” Vance said Friday, December 6. “This puts Vance & 
Hines in a great position. Working with TPG (Texas Pacific Group - the new majority 
shareholder in Ducati) is an excellent opportunity for us. They are business-oriented 
guys who are attracted to deals that make sense and will grow. It'll be nice to deal 
directly with the people we're racing with. This could put Vance & Hines in the best 
position available. It just makes a lot of sense for us and it gives them a first-class race 
team to represent them in a positive way." 

Vance hasn't decided who the team's rider, or possibly riders, will be, though he 
said the '97 racing season will be used mostly to get the team up to speed with the new 
motorcycle (the team recently parted ways with Yamaha after running its superbike 
racing program for the past seven years). Naturally, consumers can expect to see Vance 
& Hines aftermarket products for Ducati motorcycles, Vance said. 

"There are a few riders we're thinking of, but no decisions have been made yet," 
Vance said. "As far as the 748 and 600cc Supersport racing, I can't answer that because 
I don't know. We're addressing the 748 question and it'll all be resolved in a few 





weeks." 


The team will definitely be anchored again by crew chief/engine builder Jim 


Leonard. 


"Jim's my guy," Vance said. "He's the best guy in the business. Everyone around 
here is really excited and I'm elated. I think it'll be great for the AMA as well because 
we'll eventually have two more superbikes out there." 

So how will this affect Eraldo Ferracci and his relationship with Ducati through his 
business and race team, Fast By Ferracci? “That I don't know,” Vance said. "That's 


between them and Ferracci." 


Though Vance wouldn't say where the team would make its 1997 racing debut, it is 
known that they have reserved garage space at Daytona International Speedway. 
Vance & Hines have also come to agreement with Dunlop and a host of Vance's associ- 
ate sponsors from years past, according to Vance. 





negotiations with his Italian "alma 
mater." Worse is that his plans to 
switch to Honda have run into diffi- 
culties. In an exclusive telephone con- 
versation, Biaggi spoke angrily of the 
difficulties of arranging a 250cc 
Honda. It is thought that supply of the 
machine from HRC is the stumbling 
block. “I have some choices about 
what to do, including in the 500 
class," Biaggi said. "But I want to stay 
in the 250 class because I still have 
some things to prove there. To other 
people, and to myself." He felt after 
three successive titles on the Aprilia, 
one more riding a Honda would 
prove his dominance, and erase the 
ghosts of his poor showing in 1993 on 
a Rothmans Honda, riding for Erv 
Kanemoto. He was on Michelins that 
year - the tires that were also the cata- 
lyst in Tetsuya Harada's final melt- 
down with Yamaha; and it almost 
goes without saying that his 1997 plan 
is to use Dunlops. It would also prove 
his point - that it was the rider who 





achieved domination, not the motor- 
cycle, over the past three years where 
he has increasingly made the 250cc 
class into a one-man race. Aprilia is 


on record as wanting to prove the . 


opposite - that it was its technology 
that triumphed, rather than just one 
rider. It is this factor as much as any 
other that contributed to the break- 
down in talks: Biaggi's excessive 
financial demands could probably 
have been whittled down in the end, 
while they had already pre-empted 
his insistence on a one-rider team by 
signing Harada before the end of the 
season. As Biaggi told Italian journal- 
ists: "The problem was not Harada, or 
the team, or anything else. The prob- 
lem was Aprilia management." Biag- 
gi's 500cc options remain as reported 
recently - a possible niche with Team 
Lucky Strike Suzuki or a shift to take 
Capirossi's place in Wayne Rainey's 
team; but insider gossip has Honda 
steering him away from his 250 
desires towards the NSR500V twin- 
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Kocinski to Hond 








with HRC Tuesday, December 3, an agreement 

that places the 1990 250cc World Champion on 
a Castrol Honda RC45 for the 1997 World Superbike 
Championship. 

“I signed the contract today," Kocinski said from 
his Modesto, California, home December 3. "I'm 
going to ride superbikes and I'll be with the Castrol 
Honda team, but my contract is with HRC. This is 
the biggest day of my life. It's something we've been 
to get organized for a long time and I really cherish 
the opportunity. I'm really looking forward to 
everything that Honda has to offer. It's great to be 
back racing for the Japanese because they operate in 
such an organized manner." 

Kocinski rode a factory Ducati to third in the 
1996 World Superbike Championship, but his rela- 
tionship with team manager Virginio Ferrari deteriorated as the season progressed. 
Ultimately, Ferrari rehired Carl Fogarty to join fellow Brit Neil Hodgson on the factory 
V-twins for the '97 season. Kocinski, meanwhile, hasn't made it a secret that he longed 
to join Honda at some level, and this may be a prelude to the 28-year-old's return to the 
500cc Grands Prix. 

“Being with Honda, they have a lot more to offer," Kocinski said. “It gets me closer 
to my goal of getting back into the GPs. This is going to be an exciting year because 
they're great people. They've really taken care of me on this and it's an incredible 
opportunity." 

Although Kocinski will team with New Zealander Aaron Slight, he says the Castrol- 
backed squad will run more as two independent teams with Kocinski's crew consisting 
mostly of HRC staff members. Kocinski, who won his 250cc World Championship and 
two 500cc GPs on Marlboro Yamahas prior to winning two more 500cc GPs on factory 
Cagivas, hopes to begin his testing program shortly.

Suzuki pulls out of 
enduro competition 


uzuki announced Friday, December 6, that Team Suzuki Off-Road is pulling out 

of AMA National Championship Enduro competition and, as a result, has ended 

its nine-year relationship with six-time AMA National Enduro Champion and 
multi-time ISDE Gold Medalist Randy Hawkins. 

“We're taking a new direction,” said Mike Webb, who heads Suzuki's off-road rac- 
ing program. "Suzuki Off-Road is pulling out of enduros to focus on hare scrambles 
and. the Grand National Cross Country Series. We see the market going in a different 
direction; people are buying MXers, putting big tanks on them and going hare scram- 
bles or cross country racing." 

This new direction has cost Hawkins his job. 

"In view of our new focus, our team will consist of Hare Scrambles Champion Rod- 
ney Smith, Steve Hatch and Paul Edmondson," Webb said. 

Signing Edmondson is just as big a piece of news. Edmondson, who replaces 
Hawkins, hails from Great Britain and is a multi-time World Enduro Champion. 
Edmondson rode a 250cc Gas Gas to the 1996 World Enduro Championship title after 
dethroning the long-time holder of that crown, Italian Giovani Sala. He also finished 
second overall at the Finnish International Six Days Enduro in August. 

Edmondson, a hero in Great Britain, will be leaving Europe at the peak of his career, 
and our sources overseas say that Edmondson just wants to give America “a go” while 
he's still at the top. He is arguably the highest-caliber off-road rider ever to leave 
Europe to race in the United States. 

"Even in off-road racing, it is still perceived in Europe that America is the place to 
race, just like it is in motocross," Webb said. “He’s 27 years old and has been racing in 
Europe for 10 years and is ready for a new challenge." 

GNCC title-holder Scott Summers was excited at the prospect of competing against 
Edmondson: “I think it's great,” Summers said. “Any time you have someone of his 
caliber joining our series it just brings more attention and credibility to the sport." 

Webb added that Suzuki will not support any of its riders at the ISDE in 1997, 
including Edmondson, who has been a big name and a top competitor in this particular 
event for many of years. Instead, Edmondson will concentrate solely on the GNCC and 
AMA Hare Scrambles Series - alongside Smith and Hatch - here in the United States. 

As for Hawkins, the news of him being dropped from the team came as a surprise, 
especially in light of the fact that he just wrapped up his sixth AMA National Enduro 
Championship (all coming while riding for Suzuki), and is a formidable cross country 
and hare scrambles racer as well. 

"Considering what I have given them (Suzuki), I would've liked for them to have at 
least given me a one-year chance, to prove myself as a hare scrambles rider," said 
Hawkins, who seemed a little disgruntled (see page 14 for an interview with Hawkins). 

Speaking of Hawkins, the protest lodged by Kawasaki against Hawkins at the final 
round of the series in Delaware was officially turned down by the AMA. As you might 
recall, there was a controversy at the final round when Hawkins changed bikes, fin- 
ished out the ride then disqualified himself from the event afterward. A three-man 
appeals board reviewed the situation and found that no rules were broken, thus clear- 
ing him of any wrongdoing. Kawasaki could have appealed this decision, but did not. 
According to both Suzuki and Hawkins, the Delaware controversy had nothing to do 
with Hawkins being dropped from the team. 








Emig crowned World 
Supercross Champ 


T= Kawasaki's Jeff Emig clinched the World Supercross Championship with a 





second- and fourth-place performance at the final round in Geneva, Switzerland, 
December 6-7. 

“There’s no money for winning the World Supercross title,” Emig said, “and I guess 
it doesn't mean too much to the folks back home in America, but it's important to me. I 
entered the series wanting to win it and I’ve ridden seven hard races to do so.” 

While Emig took the championship, leading a top-four sweep in points by Kawasaki 
riders, it was Honda-mounted Mike Craig who took the double victory on the week- 
end to become the only double winner of the series. On the first night of racing, it was 
Craig and Emig finishing first and second, respectively, while Kawasaki's Ryan Hugh- 
es, Yamaha’s John Dowd and French rider Sebastien Tortelli (Kaw) rounded out the 
top five. 

On Saturday night, Craig again won, followed by Tortelli and Chaparral Yamaha's 





Jimmy Button. 


In the series final standings, Hughes finished second with 91 points, 27 behind 
Emig. Damon Huffman (80), Tortelli (72) and Craig (60) completed the top five. 





cylinder 500. However, he insists he 
will only go up to the big class if it is 
on a competitive V-four. 


Firing Biaggi has cost Aprilia its 
expected Marlboro backing. It is 
understood that the Philip Morris 
bosses (owners of Marlboro and 
Chesterfield brands) were not 
impressed by Aprilia’s failure to reach 
agreement with the Italian, who has 
superstar status at home. There could 
also be an element of punishment 
toward Loris Capirossi, a longtime 
Marlboro man, for walking out on 
Wayne Rainey’s team. “We will find 
another sponsor, no problem,” said 
Aprilia team boss Carlo Pernat. 


Chesterfield-Elf team owner Herve 
Poncharal was quick to deny rumors 
that Max Biaggi was to ride alongside 
rising French star Olivier Jacque on a 
works Honda NSR next season. The 
rumors of the dream team spread like 
wildfire after a report in an Italian 
newspaper. Biaggi himself was not 
available for comment, but Frenchman 
Poncharal was emphatic. “The dream 
is only on paper. Nobody has spoken 
to me about it. I don’t think it is possi- 
ble. I don’t think Olivier would agree 
to it, nor would Biaggi. My team is set 
for next year: Jacque With an NSR and 
Thunderbike winner William Costes 
with an RS kitted bike. I cannot expect 
any change. When we learned that the 
one-bike rule was to be dropped next 
year, I approached my sponsors to get 
a second bike for Olivier. It was not 
possible - too late.” Poncharal 
expressed concern about this. “(Ralf) 
Waldmann also has one bike. I am cer- 
tain the Aprilia riders will have two. 
This will give Harada and Capirossi 
an advantage, especially in bad 
weather.” 


Yamaha's 1997 racing plans are still 
far from clear, while growing rumors 
of the demise of the planned Promotor 
Troy Corser/Luca Cadalora Yamaha 
team for next year may have been pre- 
mature, after a month in which the 
waters around the factory team and 
their Marlboro sponsors became more 
rather than less muddied. It was 
thought that the initiative, run by Pro- 
motor team owner Alfred Inzinger, 
had run out of both steam and money 
- but in increasing uncertainty over 


who will run works Yamahas next . 


year (there are even suggestions that 
Kenny Roberts may get some) the ven- 
ture may yet recover. Wayne Rainey, 
who heard the news that Loris 





Capirossi was walking out on their 
contract for 1997 shortly after correc- 
tive surgery to his back, still expects 
to have two riders for next year, one 
of them definitely being Norifume 
Abe. But there are rumblings from 
Marlboro, which is less than happy at 
funding a team with just one possible 
race winner, who is Japanese, making 
him rather difficult to promote as a 
superstar, and Rainey is under pres- 
sure to find a worthwhile replacement 
for the lost Capirossi. Meanwhile, it 
seems hints that Inzinger’s deal 
wouldn’t materialize were as prema- 
ture as his September announcement 
of the team as a done deal. The Austri- 
an businessman is playing all the 
angles as he tries to secure top-up 
sponsorship. from Marlboro; but the 
Yamaha factory is understood to be 
still standing by with works bikes for 
him. Both Corser and Cadalora have 
tested the bikes, and have announced 
that they will be riding factory Yama- 
has in 1997, sponsor unnamed. The 
Marlboro connection complicates mat- 
ters. The tobacco giant has a long- 
standing arrangement with Cadalora, 
who is expected to carry the company 
logo even if his Inzinger/Promotor 
Yamaha does not. And if the Inzinger 
deal does fall through, Marlboro may 
show its authority by making sure he 
goes to Rainey instead - whether the 
American team owner likes it or not. 


Wayne Rainey's own views on the 
matter remained guarded - but a week 
ago he did not rule out the possibility 
of taking Biaggi on alongside Abe. "I 
haven't spoken with Max, but it would 
take two years to get him up to speed 
on a 500," he said. Abe's overall 
strength grew vastly last year, with 
some spirited rides, but he has yet to 
prove that he can produce the goods at 
every track. Thus the main Yamaha 
team would currently appear to be 
without a serious potential title win- 
ner, unless Abe can prove everybody 
wrong. Rainey was peeved at the way 
Loris Capirossi left the team. "We had 
a contract for next year, and we'd been 
speaking about the plans right up 
until I went to hospital for surgery," 
Rainey said. "Just after the operation I 
heard that Loris had faxed that he 
wasn't going to ride for us next year. I 
don't mind losing him too much. I'm 
getting kinda tired of babysitting." 
Capirossi in turn said: "We had a con- 
tract, but I was not happy with some 
things about the team, and he cannot 
force me to do what I don't want to 
do." Capirossi's main complaint was 





that his request for an Italian techni- 
cian on the team had been denied. 
Rainey was not available for further 
comment as he had returned to hospi- 
tal, but not for his own treatment: This 
time the patient was his younger 
brother Rodney, who broke his shoul- 
der after crashing an ATV in 
impromptu races at Rainey’s home in 
Monterey, California. 


Luckless Italian road racer Doriano 
Romboni is going to undergo surgery 
in an attempt to save his racing career. 
If the operation on his broken wrist is 
not successful, he may be forced to 
retire at the age of 28. Winner of two 
125 and four 250cc GPs, Romboni has 
reputation for being fast but fragile, 
and for several years has not had a GP 
season that was not interrupted by 
some sort of injury. In 1995, it was the 
scaphoid bone in his right wrist: an 
injury that is always slow to heal, 
especially when (as now) it is not the 
first time it has been broken. Now 
doctors have told Romboni that he did 
further damage by coming back too 
soon... for the Imola GP at the end of 
the season. Although good race finish- 
es on the 400cc Aprilia in 1996 were 
elusive for various reasons, usually 
mechanical, Romboni qualified on the 
front row of the 500cc GP grid for six 
consecutive races. 


Italian Loris Reggiani has been invit- 
ed back to Aprilia, one year after 
being unceremoniously dropped from 
the team. The man who brought the 
factory into 250cc racing and claimed 
its first GP win in the class had spent 
the previous two years race-develop- 
ing the V-twin 400. Now he has been 
asked to return after a year in the 
wilderness, as official factory tester 
for the 500cc-class project. This role 
would be like that of Marcellino Luc- 
chi, who is the official test rider for 
the 250 and acts as a substitute rider 
when the factory men are injured. 
Aprilia boss Ivan Beggio has given the 
3-year-old V-twin project one more 
season to prove itself. If it fails (and 
possibly even if it doesn't), the factory 
is considering a three-cylinder option 
for the future. 


The strength of the European 500cc V- 
four - the Elf - should be greater next 
season, with the Big Bang engine up to 
speed and fast German Jurgen Fuchs 
set to join Spaniard Juan Borja on the 
blue bikes. The machine's best result 
in 1996 was eighth for Borja at Don- 
ington Park, but his injury at the 
Czech GP (broken bones in his hand) 
spoiled what might have been a better 
close to the season for the hard-charg- 
ing rider. His injury also delayed the 
introduction of the close-firing-order 
version of the low-friction motor, 
which has cylinder pairs sharing a 
common combustion chamber to 
reduce the number of main bearings. 
The 31-year-old Fuchs is an impressive 
late-comer to GP racing and he fin- 
ished fourth in the 250cc World Cham- 
pionship in 1996 in his first season on 
factory bikes. Like Ralf Waldmann, 
Fuchs was left high and dry in the sur- 
prise withdrawal of HB from its long- 
standing racing sponsorship of the 
Honda Germany works team. The 
existing team members have rallied 
around Waldmann in the hope of find- 
ing a new sponsor for the same effort, 
but there was no room for Fuchs in the 
new tight-budget plans. He considered 
an Aprilia offer from Docshop, but 
decided to take the Elf ride.

away, the race began this week with each 

of the tire makers bringing their best rub- 
ber and riders to the famed Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway. And though the weather was 
dodgy - Michelin was rained out its first day - 
early indications are that Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler is back up to the pace which 
carried him to the AMA Superbike title last 
year. 

Using a new spec 16.5-inch Dunlop rear, 
Chandler turned the best lap of the day on 
Monday, December 9, the first of the three-day 
Dunlop test - a 1:51.59. Though it was almost a 
second off the best time anyone turned in at 
this test a year ago, Chandler knew it was a 
good start. 

“Tt was pretty steady. I did nine laps all in 
the 51s,” Chandler said on a chilly Monday 
afternoon, adding that he was riding his title- 
winning ZX-7R with a few modifications. “I 
reckon that’s pretty good for the first day. I 
reckon I can do 50s with the race tire pretty 
steady.” 

The Dunlop riders arrived Monday, follow- 
ing the Michelin test on the weekend. Since 
Saturday was rained out, the brands shared 
most of Monday with Fast By Ferracci’s new 
recruit Mat Mladin clocking the best time. His 
was a 1:51.3, done on Sunday, and not 
improved upon on Monday, partially because 
the team suffered a number of mechanical 
problems that kept them off the track. Ferracci 
was the only AMA Superbike team at the 
Michelin test. 

“This is just to have a bit of a shakedown on 
the bike, test a few tires,” the Australian 
Mladin said. “It feels good, no problem. I don’t 
know what they raced in last year, but I’m sure 
it won’t be any quicker than mid-50s or so, I 
suppose. Qualifying will be a bit quicker. So 
we're still two and a half seconds off what we 
have to do as far as racing goes.” 

Also testing the Ferracci V-twin was Gerald 
Rothman Jr., the former Moto Liberty rider 
who has a verbal agreement with Ferracci and 
expects to sign a contract this week. Though 
Rothman had ridden SuperTeams machinery, 
the Ducati was a different animal. 

“Ferracci really didn’t want to change the 
bike too much on me. We pretty much left the 
bike the way it was,” said Rothman, who had a 
best lap of 1:52.96. “If I did 52s or 51s Га want 
to go faster. The bike was tired.” 

Among the other riders testing new machin- 
ery was Larry Pegram, the former FBF Ducati 
rider who switched to the Yoshimura Suzuki 
squad. 

“Tt feels good. I feel real confident on it,” 
Pegram said after a best lap of 1:53.9 following 
his 40 laps on the GSXR750-based Superbike. 
“The power comes in at a lot higher revs. It’s a 
different riding style. We changed some sus- 
pension settings and the shock. I want to get 
used to the bike before we go through 10 dif- 
ferent tires.” 

Having more trouble adjusting to a new 
bike was three-time AMA 250cc GP champion 


. Rich Oliver. Oliver had his first outing on the 


Yamaha FZR600 that he'll be campaigning in 
the 600cc Supersport class and, afterward, was 
a bit flustered. 

"Everything is different," Oliver said. "I 
wouldn't say I can relate anything from the 250 
to this bike. Though it is really fast. I got a 
good one. I know very little. I’m just trying to 
learn. I followed Tom Kipp for a while. We 
were doing two-flats. I have to drop two sec- 
onds to be competitive. I’m not used to being 
this far off the pace." 

Dunlop will continue to test through 
Wednesday, followed by Pirelli/Metzeler. 
Bridgestone will not be testing at Daytona this 

ear.

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ho's the greatest? Who's the 
best? 

Pick any sport, and a simi- 
lar debate will rage almost on a daily 
basis. Take boxing for example: 
Muhammed Ali is widely acknowl- 
edged as the greatest, but a number of 
heavyweight fighters have better 
records. Larry Holmes, for instance - the 
man who defeated Ali for the last time, 
and the man who tied Rocky Marciano's 
record of 48 straight title defenses - is 
regarded as one of the best, yet far from 
the greatest. 

The underlying principle behind 
such debate is simple enough. The 
greatest is usually determined by emo- 
tion. People will remember the way a 
particular personality carried himself or 
perhaps a defining moment in that per- 
son's career on which the case for great- 
ness can be based. Being the best is 
much more calculated and concrete. 
Simply turn to your favorite sports 
almanac, compare stats, and the results 
are clear cut. 

Dirt track racing is no different. 
Depending upon the era, a race fan can 


take his pick as to who might be the 
greatest. It might be Nixon, it might be 
Roberts, it might be Springsteen... 

Scott Parker is the best. 

And yet it might take a long time for 
him to be regarded as the greatest. Prob- 
ably longer than it did for Parker, who 
took his first competitive laps on a 
Yamaha 60 when he was 11 years old, to 
win his first Grand National race. For 
success, you see, came rather quickly. 

“My dad spent every spare dime he 
had on racing," Parker said. "He was a 
fireman, and we didn't have a lot of 
money, but whatever we Һай, he spent 
on racing. Then one time we were at the 
races, and this guy Rick (Dago) Toldo 
gave me a chance to ride one of his 
bikes. We were just moving from the 
80cc class to the 100-125cc class, but he 
had this 360, and he let me ride that. It 
was a cheater bike. I can't remember, 
but I think we went out and were kick- 
ing everybody's ass, and then I fell off 
the thing or something. We kept going, 
and we did about medium on it. Then 
one day he came over and looked at me 
and said, ‘Hey, we're going pro.’ At that 
time I'd never even seen a Grand 
National race. I was only about 13 or 14 
years old." 

Toldo continued to foster Parker's 
career with the purchase of a new Bulta- 
co 250, which Parker rode for a year 
before graduating to a Bultaco 360. His 








skills continued to improve to the point 
that he wound up winning an Amateur 
National Championship in 1976. 

"From there, we decided to get into 
750s," Parker said. "When I was 16 we 
went to Florida and bought two brand- 
new Harleys that we were going to use 
as a Novice. Dago was the type of guy 
that if he did it, it was first class. We 
used a loophole in the rules to make the 
switch to Junior. It said that if you were 
à two-year Novice, then you could go to 
Junior. It didn't say two full years or 
anything like that. So we went to Ocala 
in November and scored like 15 points, 
and you had to have 80 points to switch 
(in a single season). There weren't 
enough races, and they were even think- 
ing about promoting a race so that I 
could switch. 

"But then March came around and 
we went down to Daytona and ran all 
those races, and I wound up needing 
like nine points to turn Junior," Parker 
said. "But there weren't any more races 
there, so we went to Springfield, Ohio, 
and I beat Bubba Shobert and won that 
race. I had enough points to turn, so we 


called up the AMA and said, ‘We want 
to turn Junior. We're a two-year Novice 
with 80 points.’ They said, “No. You 
can't turn. We-mean two full years.’ We 
told them that the rules didn't say two 
full years, and that they'd be hearing 
from our lawyer, so they let us turn." 

Parker then finished out the remain- 
der of 1978 as a Junior. He even remem- 
bers getting into the “right region,” 
electing to sign up for the Eastern region 
on his way through Tennessee because 
it paid the most-money since it had the 
most races. 

“It paid like $2,000 to win the Junior 
title,” Parker said. “I remember we 
raced against guys like Ronnie Jones 
and Wayne Rainey a lot.” 

At 17, just six years after getting his 
start in racing, Parker turned Expert in 
1979. By then his now-patented, side- 
ways, hard-riding, pass-'em-on-the-out- 
side riding style was starting to attract a 
fair share of attention, and his career 
was all set to accelerate at warp speed. 

"Dago was building another bike for 
us to ride in 1979, and he sent it off to 
this guy named Larry Schafer," Parker 
recalled. “The guy was a total perfec- 
tionist, and it took him forever to get the 
thing ready. He was in no hurry. We'd 
already missed one mile without it. But 
he got it done in time for DuQuoin. I 
remember that they broke it in by run- 
ning it up and down 1-70." 








Parker went on to make history at the 
DuQuoin Mile aboard that very 
machine as he claimed his first Grand 
National win, thus becoming the 
youngest rider ever to do so. He went 
on to score another mile victory at Indi- 
anapolis later in the.year, and he fin- 
ished up a remarkable ninth in points, 
easily copping Rookie of the Year hon- 
ors. 

Parker made a fairly easy transition 
through the often-jinxed sophomore 
season. With Tex Peel power and 
Klotz / Wiseco backing, he managed to 
grab another Grand National win - a TT 
at Hinsdale, Illinois - and finish up the 
year eighth overall before moving on to 
join fellow Michiganders Jay Spring- 
steen and Randy Goss on the Harley- 
Davidson factory squad in 1981. 

“When Jay ind Randy were both 
there, I was the low man on the totem 
pole,” Parker said. "Me and Al (Stan- 
gler) worked our butts off and did the 
best we could. To say that I got any 
worse parts, or anything like that, I 
don't think that happened. We were just 
the new team, and we were learning." 


Parker had a tough year as a factory 
freshman in 1981. His best finish was а 
second behind Alex Jorgenson at the 
Sacramento Mile that year. He dropped 
to 11th in the overall series standings. It 
marked the only time that he had ever 
failed to finish in the top 10 in his Grand 
National career. He rebounded in 1982 
to win the Ascot Half Mile and place 
fifth at season's end. He was again fifth 
at the end of 1983 after qualifying for 21 
Nationals. In 1984, Parker won Grand 
Nationals at Ascot and Lima, Ohio, fin- 
ishing fourth right behind teammate 
and reigning champion Randy Goss as 
Ricky Graham served notice that there 
was trouble on the horizon after earning 
his second Grand National title on a fac- 
tory Honda in 1984. 

The turmoil wasn't confined to the 
race track either. For 1985, a financially 
strapped factory handed its riders - 
Springsteen and Parker, as Goss had left 
the team to ride a Freddie Spencer- 
backed Honda - some bikes and some 
cash, and sent them off to do battle out- 
side the factory walls without the aid of 
factory mechanics. Springsteen hooked 
up with Paul Schmeal while factory 
mechanic Bill Werner, a four-time 
Grand National Championship-winning 
wrench and the sole man left in the fac- 
tory racing department after the layoffs, 
was a man without a rider. Parker 
hoped that he might be able to pick up 








Werner. But Parker was hesitant, and he 
rehired Peel instead. 

“I guess I didn't want to jump in 
there and try to steal Bill from Jay, 
because I didn't know what was going 
on with them," Parker said. "I don't 
know if Bill was maybe getting burned 
out a little, but I was seeing that he 
would work his butt off all week, and 
then his rider would get sick, and the 
motorcycles would just sit there. But 
since I didn't know what Jay's package 
was, that's why I hired Tex." 

The Parker/ Peel relationship was 
tumultuous at best. Parker recalls that 
the pair had a difficult time reaching 
agreements over several facets of the 
program. And so it was that in April of 
1985, with the season already under 
way, Parker broke down and gave 
Werner a call. The düo struck a deal 
whereby Werner would take care of 
Parker's equipment part-time in Wern- 
er's basement. It was the call that 
changed his career. 

“Bill really wanted to do it. His major 
thing was to win that first (mile) Nation- 
al, because Harley hadn't won one in

like three years. At that time, we didn't 
have our own dyno. We could use the 
factory dyno a few times, but not like 
now. But we put the package together 
and won the Indy Mile for the first time 
in three years. That was our motivator. 
We knew we could do it. We just had to 
keep climbing the ladder." 

It was, perhaps, a tougher ladder 
than either man may have expected to 
climb as the dominance that Harley- 
Davidson had enjoyed in American dirt 
track racing was still being enjoyed - by 
Honda. The Japanese factory had spent 
the necessary bucks to put the RS750 
clearly on top of the game with Graham 
aboard, and with Shobert as the team's 
new lead man, Honda claimed the 
Grand National throne three more years 
for a total of four - longer than any man- 
ufacturer had ever managed to keep the 
number-one plate from Harley-David- 
son. 

The situation did not sit well with the 
factory, which was once again picking 
up financial steam throughout 1985-86, 
and the team benefited greatly by a 
return to in-house status for 1987. With 
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the increased 
support, Parker 
and Werner went 
on the warpath, their sole mission being 
to regain the title for Harley-Davidson. 
Steady improvement came via Werner's 
constant development of the motorcycle. 
It is a process that continues to this day 
as Werner is regarded as one of the 
greatest mechanics in all of motorsports. 

Breaks also came when the AMA 
instituted its restrictor and minimum- 
weight rules to keep the factory Hondas 
(or perhaps more to the point, their 
overwhelming budget) in check and 
thus level the playing field. The effect of 
these rules changes are a source of con- 
stant debate, and something that many 
of the sport's followers assume was the 
main reason for Harley-Davidson's 
resurgence and Honda's demise. Even 
so, it was back during the 1985 season 
that none other than the Harley-mount- 
ed Parker won what at the time was the 
fastest mile in history at Indianapolis, 
and later in the year he lowered the 
track record by 12 seconds and picked 
up the win at a rare daytime running of 
the Sacramento Mile. Both took place 
long before restrictors or weight rules. 

Parker proved to be a major variable 
as he, too, improved. He rode harder 
and harder with each year, often times 
willing his motorcycle into finishing 
positions that might not have been pos- 
sible in the hands of other riders. 

“We knew where we stood," Parker 
said. "We just had to try that much 
harder. We just had to win races. We 
were still down on the Hondas, so I 
learned to ride the motorcycle even 
harder. Now we can do that only when 
we have to." 

He had to in 1988, but it finally made 
a difference. After four years of chasing 
Hondas, Parker won four races during 
the year, and with Shobert disqualified 
for a light motorcycle at Syracuse, New 
York, Parker was finally crowned cham- 
pion. He celebrated by grabbing the win 
in the season finale at Sacramento. 

^I'll always remember that first 
championship the most," Parker said. 
"It took 10 years for me to win it, and it 
was special because it was the first time 
that Harley-Davidson had held the title 
in four years, so there was a long dry 
spell. Since I know what it took to get 
there, I know what it takes to keep them 
behind me now." 

True enough, Parker had a lock on 
the championship for the next three 
years, tying factory predecessor Carroll 
Resweber's record of four Grand 
National Championships by holding the

title from 1988-91, and resetting the sin- 
gle-season victory tally to 10 in 1989. It 
was in 1991 that Parker became the win- 
ningest Grand National racer of all time, 
breaking Springsteen’s record of 40 wins 
with a 41st career win at the Louisville 
Half Mile. 

In 1992 Parker missed one of only 
two Nationals in his career after a crash 
with factory teammate and champi- 
onship rival Chris Carr at the Oklahoma 
City Half Mile caused him to miss the 
Peoria TT. It ultimately cost him the title. 

"I've been fortunate, you know,” 
Parker said, quick to shrug off the acci- 











dent. “In my career I’ve missed (failed 
to start) two races. I missed Peoria after 
the Oklahoma City crash (1992), and.one 
time I missed Tulsa, Oklahoma, after I 
cut my finger with a remote control air- 
plane. What a goon, huh? What I did 
was I fired the thing up, and it was run- 
ning wide open. I reached over to knock 
it down to half throttle, and I caught the 
propeller. I had five stitches. I think that 
if I would have been in the hunt for the 
championship that year... this was like 
in 1980 or ‘81... I wouldn't have missed 
it, but it wasn't worth it to drive down 
there. But that's all I’ve missed since 
1979. That's almost 20 years. Maybe 
there's somebody who had a longer 
career in a different span of time, but 
they have missed more races." 

In 1993 both Parker and Carr chased 
Graham. It was a year that Parker recalls 
as a cruise year. 

“1 raced hard for the first five races, 
but then all of a sudden we were like 40 
points down," Parker said. "We just 
took a breather and cruised. Then we 
started getting bad press, people saying 
that I was washed up. That just pissed 
me off." 

In 1994 a clearly motivated Parker 
returned and posted eight event wins to 
claim an unprecedented fifth title. He 
has not relinquished it since. Along the 
way, Parker has become the all-time 
Grand National win leader, scoring 76 
National wins, and posting 206 top-five 
and 271 top-10 finishes out of 312 career 
Grand National starts. He has chased 
Bubba Shobert and Ricky Graham, been 
chased by Chris Carr and Graham, 
chased Carr and Graham, and now 
appears set to be chased by former fac- 
































tory teammate Kevin Atherton, the one 
rider he sees as more of an immediate 
threat to his title than any other. For it 
was Atherton, Parker's former factory 
teammate who stepped up in 1996 and 
gave Parker a run for his money in the 
late going, winning five Grand Nation- 
als to Parker's six before losing out on 
the title even after winning the season 
finale Del Mar Mile. Parker did what he 
had to do, finishing second to clinch an 
unbelievable seventh championship 
title. 

“Kevin really applied pressure,” 
Parker said. "In the past, I never 
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thought of him as a threat. Now I have 
to put him on a different stand and look 
at him as someone I have to race with 
along with Will Davis and Steve More- 
head. I weigh them out, and I figure 
those are the teams that I’ve got to be 
concerned about. Chris (Carr) was like 
that. He really motivated me. Look at 
what happened at Oklahoma City: in '95. 
Mike Hacker had that race won, and I 
was all set to take second. Then along 
comes Chris, and he pushed me to that 
next level. I think Kevin's going to be 
like that. He's got a lot of positive things 
going, but that won't make him win. He 
might beat me from time to time, but it's 
going to be a long year.” 

The 1997 season should be an inter- 
esting year, and it may be one of Park- 
er's last. He has made it clear that he 
may hang up his leathers for good at the 
end of the 1998 season. 

^I think I'm getting more serious 
about the ‘two years’ deal than when I 
said that three years ago," Parker said. 
^ And a lot of that comes from when you 
go to the race tracks and they're not up 
to your expectations. When that hap- 
pens you say to yourself, ‘What am I 
doing here?’ When the race tracks are 
really awesome, you say to yourself, 
‘Man, I want to keep doing this.’ But 

















now we've got another baby on the way, 
and it's going to get tougher to carry the 
kids around to the race tracks week in 
and week out. It's just getting closer to 
the day, I guess." 

It is likely that he won't be remem- 
bered as the greatest when that day 
comes, but Parker said he would like to 
be remembered more in a manner that is 
as concrete as the records he has set dur- 
ing his career. 

“1 just always have gone out there 
and done my job," Parker said. "To say 
that I’ve made the sport better... I don't 
know. I think that I’ve handled the PR 
part of it better than some guys. I’ve 
worked hard at that part, and I think 
we've got a lot of guys who work hard 
at that part. We've got to. But I don't 
think I’ve made the sport better during 
the time that I've been in there. I know 
where I stand. I know how I can ride a 
motorcycle, and how Bill can build it. 
Harley-Davidson has paid me to win 
races, and I’ve just gone out there and 
done that to the best of my ability." 

Time will be the ultimate judge of 
whether or not Scott Parker is ever con- 
sidered the greatest dirt tracker who 
ever lived, but that's all right with him. 
Being the best will always be good 
enough. €N 





Fatherhood 
hasn't changed 
Parker, much.

The turning point at Oklahoma 
City in '96 - "It was a racing acci- 
dent. If you look at the videotape 
you could see that Will Davis 
actually bobbled, and I was right 
there. You have to be right there 
to make a pass at Oklahoma City 
or you won't make it. He just 
started breaking his rear wheel 
loose. He just got it pitched side- 
ways, and I was right there. It all 
happened so fast. I thought that I 
hit him, but when I saw it on film 
I was actually relieved." 


Nebraska's mystery fall - "We 
were starting to wind down the 
season, and I knew that it was 
time to start putting the hammer 
down. I knew there was nobody 
there, but to this day I swear it 
felt like someone thumped the 
rear end of the motorcycle. But 
after we reviewed it, there was 
nothing wrong with the motor- 
cycle. I just fell off. It was one of 
them things, I guess." 


School - "My parents told me, 
‘You aren't quitting school.’ That 
was a sensitive area. So I just 
went there and did my thing 
semi-quietly, and got through it. 
In hindsight, I wish I would have 


given it more effort, but I was. 


racing and making more than my 
teachers. We'd go away on the 
weekends and make $8,000, and I 
was still in school. One time I 
remember that I'd just flown back 
from Castle Rock, because I had 
to be back in school, and Springer 
and Corky Keener and Morehead 
and a bunch of the guys stayed 
out there for the week. I just get 
back from school, and the phone 
rings, and they're on there sayin', 


‘Hey man, did you just get home 
from school? We're out laying on 
this boat, havin' a beer.' They 
were at some big lake up there, 
having a good time, and they 
called me just to rub it in a little." 


On heroes - "We were close to 
Springer, and I guess I didn't 
really look at him that way. We 
did things as friends. To be really 
honest with you, the only guy I 
ever followed - and this was 
before I ever really got into dirt 
bikes - was Kenny Roberts. He 
was in all the magazines. He was 
it when I was coming up. I raced 
him at Houston a couple times. I 
don't think I ever beat him." 


The weather - "The lakes are 
starting to freeze around here. I 
think that it won't be long before 
we'll be doing some ice racing. 
It's big back here in Michigan. 
It's pretty good practice. We ride 
at a bunch of different lakes 
around here. You'll show up at a 
lake and there'll be like 35-40 
guys riding. It's semi-organized - 
somebody comes out with a 
plow, and we go from there. We 
get a lot of laps in all winter long, 
but I don't know if that helps me 
a bunch when we go to Daytona. 
Therefore Daytona is Daytona." 


You can't win 'em all - "I've 
never won Peoria, and I've never 
won Daytona. Have you ever 
seen Daytona? I work all the way 
around that place. It's a full race 
track, and you go nowhere. I did 
win the 600cc National there 
once. I peaked a day early. But 
maybe I will win the big one one 
of these times." 


Michigan is home - "I thought 
about living in Florida before, 
but this has always been home, 
and now that I've got kids, I've 
got to stay set." 


The money ain't like it used to 
be- "It's a little disappointing, 
but there's nothing you can do. 
It's the sport we're in. I can't help 
it if the big money ain't there. 
The only thing that makes me 
really want to quit is when they 
take us to shitty tracks. It sucks. I 
guess some of them have always 
been that way, but when you're a 
kid, you're just like, ‘Let’s go.’ 
But now I'm in a different posi- 
tion, and it sucks when the tracks 
are bad. I guess money isn't the 
only thing. I'm still there to win, 
and Ricky Graham has a couple 
of records that I'd like to take 
over." 


The magic number is 82 - "That 
was just my number. A lot of 
people were saying that I had to 
break 100. I say that it is 82, 
because that's what it would take 
to beat Springer's record by two 
times. To me, that's the number 
to beat. It's not 100. Whether it's 
100 or 111 makes no difference." 


I meant what I said about Eldo- 
ra - "Let's get this straight. More- 
head did a great job promoting 
the race, and he did the best he 
could with the conditions. It 
wasn't that the track was really 
too rough, but we were running 
two feet off the hay bales. Hon- 
estly, I was scared out there, and 
Iknow he was scared. If one per- 
son makes one mistake, you're 
into the hay bales or hitting 


them. You're right there, and the 
bike flies right back in front of 
you. Not one guy, but four guys 
could be there. We had five guys 
go down off the start. If that ever 
happened in the corner once the 
race got going... It's a dangerous 
race track. We've got to give our- 
selves a 10-foot buffer to give 
guys a chance to get off the race 
track when they crash. I don't 
mean to take away from what 
Morehead is doing. He did an 
excellent job. But I don't feel 
comfortable. One mistake and 
you're in trouble, and so are a lot 
of the guys who are right behind 
you. The year before, George 
Roeder fell off in turn one, and I 
tried to slow the bike down 
before I got there after I saw the 
red flag, and I couldn't slow it 
down and had to go above him 
between the motorcycle and the 
wall. Luckily nobody was there 
or I would have been collected 
too. It's a dangerous race track, 
and we've got to try to make it 
better or don't go back." 


A funny thing happened after I 
won the championship - "A 
bunch of us decided to go to the 
beach after Del Mar. Kevin 
(Atherton) went with us, and 
after a while he disappeared, and 
we started looking for him. All of 
a sudden he came trottin' up. He 
had no clothes on at all. At least 
we had a limo parked right out 
in front that we could take off in 


right away." 


The new kids - I notice them, 
and I don't. I mean, you see that 


„they're out there, but until they 


start kicking you in the shins 





week in and week out... I’m not 
racing them for the champi- 
onship. I like Hacker, and Schn- 
abel. Schnabel rides real good. I 
like Stanley - he just needs more 
time on the motorcycle. He 
hasn't raced with us long enough 
to understand what is right and 
wrong, but he's getting better 
week in and week out. When I 
came up I was a hard-riding son 
of a bitch, and I threw it away 
my share. But when I did it I was 
on the outside, leaving nobody 
else at risk." 


Advice for aspiring Scott Park- 
ers - "Take notes on your race 
setup. Know your air pressure, 
head angle, suspension, all your 
adjustments. Keep notes on 
what's going on, so that if you 
ever have to switch teams, you'll 
know where you were at before. 
Inever did that. I wish I had." 


On being Ashley's dad - "She's 
awesome, and every day she does 
something different. Once this 
year we were in a hotel room, and 
Ashley was sitting there, chewing 
on something. Wanda saw her 
and said, ‘Hey, what's she chew- 
ing on?' It was a toenail. Our 
friend Don had been in there 
before, cutting his toenails, and 
Wanda says, "She's chewing on 
one of Don's toenails!’ I said 
‘What if it ain't Don's? What if it’s 
somebody else's?' Wanda's eyes 
got all big. It was pretty gross, but 
it was funny. Wanda and I actual- 
ly were hoping for twins, but 
looking at it now we must have 
been crazy to think that. It's tough

oug Chandler is an anomaly. The 
average road racer - single, without 
children and somewhat high strung 
- would trade qualifying tires that 
never wear out for a chance to jump 
from his National series to the fame and 
fortune of big-time international racing. 

For Chandler it's a case of been there; 
done that. 

While a younger, and admittedly 
hungrier Chandler was quick to scurry 
off to Europe after winning the AMA 
Superbike National Championship in 
1990, he passed when the offer landed 
on his table prior to the 1996 season tQ 
go back. Although the 31-year-old Cali; 
fornian had returned to the AMA series 
in ‘95 not as an old, battered and 
washed-up racer but as a man with dif- 
ferent goals and a changed outlook, you 
wouldn’tshave known it based on his 
troubled season as a member of the faci 
tory Harley-Davidson team. It was d 
year that made Chandler appear "mi 
ordinary. 

But what a difference a year makes: 
In 1996 it all came to fruition once again 
when he rejoined the same group with 
which he'd met so much success six 
years earlier - Rob Muzzy's factory= 
backed Kawasaki team. After bypassing 
an offer from Muzzy to return to*interna- 
tional warfare in the World Superbike 
Championship for the "96 season; Chan- 
dler stayed put for another summer of 
AMA racing. It was a decision that rev. 
talized his career, a choice that ultimat 
ly led to a second Superbike Nationa 
Championship. And he looked anything 
but ordinary in doing so. 

Although he has another year on his 
current contract with Kawasaki, a season 
similar to last year's may force Chandler 
into another difficult decision of should 
he stay or should he go. Difficult for 
some, easy for Chandler. 

"I'd like to renew it for another two 
years," Chandler said of his deal with 
Muzzy. "That would be ideal. I've 
thought about maybe trying to go to 
Europe again, but I think it'd be too 
tough - especially having three kids. Try- 
ing to get everyone over there... I just 
don't see how it would happen." 

Ah, the family. It's something else 
that sets Chandler apart from most of 
the young men with whom he battles on 
a weekly basis. When Chandler gets off 
the bike, he's usually greeted by his wife 
Sherri, son Jett, 6, and daughters Rainee, 
2, and Quincee, 1. If for some reason the 
family isn't at the track, they're waiting 
for him when he returns to his home in 
the foothills west of Salinas in Northern 
California. If he can't catch a return 
flight on Sunday night, he most definite- 
ly gets the first one he can on Monday 
morning. Put it this way, the family 
played a big part in his decision to stay 
in AMA racing. 

"I had a choice,” Chandler admits. “I 
could have raced World Superbike 
instead of staying here. But for the 
money I was going to get, it really 
wasn't worth it. By the time you pay 
your expenses, get a motorhome over 
there, and ship the whole family over, 
you're going to lose money. I was happy 
just to stay home. If the family didn't go 
with me to the races this year, I was 
home Sunday night or first thing Mon- 
day morning. It's hard to beat that. I’m 
pretty happy doing what we're doing 
here. It's nice to be able to make money 
staying home. I think the whole reason 
everyone has left in the past was because 
of the money, but it's gotten a lot better 
than it used to be (in the States). Now I

think they stand a better chance of keep- 
ing some of the guys over here, whereas 
before as soon as they got established 
and got a name for themselves, they 
were off to Europe. I look for a couple of 
guys to be able to stay here and do all 
right. And that only makes our series 
look better, and I think it builds better 
racers as well. There are better guys over 
here to race against. Now if they do ven- 
ture over there (to Europe), they'll be 
able to compete because they'll be some- 
what ready for it." 

Chandler was at least partially ready 
when he ventured to Europe in 1991. He 
was placed in a Kenny Roberts farm 
team of sorts, riding an unsponsored 
Yamaha YZR500 to ninth in the 500cc 
World Championship, the highlights of 
which were two sixth-place finishes, one 
in Italy and one in France. That year may 
have taught him more than any other, at 
least in terms of setting up a motorcycle, 
an area in which he now ranks as one of 
the more proficient. Thanks mostly to a 
relationship with impromptu teammate 
Wayne Rainey, a man who has inspired 
Chandler to the point that one of his chil- 
dren is named after the three-time World 
Champion. 

“As far as learning about the bikes, 
Wayne's been the biggest influence," 
Chandler said. "That was my biggest 
step. I felt I was pretty good over here 
and did a good job with what we had, 
but with those bikes in Europe you 


could change pivots, engine position, 
steering head angles... all this other stuff. 
That was all brand new to me so I just 
sat down and took notes and paid atten- 
tion to what everyone else was doing, 
and Wayne was a big help. It was amaz- 
ing to watch some of the stuff that guy 
would do. I mean after morning 
warmup, having them take the whole 
steering head out to change the offsets 
and the head angle - it was unbelievable. 
Then he'd just roll it out there and race it 
and go a second, second and a half faster 
than he'd qualified with. Now I 
wouldn't doubt myself in doing that. If 
you've done it enough ànd you're com- 
fortable enough with the bike, and 
understand what those changes do, then 
I don't see a problem with it." 

The rest of Chandler's career has been 
well documented here and elsewhere. 
He rode a Lucky Strike Suzuki to fifth in 
the 1992 500cc World Championship 
before signing a lucrative contract with 
Cagiva for the 1993 and 1994 seasons. 
When Chandler reflects back, the first 
year with Cagiva and his return to AMA 
racing with Harley-Davidson were 
enough to make him stop enjoying 
something he'd enjoyed his whole life. 

"The whole thing forme with the rac- 
ing part is that I’m enjoying it,” Chan- 
dler said. “As long as I’m enjoying it, I'd 
like to continue. There have been times 
when I've been pretty much disgusted 
with it. A good example would be 1993 


or my first year with Cagiva. It was pret- 
ty frustrating and I kind of threw my 
hands up. We had some troubles with 
the bikes, I got hurt and kind of lost faith 
in those guys. Then the following year, 
having Kel (Carruthers) come over there 
was a big plus. That year it started to 
become fun again. I was enjoying it and 
getting pretty good results. I kind of 
turned things around, and then last year 
(1995, his season on a factory Harley- 
Davidson VR1000) put another question 
mark in my mind: ‘What am I doing get- 
ting hurt while racing for seventh and 
eighth place? Is it me or is it the bike?’ 
You just start doubting things. 

Then being able to get back on the 
Kawasaki with Rob (Muzzy)... it was 
pretty good because it eliminated some 
of the doubt about being able to have the 
right equipment. Then it was just up to 
the rider because they gave me the best 
thing they had. And we were able to go 
out there and win the championship 
with it. I felt going in we had a good 
chance of doing it, but it was kind of a 
doubtful thing there for a while. I would 
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think people were doubting me. Heck, I 
was doubting myself. You have a bad 
year, you have some trouble, and you're 
not sure what you're going to do." 

Winning didn't come right away, but 
Chandler quickly re-established himself 
as a major player. He won at the third 
round in Laguna Seca after finishing 
fifth and third at Daytona and Pomona, 
respectively, but his Laguna win carried 
with it an asterisk - title rival Miguel 
DuHamel had crashed his Smokin' Joe's 
Honda late in the race while leading. 
From then on, Chandler didn't really 
need to win. Until Brainerd, that is. 

A close second-place finish behind 
DuHamel in Homestead, a careful sev- 
enth in a Mid-Ohio downpour, a steady 
second behind rain-master Alessandro 
Gramigni on a wet day at Road America, 
and another close second to DuHamel in 
Loudon translated to a 15-point lead for 
Chandler when the series headed to 
round eight in Minnesota. 

That's when disaster struck. A small 
fitting on the Kawasaki's water pump 
snapped off, causing the engine to over- 
heat and expire in a puff of white smoke. 
Chandler's points lead suddenly had a 
lot in common with his blown engine. 
What was once a 15-point lead was sud- 
denly a 20-point deficit. Now there was 
nothing to do but race. 

"I felt we had it covered up until 
Brainerd," Chandler said. "Having the 
DNF there kind of put us behind, but 
prior to that I was riding a lot more con- 
servative. He (DuHamel) might have 
gotten to within seven or eight points, 
but at 15 points going into Brainerd I 
was pretty comfortable. By that time at 
Brainerd, I'd passed him and it looked 
like we were going to be able to get 
away from him, so I wasn't really both- 
ered to really push it. I was ahead of him 
and that's all that really mattered. When 
that went out the window it was wide 
open again. 

" After that I could just go out and do 
what I needed to do, what I wanted to 
do. Sears Point (the following round) 
was one of those weekends where we 
were off for both days of practice and on 
Sunday we got it to come together for us. 
We were up front and that's something I 
didn't think we stood a chance of being. 
(Aaron) Yates was going fast and I 
thought for sure he'd disappear. I'd 
already made a good tire choice, but 
after the red flag I knew what I wanted 
to go back to and that was the (Dunlop) 
881 that I'd run most of the year on. We 
were able to do that and it made a world 
of difference in my confidence in the 
bike.

“T led it for a while, but I think I kind 
of blew that by letting Mat (Mladin) by 
me. Typical Mat, he put his head down 
at the start of the race and was really 
fast. But most of the time the tires will go 
away on him because he's just hard on it. 
I thought he'd come back to me, but I 
wasn't thinking that Yates would be 
coming up. So when Aaron came past 
me and those two kind of went at it, I 
just let 'em go. I didn't know what was 
going to happen with them." 


Behind him, DuHamel was strug- ° 


gling. The French Canadian finally 
dropped back to ninth when a shifter 
linkage failed on his RC45. They were 
even again, or close to it. DuHamel led 
the championship by just two points 
with one round remaining. Unfortunate- 
ly, it would be six long weeks before the 
green light would flash to start that final 
round. 

"No, I wasn't confident," Chandler 
admits. "That was the longest month 
I've ever had to deal with. It's kind of 
silly having that much time in between 
the last two races when we were so close 
in the championship. That was tough to 
deal with, but I think we did a pretty 
good job. I got my head down and 
stayed busy with other things, and 
didn't really think about it. I didn't let it 
keep me up at nights. I just went about 
my daily business with some help from 
my children. They're definitely enough 
to keep you busy. But it was tough, not 
knowing what the race track was like, 
trying to visualize what this track could 
be like. You just had no idea - did it have 
long straightaways, slow corners... it was 
tough." 

Tough accurately describes Chandler, 
at least the one that showed up in Sin 
City. Anyone who thought Doug Chan- 
dler lucked into the 1996 AMA Super- 
bike National Championship was some- 
where else on October 6. 

"Yeah, I'm proud of how I rode in 
Vegas, but there were a couple of 'em 
that I thought we had good chances in. I 
knew Las Vegas was going to be a lot 
tougher, but we did what we had to do. 
From the time we got on the track we 
kind of had the guys covered. I didn't 
really feel like I was sticking my neck 
out doing those lap times. My main goal 
there was just to finish ahead of Miguel 
(DuHamel) and at the time I was think- 
ing that Larry (Pegram) might be able to 
just go. When Miguel came past me in 





the second corner, I figured we'd be rac- 
ing for the win and that wasn't some- 
thing I'd planned on doing. 

"Even though he struggled in qualify- 
ing, you can never count someone like 
him (DuHamel) out. There are weekends 
when you're struggling and struggling 
and come race day you somehow man- 
age to get it together. Anyone you're 
really competing against, you've got to 
count on that as something that could 
happen. Wayne (Rainey) showed that to 
me a lot over in Europe. Most champi- 
ons have the drive so that they can 
somehow manage to pull something out 
of the hat to be competitive for the race." 

DuHamel encountered myriad prob- 
lems come race day and he fought like a 
champion to finish third, but this one 
belonged to Chandler. It was his to win 
from day one in the Nevada desert and 
it appeared that he had his title foe cov- 
ered even if Lady Luck had been more 
kind to the Honda RC45 and its rear 

tire. 

“I think my riding is better now than 
it was in 1990," Chandler said. "This was 
a tougher year than it was in '90 - the 
competition in general. There are a lot 
more factories involved now and each 
factory has two riders... Yeah, it's a lot 
tougher. I think I had a lot more ambi- 
tion in 1990 because I hadn't gone to 
Europe and I really wanted to get over 
there and see what that was like. I was 
able to go there and do it, and I enjoyed 
it and had fun - but now I'm content to 
stay here. It was nice to come back and 
still be able to win again. Most guys 
when they come back can win a race or 
two, but are never really in it for a cham- 
pionship. I can still do it and we were 
able to go out there and do it. 

“ feel as far as being able to defend it 
that our chances are good - as long as 
there are no major catastrophes with the 
bikes or me getting injured. At the start 
of last year we had a new bike and we 
weren't even close at Daytona. This year 
we'll be going back with kind of what 
we had, with what we ended up with. I 
feel we should be good from the first 
race on." 

Naturally, Chandler ranks DuHamel 
as the biggest hurdle in that quest for a 
third title, but let's not forget Australian 
Mat Mladin and the Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati. 

"The bike's good, the tires are good, 
and Mat's a good rider," Chandler said. 
"It's going to be tough. He's a pretty ver- 
satile rider; he's ridden just about every- 
thing and he's been able to get on 'em 
and go good. And (Tom) Kipp and the 
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Yamaha guys have been so close... and 
the Suzuki guys as well. They're right 
there. I think (Aaron) Yates will pick it 
up a step and be right there as well. It 
should be a good year." 

Chandler goes into the new year with 
a new teammate, young Tommy Hay- 
den. Again, he will be the team leader 
and likely won't have much help as far 
as setting the bike up. Not that he needs 
it. 

“Tm going to try to help and get him 
(Hayden) up to speed," Chandler said. 
“Tf he's willing to listen and go along 
with things, yeah - no problem. Only one 
year, in 1991 with Wayne (Rainey), did I 
have a teammate that could really help. 
Other than that, well... Kevin (Schwantz) 
was good but Wayne was for sure the 
best as far as that went, as far as learning 
something from him. It's always good to 
see what the other guy is doing, but ulti- 
mately you want to make the decision. 
Sometimes the two riders go in opposite 
directions, but I don't mind trying what- 
ever they're trying just to see. I've 
always paid attention to what the other 
guy is doing, what's working for them, 
and just try to keep that in the back of 
my mind. It's not like they're no. help. I 
mean having a second guy definitely 
helps you, no matter what kind of rider 
he is. You can get something from 'em. 

“I think there's more we can do with 
the bike. Rob (Muzzy) brought in Dale 
Rathwell, and that guy was really good 
and I enjoyed working with him a lot. 
The rapport with some of those suspen- 
sion guys can either be good or bad, and 
I've had my dealings with both. Wayne’s 
(Rainey) guy, Mike Sinclair, was really 
good. There are other guys who want to 
go this way and you’re thinking the 
other way. That makes it kind of tough. 
Not knowing Dale, I wasn’t sure what 
way he was going to go, but right off at 
the first couple of tests we were going in 
the same direction. We hit it off perfect 
and off we went, the thing just kept get- 
ting better. I hope he’s back again next 
year because he was a big help. His posi- 
tion was good because if we had trou- 
bles he could go out and watch and we'd 
have a little discussion. He could pick 
stuff out as well as me just. coming in 
and telling him." 

There are several things we can all 
count on for the 1997 season, and one of 
those is that Chandler will again be in 
the thick of things in the AMA Super- 
bike series. He'll also return home every 
Monday, happy to be with his family, 
his friends, and his vast array of motor- 
cycles, boats, and custom hot rods. €N

Naturally, Muzzy has a great deal of respect and trust in Chandler, and who wouldn't? 
After all, he's arguably the most mild-mannered, non-disruptive force in the AMA paddock. 
Add in the fact that he knows more than most about race setups, is capable of winning on any 
given day and rarely crashes, and you have a pretty difficult guy to dislike if you're his team 


owner. 


"He's got all the talent in the world,” Muzzy says of his star rider. “But he also has a lot of 
sensibility and he won't override something. He's a lot like Eddie Lawson in that way. So, 
therefore, it's important that the motorcycle works really good. When the bike works good, 
you see what you saw at Las Vegas, and that is Doug riding the wheels off it. But if the bike 
has some limitiations, he won't go past that. Really, what happened this year is the same thing 
that happened when he rode for us before. We were able to get the bike to where he was com- 
fortable on it, it was working good, and he went out and showed what he could do." 

For the 1997 season, Chandler and his new teammate Tommy Hayden will have Muzzy's 
undivided attention. With the mustachioed one passing on the World Superbike Champi- 
onship in '97, the AMA series will be the only thing on Muzzy’s plate. 

“Now that the World Superbike thing is over with, I’m really excited about things,” Muzzy 
said. “Admittedly, my particular function in the World Superbike series has only been one of 
administration. I've had very little input or effect on the equipment and that’s what I enjoy the 
most and would like to think is the most valuable place for me. So I’m really looking forward 


to getting back to the old ways when I 


get down and get to work on the thing and try to 


improve the machine, something we've already seen a little bit of.”

sf „, ken down into three eras: the Bill 

Baird years, the reign of King 
Richard Burleson and the Randy 
Hawkins era. Each of these off-road 
icons posted six or more championships 
in a short span of time. And each stood 
as tall reminders of the high level of 
sportsmanship, integrity and personal 
conviction that must be a part of those 
driven to succeed in this sometimes 
anonymous form of racing. 

One month ago Randy Hawkins, 30, 
of Travelers Rest, South Carolina, won 
his sixth title after a controversial final 
round of the series; one week later he 
was let go by Suzuki with nine years of 
tenure. Through both the on-track tri- 
umph and off-track frustration of his 
dismissal, Hawkins maintained his 
good form like the true gentleman he is. 

But now Hawkins is at a crossroads - 
enduro competition is fading from the 
spotlight in the quasi-motocross world 
that is ‘90s off-road racing. Will 
Hawkins stay the course and keep going 
after Burleson's standard of eight titles 
or will he reinvent himself as a cross 
country racer? Can he do both? 

When was the last time you won an 
AMA National Enduro title? 

1993. 

What did you think your chances were 
for getting a title this year? 

I was really optimistic about it. l'd done 
a lot of work over the end of this year 
trying to prepare ourselves. Suzuki had 
supplied us with a new-model bike. The 
RM just kind of added a little more 
enthusiasm in our program just because 
we were on a new bike. And the sched- 
ule itself looked good to me. It's very 
difficult for me, or anyone else to beat 
Ty Davis in the open races in the desert 
in the desert-type conditions, and in '95 
there were a lot of races in that kind of 
conditions, like California, Arizona, 
Texas. 

With the 1996 schedule, the first part 
of the year were a lot of races in the desert 
but the last part of the year were back 
East. So with the schedule and how many 
bikes and everything, I had a optimistic 
outlook at the championship. I wasn't 
like, ^Oh, I'm gonna kick Ty's butt and 
I'm gonna win the series," or nothing like 
that, but I worked hard so I was really 
looking forward to it and I really felt that 
I could get another championship. 

How did the season break down? 
Didn't Ty start off the season really 
hot? 

Yes. Ty started off great. He won the 
first three races right in a row, which of 
the first three, two of them were desert 
races and one of them was in Louisiana. 
That was really working on us, putting 
me down right off the bat. There was a 
lot of talk too that Ty was going to run 
away with it again like he did the previ- 
ous year. But me and my mechanic 
(Dale Stegall) stayed together and 
worked together at a time when it's easy 
to start pointing fingers at each other. 
We kept looking forward and focused 
on what we needed to do. 

When did the tables start to turn in 
your favor? 





Ty won the first three, then I 
came back and won the next 
three races, one óf which was the 
Little Raccoon in Ohio, when Ty 
was doing a desert race. The race 
is tailored to my style of riding: 
Nice and technical, with long sec- 
tions. It helped my confidence a lot 
because the first win always seems to 
be the most difficult. 

At that point, did you guys think that 
maybe Davis was trying to stretch him- 
self too thin trying to ride other off- 
road series and events? 

Well, Ty is a great rider and stuff, but I 
know in the past that I’ve tried to do a 
lot of other stuff and that makes it really 
difficult. I really feel that the series this 
year, especially between the National 
Enduro Series and the GNCC Series, 
that the level of competition has stepped 
up quite a bit from the years in the past. 
It used to be very easy to ride two or 
three and be very competitive and win a 
championship. 

I think now with the level of riders 
and all the series, if you want to win a 
championship, you have to figure out 
which series you want to win. And if 
you want to win, you go to that series 
and focus there. Another series can be 
your secondary goal. I think if you try to 
concentrate on two championships it 
gets to be very difficult. Ty opted to 
miss a couple races, like that one in 
Ohio, because he was trying to win two 
series. 

It was the fourth year in a row that I 
won that event, but if he would have 
been there, things might have been dif- 
ferent. Who knows? But I got my 
momentum going in Ohio and then won 
the following race in Rhode Island. I feel 
that was the turning point of the series 
because everybody was there. It was 
rocky-like conditions, I won that event. 
Then I-came back and won the Illinois 
event, too, so the series had changed 180 
degrees. 

And the scheduled was changing in 
your favor, too. 

That's right - it's even and we were out 
of the desert for good. 

What was Suzuki thinking? I know 
they decided to shift your teammates 
Rodney Smith and Steve Hatch over to 
help, right? 

The decision wasn't made until the last 
possible minute because Ty came back 
and won the Kentucky National 
Enduro. Which, now he had four wins 
to my three. It came back to that situa- 
tion; l've gotta win to put myself in a 
championship position. So I go to 
Washington and I win that event and 
it's four (wins) to four going into the 
last round in Delaware. Basically, it 
really wasn't so much Suzuki's decision 
to have those guys ride as it was my 
decision. I mean, I have two teammates 
just as capable of winning. This was the 
last race of the championship. I'm fortu- 
nate enough to be part of a team. It was 
like, "Hey, get these guys to come to the 
event and if something weird was to 
happen, possibly they could help. If 
nothing happens, I should be able to 
win it on my own." 








What was 

the math for the championship at that 
point? 

Going into Delaware I had the upper 
hand. The bottom line was he had to 
win the race to win the championship, 
doesn't matter what I did. But if Ty 
didn't win a race, I could finish fourth 
and still win the championship. 

To this point, how many Grand 
National Cross Country races and 
AMA. National Hare Scrambles events 
had you participated in? 

With the GNCC, I think I rode nine 
races, had one DNF, and finished sev- 
enth. 

How many events in the National 
Enduro Series to this point had Hatch 
and Smith participated in? 

Hatch rode all the way through Rhode 
Island, which is where he hurt his knee. 
But he competed in over half the series. 
Rodney rode the California round and 
things like the Alligator Enduro, basical- 
ly doing the high-publicity races. 

So their decision to ride the last round 
wasn't a once-in-a-lifetime thing, was 
it? 

Not at all. Steve was a National Enduro 
Champion once and he rode more than 
half the national enduros for 1996. Rod- 
ney also rode the Ohio National Enduro 
this year, too. 

Now let's get to the heart of the matter. 
I'm going to tell you what I understood 
to happen and then you respond. I 
understand somewhere in the first part 
of the race, you were riding with Rod- 
ney and Steve and possibly Mark Hyde 
and at some point, your bike broke and 
you switched bikes with Hyde. That 
knocked you out of any chance for a 
position, but you rode along with Rod- 
ney and Steve just to finish the race. 
Kawasaki protested that you were par- 
ticipating illegally. So you disqualified 
yourself, but that didn't matter because 
Ty had to get first but Smith and Hatch 
beat him. That's what happened, right? 
That's pretty much what happened. It 
was my decision to have asked these 
guys to ride. I am trying to win a cham- 
pionship for Suzuki as well as myself. I 
had bike problems early in the event, 
and at the time I made a mistake. I 
decided to take Mark's bike on. In the 
heat of the moment, I said "Let me have 
your bike!" It was kind of one of those 
heat-of-the-moment things. So I just 
grabbed his bike and actually rode for 
quite a while before I caught back up 
with Steve and Rodney. By that time 
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Steve already put about six points on Ty 
and Rodney had already put three 
points on him. I caught up, rode the rest 
of the event. 
What happened after the race? 
When I came to the end, they took 
my scorecard off as soon as I came 
in. I went to the truck, changed 
clothes and then went up to the 
official and I disqualified myself. 
I told him flat-up-front, “I had 
bike problems, traded bikes with 
Mark Hyde and I’m withdraw- 
ing myself because I’m disquali- 
fied from the event.” I was com- 
pletely honest and I figured that 
was it because I didn’t gain a 
single point from the event. I fig- 
ured everything was straight-. 
ened out, but that’s where the 
protest from Kawasaki came. They 
charged that I aided in assisting 
Rodney for the event, but they 
couldn’t have disqualified me. 

Was it because Rodney Smith didn’t 
have clocks and charts and all that? 
That's what they were saying, that he 
didn’t have the proper equipment, but 
we were trying to explain to them that 
at this enduro we had five restarts and 
what a restart is, you go to check and 
you can sit there and wait until your 
number comes up and then you take off. 
A smart, experienced rider on a 
motocross bike with nothing on it can 
do this race if he really had his act 
together and keyed off other riders 
around him. I was also trying to explain 
in the first section Rodney, Steve and I 
all put a point on Ty, and then when I 
had my problems, before I could even 
catch back up, they had put more points 
on him. : 
Were Hatch and Smith on the same 
minute? 

No, Steve was one minute behind Rod- 
ney, but Rodney knows what's going 
on. He knows that if he gets in the posi- 
tion where you feel that you don't know 
where you are, slow down and wait for 
Steve, who was only one minute behind. 
Steve rode at the top of his minutes, 
Rodney at the bottom. When they saw a 
check, Rodney would take off and usu- 
ally zero the check. Well, Steve was 
going fast enough, he was putting two 
points on Ty at every section, and Rod- 
ney would put on one point. They 
didn't need me; I wasn't even in the 
race. I didn't really understand what 
was such a problem. 

I think this whole scenario is one of 
those huge issues about old rules and 
new technology that canvas the entire 
sport. My dad's talking about letting 
people use radios in the GNCC. 
Kawasaki does their helicopter thing at 
the Baja races and all that, everyone 
taking advantage of technology. Do 
you feel that the off-road sport is 
becoming a little less about what the 
individual can do and more a result of 
teamwork because of things like this? 
Racing is an individual sport but once 
you get teams involved, yeah, it changes 
the way people approach a race. 
Kawasaki can do a helicopter, people 
can use radios from rider to mechanic, 
all kinds of stuff like that are possible 
now. I think all the rules for all motorcy- 
cles were written way before people 
realized that it could ever get to this 
level. What we're doing, we're still rac- 


` ing at old rules but with all these new 


ideas and new technology. We aren't 
breaking any rules from the rule book 
but the rule book is 50 years old and the 
rules can be interpreted differently. I 
think several new rules should be 
looked at and several things changed to 
prevent some of the gray areas in all 
forms of off-road racing. Any team can 





hire a helicopter, or they can send riders 
to any series where they might need 
them, Anyone can buy a radio - there’s 
nothing wrong with it because that’s the 
way racing is done now. 

A good example of that is the way 
Kawasaki was pressing the issue that 
Steve and Rodney didn’t ride the whole 
Enduro Series. Yet nothing was said 
when Ty rode the Ocala (Florida) and 
North Carolina GNCCs without any 
intention of riding the whole series. He 
took two points from Hatch, enough to 
hurt him in the series. And Davis rode 
that National Hare Scrambles he won 
and never intended to run that whole 
series either. 

So you feel that what he did on the 
front end of those series, your guys did 
on the back end? 

Right. Ty won the event and Steve got 
second. If Steve would have won the 
event, he might have won the National 
Hare Scrambles title. If Rodney and 
Steve hadn't been there (in Delaware) I 
might not have won my title. 

If you're in a war, use all of your 
weapons. 

Yeah, that's how I feel about it. Every- 
body has their opinions. But I know that 
I put myself in position to win that title 
because I rode really well the last part of 
the year. We came to war and presented 
all our weapons and it came out for us. 
So what was the resolution of the 
protests? 

After the event, they said they would 
not protest the event itself but they said 
they would protest the rider. But what 
can you do to a rider who disqualifies 
himself? So they sent a protest to the 
AMA, the AMA elected a committee of 
three people, they had a conference call 
about it and it's my understanding that 
without even talking to me, just talking 
to Kawasaki, they all three voted in my 
favor. They voted that we did nothing 
wrong by the rule book. Then they 
awarded me the National Champi- 
onship in Las Vegas. The only thing that 
could possibly be done is an appeal, but 
the appeal date passed, so it's pretty 
much over. We did nothing wrong. 

I may have accidentally started this 
rumor myself - a bench-racing accident 
- but I have to ask you anyway: Is it 
true that you are considering retiring? 
No, not whatsoever. Several years ago, I 
was looking at racing and the business 
we have here at home. I thought maybe 
it was time to do something else, but the 
more I got to thinking about it, especial- 
ly the last couple years, this is a great 
life. I'm making money racing, there's 
people involved in racing that are some 
of the best in the world. I’ve had so 
much fun and it's something I love to 
do. The opportunity to have a business 
at home will be here. Also I still have the 
capability of winning, especially win- 
ning enduros. And the knowledge I've 
learned in the last couple years in the 
GNCCs, I know that I'll be more com- 
petitive in the series next year than I 
was this year. (Hawkins competed in 
nine of 13 GNCC races and finished 
eighth overall.) I’m in good shape, I'm 
happy and right now I can win. As for 
retiring I don't foresee it in the next 
three or four years. 

How many National Enduro events 
have you won? 

Fifty-three National events. I've also 
won a National Hare Scrambles, I've 
won eight (ISDE) gold medals, four 
National Reliability events, and proba- 
bly five or six second-place finishes in 
the GNCCs. I actually led the last Black- 
water a few years ago, but lost it in the 
last few miles. The GNCCs haven't been 
my primary series; I’ve never really had 
the opportunity to take a win there. If I 














could win one of those events, it would 

give me a win in all four series 

throughout my career. 

How important was it to you that 

the AMA decided to include your 

1996 National Enduro title and 

other off-road championships 

in the program for their recent 

Awards Banquet in Las 

Vegas alongside the profes- 

sional supercross, 

motocross, dirt track and 

road racing awards? ' 

For me it was really 

important because I lob- 

bied for this for about 

five years. In every off- 

road series that I'm 

involved, along with 

guys like Scott Sum- 

mers, my teammates, 

Ty Davis and Team 

Green, Scott 

Plessinger, whoever, 

we present just as 

much professionalism 

as a lot of other teams 

and champions do. To 

go to the banquet and 

be given a chance to 

show people that we 

are real athletes, not 

backwoods guys out 

trail riding. For me, 

winning the enduro 

title in 1988 and then 

being included in this 

awards banquet in 1996 

rank as two of the great- 

est moments of my 

career. 

What is your status with 

American Suzuki? 

My status at Suzuki is that I 

am no longer an employee at 

American Suzuki. 

As of when? 

As of December 6, 1996. 

That had to have come as a com- 

plete shock to you. 

Yes, it was. I didn't expect it at all. 

In my heart I figured I would retire at 

the end of my racing career with Suzu- 

ki. I mean, everything that I have done 

in my career has been with Suzuki: Six 

championships, 50-plus National wins, 

all of that. I was hired by Charles Hal- 

comb at Suzuki in 1988 at a time when 

they didn't have an off-road program. I 

feel like I've played a big part in this 

program, growing into what I feel is one 

of the best in the history of off-road. 

Then all of a sudden they called me on 

the phone and said that Suzuki felt it 
was no longer necessary to compete in 

the enduro series and that they were 

changing their direction toward the 

GNCCs and the National Hare Scram- 

bles next year. 

Do you feel that you deserved a chance 

to transform your talents in the same 

direction that they were transforming 

their goals? 

Yes, I really believe that I deserve that 

chance because I know that I am capa- 

ble of competing in those series. I have 

won National Hare Scrambles before, 

I've been at the top of the pack just 

about every time I did a GNCC. But the 

problem with winning one of those is 

that it has never been my primary 

series; my emphasis has always been 

enduro. It's tough to try to do two dif- 

ferent series at the same time, and in 

the past Suzuki always directed me 

toward the enduro title. I responded 

with all those championships. If they 

directed me toward some other series, I 

feel that I would have been able to 

adapt quickly and give them success 

there as well, but I was never even 

given the chance. 





Are 

they 

keeping 

Steve Hatch 

and Rodney 

Smith? 

It’s my understanding that they are 
keeping Steve and Rodney and hiring 
Paul Edmondson (from England) to 
compete in the cross country and hare 
scrambles. 

Has your dismissal a month after win- 
ning another championship for them 
sunk in yet? What are you going to do 
now? 

It's only just now started to sink in. I 
was most shocked by the way the whole 
thing was handled. Mike Webb made a 
call to me and stated that Suzuki was no 
longer interested in pursuing a series 
that was no longer important to them. I 
disagree with him because I think 
enduro is a very big part of off-road, 
probably the oldest series in off-road, if 
I'm not mistaken. He pretty much said, 
"Thank you and goodbye." 

I hope you're not taking the company's 
indictment of that series as an indict- 
ment to you personally. Aren't many 
off-road heroes in history that have the 
credentials that you have. I mean, in 
enduro it's Burleson, Baird and 
Hawkins. 

I'm not going to let this get me down. 
The disappointment comes from the fact 





that I 
always 
thought 
of myself 
as being 
part of Team 
Suzuki from the 
start, and to be 
suddenly pushed 
out the door like that - I 
think I deserved more than 
that. On the brighter side, two 
other manufacturers have already 
made contact with me and they are very 
excited about the opportunity to have a 
number-one rider next year as well as 
compete in the GNCC Series, which is a 
little ironic: Suzuki doesn't to give me an 
opportunity but these other people do. 
Does this give you a little extra motiva- 
tion for 1997? 
I have a lot of motivation already, but I 
don't want to get into having any 
revenge motives or anything against 
Suzuki because, in the past, they always 
treated me very well, and I have nothing 
at all bad to say about the company itself. 
However, their decision to not keep me 
and the way they handled it bothers me. 
On the other hand, I feel I have a lot of 
racing left in me and I'm anxious to 
prove myself again. The same thing hap- 
pened to me in 1987 when Husqvarna 
said I was too young and injury-prone to 
win a championship, so they cut me off. I 
go over to Suzuki in 1988 and win the 
first of six championships. Who's to say 
that I'm not going to get on another bike 
now and not win three or four more 
National Championships? 
Will you defend your AMA National 
Enduro title in 1997? ; 
Yes, I will defend my title. CN 
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hen Billy Hamill tell 
that his father was a jockey, 
it doesn’t come as a surprise. 


He looks like one himself, small and 
narrow-shoudered, but with an unmis- 
takable wiry toughness. 

And, as this conversation was taking 
place in a neat semi-detached house in a 
small village in the rural Midlands of 
England, you might reasonably expect 
that horses would be the reason that 
Hamill has spent most of the last seven 
years away from his native Southern 
California. Not so. 

The reason he endured years of 
homesickness, culture shock and precar- 
ious finances is speedway. 

First he rode in the British league, 
then he added a Swedish club and a Pol- 
ish club. At one point he was riding in 
the Danish league as well. Speedway is 
not a sport for anyone who doesn’t like 
traveling. 

This year things came right for 
Hamill, but not until the latest possible 
moment. For the last two seasons, 
speedway’s World Championship has 
been run on a Grand Prix system featur- 
ing the top 18 riders in the world racing 
for points in six countries, instead of the 
old knockout system culminating in a 
one-off world final. 

The final GP of 1996 was in Den- 
mark, and going in two riders could win 
the title: Hamill and the defending 
champ Hans Neilsen. It was a wonder- 


ful contrast. Neilsen is the man the fans 
love to hate - the ice man, the nerveless 
winning machine and also the oldest 
man in the field with four world titles 
behind him. He plays on his image by 
wearing black leathers. 

Up against the lanky Danish veteran 
was Hamill, a piece of pure California 
transplanted to what has become a drab 
Northern European sport. It was a 


scriptwriter's dream: The Man in Black 
versus Billy the Kid - with the dice 
loaded against The Kid, who went into 
the last rounds with nine points to make 
up 


Amazingly, Neilsen only qualifed for | 
the B final (for fourth to eighth places 
overall) but he duly won it. The arith- 
metic was now simple. Hamill had to 
win the A final not just to win the Grand

Prix but the World title as well. There 
could be no greater pressure on a racer, 
and Hamill now says he went to the line 
with one thought in his mind: “Don’t 
(mess) up!” He didn’t. 

It was the culmination of half-a-life- 
time’s racing for Hamill, who started 
racing at his local track 13 years ago. He 
first saw speedway when a neighbor 
used to take him along to spectate at 








Costa Mesa, one of the proliferation of 
tracks operating around the Los Angeles 
area in the 1980s, and knew immediate- 
ly that he wanted to be a speedway 
rider. 

As soon as he was old enough, he 
started riding in junior events on 250cc 
bikes. It was not an auspicious start. The 
young Hamill had a few difficulties 
turning left, which resulted in him wip- 
ing off no fewer than eight footrests on 
the safety fence in his first season. This 
sort of wild behavior did not impress 
the rest of the paddock, and Hamill was 
banned for a while after the mothers of 
his potential victims got up a petition. 

It wasn’t that Hamill was a rough 
kid, it’s just that he didn’t really know 
what he was doing. His parents thought 
he was just going through а phase and 
used to give him a lift to the tracks, but 
that was about it. 

The opposition, however, was. often 
extremely professional, notably Greg 
Hancock, a protege of double World 
Champion Bruce Penhall, who is now 
Hamill’s teammate in the British 
League. It wasn’t always so. 

Hancock represented one side of the 
paddock - custom leathers, trick paint 
job on the bike, loads of spares, a stack 
of sprockets. Hamill went to the races 
with a gas can and a wire brush for 
cleaning the rear tire. He can remember 
going over to comfort Greg after he’d 
had a bad night and been bawled out by 
his dad and being looked at like he was 
from another planet. 

Looking back, it’s astounding that 
the young Hamill’s enthusiasm sur- 
vived the junior years. 

“The bike was a piece of junk,” 
Hamill remembers. “We asked the guy 
we bought it off about gearing - there 
weren't any spare sprockets - and he 
said stick it in first for Costa Mesa and 
second for San Bernardino. We really 
didn’t know what we were doing.” 

That all changed when Billy turned 
16, joined the senior ranks and got to 
race a full-sized 500cc speedway bike for 
the first time. 

"Everything clicked, it all seemed so 
easy," Hamill recalls. 

Back in the mid-'80s, speedway was 
big in Southern California. Myriad tight 
tracks in stadiums designed as rodeo 
arenas meant you could race nearly 
every night of the week, and it was very, 
very competitive. 

Racing was always an individual 
event, not team-based as it is in Europe, 
with a program of heats qualifying for 
the main event. If you failed to make the 
main event, you wouldn't get a ride for 
the next two weeks. This was the back- 
ground that sent a steady supply of 
world-class riders over the Atlantic, 
starting with Scott Autrey in the mid- 
‘70s through World Champions Penhall 
and "Sudden" Sam Ermolenko to the 
current top men like Hamill, and Han- 
cock - who has won a Grand Prix and 
finished third in the World this year. 

British speedway clubs have long 
regarded the Southern California scene 
as a useful production line for new tal- 
ent, and Hamill, along with Hancock 
and the likes of Ronnie Correy and Mike 
Faria, have all been drafted from the 
States. Like Penhall before him, Hamill 
signed for the Cradley Heath club in the 
industrial West Midlands, but was bil- 
leted on ex-World Champ and ex- 
Cradley rider Erik Gundersen and his 

. wife Helle at their rented farm house. 
Gundersen, who was in the early stages 
of rehabilitation following a race crash 
that all but killed him, showed his new 
charge the routine of earning a living in 
the British League. 

His racing went well enough from

the start, but Hamill had never been out 
of the States before, and he missed his 
friends and family badly. It was a tough 
apprenticeship in a tough sport. It took 
nearly five years before he started to 
make a major impact on the world 
scene, and along the way he's had crash- 
es that have broken a wrist and shoul- 
der (1992), and a collarbone and ribs 
(1993) before he was talked about as a 
potential winner at world level. 

If you ask Hamill why he never got 
diverted into road racing or - much 
more likely - motocross, he has to think 
before answering, but comes up with 
the simple explanation that he was 
"focused" in on speedway. That 
overused word applies perfectly to 
Hamill's approach to the sport - right 
from that first sight of speedway as a 
spectator, all he's wanted to do was be a 
speedway rider. His wife Christina says 
that when they first met, all Hamill 
talked about was how he was going to 
go to Europe to be a professional speed- 
way rider. 

But he was never more focused than 
during and after that final race of the 
1996 World Championship. 











“Usually,” Hamill says, “when you 
see the last-lap flag it registers, and you 
think, ‘Great, only one more Іар.” 

He doesn’t even remember seeing the 
flag in that A final. 

He isn’t always so organized. At the 
start of his European career, unfamiliari- 
ty with the way the British tax system 
works meant Hamill wrote a check 
every time an assesment dropped 
through his letter box without bothering 
to get an accountant to look at it. He also 
bought his house very early on in his 
career in Britain - another measure of his 
commitment - so it took a long time 
before financial stability was achieved. 
There were times when Hamill and 
Christina were counting pennies before 
going to the shops. 

Nowadays things are different. 
Hamill makes what he describes as a 
“good living,” but it’s nowhere near 
what a World Champion in a road rac- 
ing or motocross series would make, 
and he has to work for it. 

Try this for a schedule: Saturday, Pol- 
ish Grand Prix; Sunday, Polish League 
match; Monday, travel to Sweden; Tues- 
day, Swedish League match; Wedesday, 








British League match at home; Thursday 
- day off! Friday, away to Belle Vue in 
Manchester; Saturday, travel to Poland 
ready for the match on Sunday. And 
that’s a week picked at random from 
Hamill’s diary; the rule, not an excep- 
tion. He reckons to fly at least 80,000 air 
miles per year on top of the van travel in 
the United Kingdom in a season that 
lasts from March to October. 

The foreign travel is absolutely nec- 
essary. British speedway, much like the 
California scene, is in the doldrums. The 
best money is in Poland, where speed- 
way is massive, especially since the fall 
of The Wall as the country’s best soccer 
players are now mainly playing abroad. 

Crowds of 30,000 are not uncommon 
for club matches. Yet there is a touch of 
the old Wild West about post-commu- 
nist Poland. One rider - not Hamill - 
recently had his van and bike stolen in 
Poland; he only found out when the 
thieves rang his hotel and told him it 
would cost 7,000 Deutschmarks to get 
them back. 

Hamill usually tries to fly in and out 
of Poland on match days, which has 
involved some hairy motorway jour- 
neys. The one he remembers best 
involved a brand-new 840 BMW crewed 
by two heavies in black leather jackets 


who picked him up at Warsaw airport. 
The driver casually put his sawed-off 
shotgun in the trunk with Hamill's lug- 
gage before driving at warp speed until 
a puncture halted progress. Only Hamill 
knew how to change the wheel. Then a 
radiator hose broke. The driver ignored 
the temperature gauge and kept his foot 
on the floorboards, effectively ruining 
the motor. Next week, the driver's 
photo was in the local paper; he'd been 
arrested and charged with being a top 
man in one of the country's biggest car 
theft rings. 

Although things can get "kinda 
gnarly" in Poland, it's not all bad news. 
When Hamill went back for his first 
league match for GKM Grudziadza after 
winning the world title, the club had 
organized a reception for him in the 
local 3,000-seat theater. It was a sellout, 
and Hamill was genuinely touched. He 
must like the place, as he has re-signed 
for the '97 season. 

Swedish speedway doesn't get mas- 
sive crowds like Poland, but the sport is 
well covered by the press and TV so 
there are plenty of willing sponsors. 

Britain is the sick man of European 
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speedway - as you can judge from the 
fact that Hamill is the first World Cham- 
pion for three years to bother riding in 
the British League. Financially, it proba- 
bly would make sense for Hamill to 
base himself in Germany, but during his 
introductory stay in the UK in 1990, 
Hamill fell totally in love with English 
village life. 

After nearly six years, he and Christi- 
na have gotten to the point where they 
feel as if they have some roots in the 
U.K. Baby Margaret was born in the 
U.K. just over a year ago, and they talk 
about their English house as “home” 
nearly as often as they refer to California 
in that context. 

Christina Hamill actively avoids the 
publicity that Hamill attracts, but there's 
no doubt she's been a major factor in her 
husband's success. In a TV interview 
right after he'd won the title, he 
described her as “the backbone of every- 
thing I do." 

If anything, Christina suffered a 
worse dose of culture shock than 
Hamill. Helle Gundersen kept her busy, 
usually with jobs around the farm. 
Christina recalls being seconded to paint 
a fence in temperatures a California girl 
never thought possible. Later, she 
learned that Helle was from a part of 
Denmark where they have rows of pine 
trees eight deep around the houses as 
windbreaks against the prevailing gales 
off the North Sea. She coped with that, 
she coped with being on her own for 
large chunks of time while Hamill was 
away racing, and she coped with the 
very un-American attitude to service 
that still prevails in a lot of Britain and 
Europe. 
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You get the impression that Hamill 
coped because she could cope. Christina 
brushes aside any question on the sub- 
ject with the comment that her dad was 
big into old cars so she’s used to being 
around engines. 

The Hamills certainly have absorbed 
some of the characteristics of their 
adopted home, but at the same time 
have stayed - to British eyes - 100 per- 
cent Californian. They have, for 
instance, introduced the totally Ameri- 
can ritual of a “haunted house” (actually 
the garage cum workshop) on Hal- 
loween. 

“I never knew there were so many 
kids in this village,” says Hamill, who 
had to escort a few of them home after 
they were lightly traumatized by vari- 
ous American speedway riders doing 
the haunting. 

In a very American turn of phrase, 
baby Margaret is referred to as "Marge," 
which British ears have only heard in 
"The Simpsons," rather than the "Mag- 
gie" that they're used to. But then 
Hamill will gleefully tell you that the 
horrible old Nissan he drives only cost 
him 800 "quid" before answering the 
phone with a totally Californian “Yo!” 

If the Hamills’ vocabulary can be a 
little mixed up, there is no mistaking the 
affection in which they are held by 
British fans. Speedway has always been 
a predominantly working-class family 
sport but with surprisingly few motor- 
cycles parked outside the tracks on race 
days. Hamill's first race at his home 
track after winning the title was pure 
British speedway. 

Cradley's stadium has been closed 
for redevelopment, so the team runs out

of Stoke on a decrepit track carved out 
of abandoned industrial land. But there 
were Hamill and Greg Hancock in the 
bar for an hour before racing started, 
having their photos taken with every 
kid and granny in the place and being 
handed congratulations cards and ted- 
dies for young Margaret. 

There's something very down-home 
about speedway - and it's none the 
worse for that. In front of maybe 2,000 
people, the two Americans helped their 
team to a comprehensive win in the rain 
and rounded off the evening with syn- 
chronized wheelies. 

Hamill and Hancock made a brave 
attempt to bring a modern look to 
speedway this year, forming themselves 
into Team Exide with sponsorship from 
the battery manufacturer. They don't 
race as a team, but turn out in corporate 
colors and publicize themselves jointly. 
Look for other top-flight riders to follow 
their example next season. 

Hamill is first and foremost a racer. 
He dares to go around the outside, up 
against the ironically named safety 
fence, if he has to. When the elbows 
start flying in a tight first corner, he 
doesn't back off; he rides to win, not to 
get a safe place and a couple of points. 

He also is America's only motorcycle 
sport World Champion of 1996. Ameri- 
cans might want to think of it as quality, 
not quantity, and take comfort from the 
fact that there couldn't be a better 
ambassador, either for speedway, or the 
USA, than Billy Hamill. «a

I had a choice, stay 
home and ice skate in Oklahoma or 
have some fun down here." , 

Brett Racine and Keith Johnson had 
the two highest point totals of any racers 
and each would earn a top award. After 
receiving the Scott USA Golden Goggles 
Award from Bevo Forte, Johnson said: 
“I never expected to win this trophy, 
and didn't even think about it. I guess 
this proves that hard work and determi- 
nation can pay off." 

"Scott USA sees the importance of 
grass-roots racing," Forte said. "I am 
fortunate that they keep sending me to 
this event. It's a real tradition." s 

Brett Racine was presented the Arai 
Helmet award for his achievements in 
both 125cc B and 125cc (12-15) divisions. 
“I give 99 percent of the credit to Jesus

25th Annual Winter National Olympics 














Ernesto Fonseca, Keith Bowen and 
Robbie Reynard were the only riders to 
earn two individual Olympiad Champi- 
onships. Fonseca rode his BSY Yamahas 
to both 125 and 250cc B-class wins. 
Bowen had not been to the event since 
1989, yet won every race in the Over 25 
and Over 30 classes. 

Bowen, representing KTM America, 
presented T.J. Rhonelli and Jake Griffis 
with KTM 50s for their respective 50cc- 
class championships. "Jerry and Linda 
West of Worldsports put on a great 
event here, and KTM America is proud 
to be a part of it,” Bowen said. 

Expert rider Robbie Horton won the 
Ricky Joseph Sportsmanship Award. "A 
rider had crashed on the elevator jump 
and Robbie, through no fault of his own, 
struck our flagger, Jeff Opphelt, who 
was in the track helping the downed 
rider," said master of ceremonies Mark 
Strabinger. “Robbie unselfishly dropped 
his motorcycle, like a real champion, 
and ran back to give assistance to the 
flagger." Opphelt was seriously injured, 
but after surgery is well on his way to 
recovery. Pro Circuit started a hospital 
fund that raised $4,225 through individ- 
ual and corporate donations. 

The 25th anniversary event attracted 
a record 4,000 entries, representing rid- 
ers from 37 states, Canada, England, 
Scotland, Costa Rica, Guatemala, Chile, 
Puerto Rico and the Dominican Repub- 
lic.

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ew three-time 500cc World 
Champion Michael Doohan’s 
racing record speaks for itself. 
Eight more wins this year 
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| bring his personal total to 34, 
third on the all-time list 
behind Giacomo Agostini and Mike 
Hailwood; three consecutive 500cc-class 
World Championships put him in a 
Select band of just six: the above two, 
Geoff Duke, John Surtees, Kenny 
Roberts and Wayne Rainey. He is the 
current colossus of racing, and when 
during 1996 he was actually beaten 
twice, by teammate Alex Criville, it was 
big news. 

Doohan won his title decisively, 
nonetheless, then followed it up with 
another decisive drubbing in Rio. Then 
came the dramatic finale in Australia, 
where Criville, every attempt to over- 
take confounded, ran right into the back 
of him, sending both flying into the 
gravel. 

Doohan is a man of many moods, 
and a forthright character to boot. Last 
year, he admitted that his obsession 
with winning two successive titles had 


-been at the expense of his good nature; 


this year he started the year cheerfully 
determined "just to enjoy racing"; but as 
the title battle developed, there were 
several times more than a trace of the 
argumentative Aussie of the previous 
season. How would he deal with this 
potentially lethal error by his increasing- 
ly dangerous challenger? 

Well, frankly, he was elated. “It 
proves what I've been saying all sea- 
son," he said. “He (Criville) fol- 
lows me all race long, then 
goes out of control on the 
last lap." j 

It was as if Doohan § 
had found something to 
motivate himself for next 
season - here was a puppy 
who needed some serious 
housetraining. 

This conversation was 
conducted in calmer 
waters, after the title was 
tied up, with Doohan in 
an expansive and good- 
humored mood. We 
took advantage of his 
end-of-year relaxation to 
touch on many subjects. 
This winning the 
championship is 
becoming a bit of a 
habit, Mick. 

Hopefully not a habit - 
depends how you look 
at it. 





A good habit. 
Yeah! (laughs) It’s not easy. I didn’t 
expect to win this year. 

Who did you expect to win? 

I felt Та be lucky to win it a third time. 
Just the odds of it. I only set out this 
year to win races. I wasn’t going to beat 
up on myself if I didn’t win the title. 
And I won it, so I was lucky. 

What keeps you competitive? It must 
really take it out of you psychological- 
ly to pull this out of yourself weekend 
after weekend. 

I’m not sure. The want to do it. The 
want not to let the team down as well. I 
guess I’m competitive on and off the 
race track. I just don’t like finishing sec- 
ond, basically. I know there’s not much 
difference between finishing 10th 

and finishing first. I prefer to 
put in that extra little bit of 
effort. 

How long will you have 
this commitment? 

I know I've got it for 
another year anyway, 
otherwise I wouldn’t 
have signed. I. was 
speaking with people 
before the start of this 
season about next year, 
and I couldn't commit to it 
because I didn't know if I 
was capable of pushing 
myself again 

























































for another season. It got to a point 
where I had to make a decision, and the 
only way I could was to say, "Well, if 
this was the last race of the season I'd 
want to race again next year." So I based 
it on that, and I still feel the same now. 

I don't want to race just for the hell of 
it. I’d prefer to stop. I still want to push 
myself mentally and physically. I don't 
know if I've got that for '98. I don't 
think ГЇЇ sign a contract next year until 
later in the year. I don't want to be 


_ pushed into the decision. I just want to 


go through next year and then sit back 
and think, do I really want to do another 
year, or am I quite happy to stop now? 
Or - go somewhere else... do some- 
thing completely different. Ride a 250 or 
something to be totally different. 
Or a Superbike? 
Superbikes or something. 
Maybe that can keep the fire 
burning. Just to come back 
and do the same thing... 
Gnterrupts) But now this 
is... 500s are the top level... 
Yeah. 
..there's no question 
between you and me about 
that. Some others might 
doubt it. How can you take 
a step down? 
(laughs) The superbikes 
wouldn't be too bad. Just 
because of the political 
side of things.

bikes. Don't quote me on any of this 
stuff - it's just something I've thought 
about, something to keep me going. I 
quite enjoy the way a superbike is quite 
docile to ride. So if I find I haven't got 
the commitment here... I’m not necessar- 
ily saying that's what I want to do, but 
that might kind of get me revitalized 
and get me the commitment to come 
back here. 

I do enjoy superbikes. They're quite 
docile, the physical side of it isn't as 
much as a 500. And it'd be good to try 
and win that championship as well. Just 
to be different. 

Does a superbike give you more 
chance to express yourself as a rider? 
On a 500, to an extent, you're just hang- 
ing on. You're able to get more out of it 
than the other guys, but you're not full 
throttle all the way around, so to speak. 
A superbike is definitely a lot more for- 
giving. That's why a lot of people get 
close to each other. 

And you could take a lot of liberties 
with it. 

Well, yeah. If you go back from GPs and 
ride a superbike, you go quite good. I've 
only ridden the RC45 once. I rode 
Aaron's (Slight) at Eastern Creek. 

Admittedly, he did go faster than me. 
After a day and a half. I only did 10 laps 
on his bike. He'd been testing for a day 
and a half, and all I did was pull the seat 
pad off the back so I could sit back a bit, 
and went half-a-second quicker than 
him in 10 laps. This is the first time I've 
ever said anything about it - though he 
did. He told everyone: "Mick rode my 
bike, but I went faster than him." Which 
he did, but he took another day and a 
half to do it. (chuckles) 

I think it's the same with other peo- 

ple. I'm sure if Scott Russell hopped 

back onto a superbike he'd get a lot 

more feel out of it and push it a lit- 
tle bit further than perhaps he can 
do on one of these things. 
E  WhatI noticed when I got back 
on it was how fast you can go into 
the turns on it. You're used to going in 
so quick on these things (500s) that 
when I rode Aaron's bike, I was so 
much quicker into the turns than 
him. I had the thing on the rev 
limiter in top géar going in at 
the end of the straight. 

But don't quote me on 
any of this. 
Mick, I've got a tape 
recorder running. 
What else am I sup- 
posed to do with 
it? 

Yeah, well you 
























can say whatever you like, but also say 
that I’m not 100 percent sure that’s the 
avenue I want to go up. Sometimes I’ve 
said that before and it’s kinda like - 
“Mick's Going Superbike Racing." It's 
just that I'm aware of superbike racing, 
and it would be good perhaps to be the 
first guy to win both. 

How would you rate this champi- 
onship, in terms of difficulty, com- 
pared with the others? 

I think, this year, I’ve been pushed the 
hardest - with Alex. I don't think any- 
one's shown the consistency like Alex 
since like Wayne Rainey. Even (Kevin) 
Schwantz wasn't that consistent. 

Has he surprised you? 

Yeah. From the off-season testing I 
knew he was going to be quicker this 
year. It was documented, I guess, that I 
wanted (Anthony) Gobert in the team 
for this year, and I think that inspired 
him. He got a rocket up the arse, basical- 
ly = it’s done him the world of good. It 
turned him into a different rider. 
Straight away when we went testing, I 
was amazed. And he's been consistent 
all year, which has been the main thing. 
You beat him in a variety of different 
ways - it was fun to watch. Then sud- 
denly he came up and beat you from 
behind. To what extent were you 
thinking about the championship by 
then? 

Obviously, at that time of year you're 


thinking more about how you just want ' 


to keep the thing on two wheels. It gets 
to a point where you realize, like in Aus- 
tria, when I had 60 points advantage... 

I really couldn't do anything about 
him there anyway, because of the tire 
selection we had. Because of the rained- 
out weekend, we were running a lot 
softer compound than him, and my tires 
were just knackered. So I gave it a few 
goes to try and rattle him. 

He's not that easy to rattle now. Not 
like he used to be. 
(Laughs) No. And also he's learning all 
the time. At the beginning of the year I 
could sit behind him, then just up the 
pace. But he’s learned that is going to 
appen, so I had to think of different 
ways to try and beat him. And it’s not 
always that easy. You've almost got to 
leave it to the last turn. 

Also his speed, when he's in front, is 
starting to pick up as well. Whereas 
before when he was leading he'd slow 
down. Like in Czecho, when he was in 
front, Scott Russell and the other guys 
would catch us again. 

I was disappointed I lost the race in 
Czecho, not so much that he'd beaten 
me but the way the race was won. He'd 
slow the pace, then I'd have to get back 
in front so the others didn't catch up 
again. And he took advantage of that. 
Looking back, how would you run that 
race differently? ; 

Well, I got a little bit complacent in the 
last turn as well. Tried to square it off to 
shoot to the finish, expecting if anything 
that he'd try and come up the inside. But 
he came up the outside, on the left. If I'd 
have just run the normal line there 
wouldn't have been any room on the 
outside. When I seen him coming - there 
was no point running him off the race 
track. I'd rather beat him fair and square. 





Since then I've had to cover the bases 
a little better. I can't take anything for 
granted. Imola was rained out. I don't 
know what he had up his sleeve but I 
felt I had that pretty well covered. And 
then last weekend (Catalunya), I didn't 
have to beat him. It was more psycho- 
logical to beat him than anything else. 

It seems this year you've started trying 
to win at the slowest possible speed? 

I could go quicker sometimes, but round 
about the middle of this year I'd pull 
back and just think about the checkered 
flag, because I know on Monday that is 
what will make me happy - that I won 
the race, rather than I was going six sec- 
onds faster, but I crashed. 

I've really enjoyed racing this year, 
and I hope to continue where I am. But 
if I feel like doing something else, and 
I’m not enjoying myself... 

Do you have anything mapped out 
beyond racing? 

If I did, perhaps it's time to stop. I have 
a few minor interests, but nothing that 
consumes too much time. As far as run- 
ning a team - I don't think so. I think I'd 
rather slam my hand in the door. I’m 
with Honda now and I don't see myself 
leaving Honda. And HRC runs the 
team. I couldn't be a (Kenny) Roberts 
and (Wayne) Rainey and run it myself. 
And I don't think that's me. 

Perhaps I could do something in 
Australia with younger guys and, with 
the contacts I have in Europe, perhaps 
help them to come to Europe. 





Training people? I reckon you'd be 
quite a hard teacher. 

Not so much telling people how to ride - 
I don't think that helps anyone. I think I 
could help people open doors. Maybe 
like in superbikes in Australia. It's not 
on such a big scale as here at the GPs. 

At the start of the season, there was a 
lot of talk about you wanting to ride 
the V-twin. It was said that you wanted 
to try one and Honda wouldn't let you, 
then when they wanted you to ride it, 
you wouldn't. What was all that about? 
Obviously, the first time out Tady 
(Tadayuki Okada) in Malaysia was 
going well on it, and I didn't know how 
the championship would develop, and if 
the twin would be the way to go. But as 
it started to develop, I said perhaps I 
might run one at Donington. By the time 
we got there it wasn't even in the cham- 
pionship race, so it didn't really warrant 
pushing Honda that hard. At Suzuka 
we'd had a big meeting, and by that 
time they figured they would have 
enough parts. We were going to test one 
at Paul Ricard before Jerez (at the start 
of the European season), but we just ran 
out of time, because the four-cylinder 
was in a situation we had to get on top 
of. 

The twin-cylinder is good, but over 
the whole season I don't think it's as 
strong as the four-cylinder. I wouldn't 
eliminate the possibility of me riding it, 
but until it shows more strength and 
consistency there's not much point. 





And now with Alex, I want to be on 
equal equipment to him. But perhaps 
over the off-season I'll give it a test. I've 
never done more than a handful of laps 
on the bike in Malaysia at the end of 
last year. It was in an early prototype 
stage. 

In the middle of the season you were 
talking about perhaps dropping the 
Big Bang engine and going back to the 
old type. . 

Yeah - we're still going to try that - the 
old engine, over the off-season. I don’t 
know if it’s better until we try. It’s like 
the three-cylinder. That was good in ‘83, 
and now it's coming back again." Next 
year will be five years since the close-fir- 
ing-order came in. We've learned a lot 
electronically since then. So I think we 
can govern the power a little bit better 
than in the past. 

In dry conditions I think we can help 
it accelerate. These droners are almost 
slow to accelerate, so if we can get it on 
the power better through the turn, hope- 
fully we can get back a little corner 
speed, and accelerate quicker. But in wet 
conditions we can govern the power a 
little better. Because these new engines 
are a benefit in the wet. We might even 
have to have two types, though that's a 
bit ridiculous. 

Another problem we had with the 
old one was the wheelspin would put 
too much heat in the tires. The tires are 
so much better now. It just might work. 

The feel of those old engines was 
pretty good. These ones here are... 
intimidating, almost. You want to give 
them more gas, but history has told you 
that you can only give it so much, and if 
it does break away you've got no con- 
trol over it. With the other ones you 
were always in the power, and when it 
did break away, that's when you'd see 
the big wheelspin. These are a little bit 
more torquey, but it feels like the throt- 
tle isn't really connected to the back 
wheel. I don't know if you understand 
that terminology, but you're opening 
the throttle quicker than you can feel the 
power through the wheel. That's scary 
sometimes. Particularly if it does break 
traction, and you've already got more 
throttle on than the power you're receiv- 
ing, so it automatically tries to catch up, 
and the next minute you're flying 
through the air. 

Do you mean that the Big Bang has 
taken away from the rider's control? 

I think so. They are more tractable, and I 
think they've helped these other guys 
come through, because it's almost 
doughy.until that point where they snap 
away. Whereas the old ones, once you 
learned how to ride them, I think were 
more user-friendly. 

Yet there was a time before the Big . 
Bangs when everyone was getting 
flicked over the high side all the time. 
Yeah. That was in 1990, and they decid- 
ed to add more weight to the things. I 
don't think that helped much, except to 
slow corner speed. 

We're also going to try some other 
things with this motor. We're not lock- 
ing ourselves in to any sort of program, 
but we've got to do something. The 
strong point of the Honda is the engine. 
Another strong point is reliability, but 
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we lose out in 

other areas. The 

Honda’s quite a diffi- 

cult bike to ride. We're planning some 

work on the chassis and the suspension. 

There's not much progress, is there? I 

don't mean just Honda - they're ahead. 

It's everybody. The other people don't 
seem to be catching up 

From 1985 to 1990, there were big 

jumps. Every year there was something 

new. But since 1991... we're still running 

a '91 chassis. 

A motorcycle is a motorcycle - four- 
cylinder 500s with a six-speed gearbox 
weighing 130 kg, (286 pounds) and 
that's it. We need to change the formula 
a bit or things aren't really going to 
improve that much. There'll have to be a 


big jump to make something different. ` 


That's what I'd like to see, now the man- 
ufacturers have the design rules in their 
hands. Take the weight back off it, and 
see if that doesn't help. The configura- 
tion we have at the moment, every- 
body's pretty much at the end of this 
avenue. 

At least this year we're seeing close 
racing again. You see the other guys 
out there - what's actually happened, 
in your opinion? 

It's closer in qualifying than in the rac- 
ing. I think it's just more experience, and 
there are some young guys too. The tire 
feel is pretty good now, and they've 
made the bikes more ridable. That's 
why I'm thinking about the other engine 
for a jump forward, instead of making 
them easier to ride. 

That'll show the true colors of the 
other guys. There are still only a couple 
of guys who can keep the bike going to 
the full for 45 minutes in a race, whereas 
in qualifying for a lap or two it's been 
the closest I can remember. 

Who has impressed you this year? 
Apart from Criville, obviously. 
Ummmm - (long pause). Honestly, I 
think Kenny Roberts Jr., really..In a 
race situation. (Jean-Michel) Bayle's 
impressed me in qualifying, but qualify- 
ing doesn't impress me that much any- 
way. Sunday's the race, and Kenny 
hasn't really done much in qualifying, 
but in the race he's the one sitting there 
slogging it out lap after lap. To me, first 
year in - I think the guy's got quite a 
good future. You can tell he's pushing 
the bike out there. 

The Yamaha must be pretty good too, 
for these rookies to go like they do. 
That's what I'm saying about the 
Honda, about our motor being the 
strong point. I don't think the Yamaha 
motor's too bad at all, but the chassis 
side of it's quite good. If you have a look 
at Luca (Cadalora), his results on the 
Yamaha and the Honda have been 
about the same. The problem's mainly 
Luca, not the bike. 

(Norifumi) Abe's gone pretty well 
sometimes, and Bayle's done some 
tremendous stuff in qualifying. But in 
the race it's Kenny's pit board you see 
come out with yours, and that's 
impressed me. 

Have there been times in the year 
when you've seen how the Yamaha 
goes, and wished you'd been on it - 
regretted that the whole deal fell 
through? 

Yeah. (Laughs) Especially when you see 
them all up there in qualifying. 

You came close to signing for Yamaha 
for this season, and also apparently for 
next year. What's the story there? 

Last year was Rainey and Kenny. We 
were talking figures and so on, and they 
couldn't come up with what the pack- 
age was here (with Honda). It was 
financially better, mechanically better, 
politically better - the politics of what 
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was happening down there weren't all 
that secure. 

Again, this year. In black and white, 
on the financial side of things, it was 
better here. So - I'll ask you the question. 
If you can change the magazine you 
write for for less money, are you going 
to do it? 

That's fair. But if a lot of other people 
wanted me to - like people wanted to 


see you do it on something different... 
Well, yeah. But at the end of the day 
you've gotta be happy. I've got to be 
happy. I couldn't see... why go some- 
where else on a gamble? I don't want it 
to come across that it was just financial, 
but I don't want to take a step back- 
wards just to prove to somebody else - 
“Hey, look how good I am." If people 
think that it's only the motorcycle, they 
should come and ride a Honda. I'm here 
to be proved all wrong, but I don't need 
to go somewhere else to prove the status 
I've achieved. 

I've got no qualms with the negotia- 
tions we've had, but things basically 
broke down in the past. And this year, 
in black and white... Honda actually 
shocked me with how much they want- 
ed to keep me. And at the end of the day 
you've got to measure up - this is what 
we've got, and we don't really know 
what they've got. In the end, it looks 
better what I've got here. 

So in the end it was a clear decision. 
Easy to make. 

Yeah. It was Kenny (Roberts) who was 
talking with me all this year. It wasn't 
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only financial. The contract... the legality 
side of it just didn't add up with me. I'm 
no lawyer, but when I received one, it 
was like - wow - there's a lot of things 
that are pretty weird in here. I felt that if 
they wanted me down there, perhaps 
we could do what we do here. Which is 
basically write our own contract... not 
only in our favor. It’s a mutual agree- 
ment. But that was very one-sided, and I 


couldn't for the life of me see why I'd 
want to be involved in something like 
that. 

Kenny understood my position, and 
it was starting to drag out. Honda saw 
me at Paul Ricard. I honestly didn't 
think that they were going to come to 
the party with the financial figure. So I 
threw them a figure, then we had anoth- 
er meeting in Assen. And Shinozaki (of 
HRC) flew back to Japan the next day to 
see if everything was okay. And he flew 
back the following weekend to Ger- 
many, and said - here's the contract. 
Then Alex also signed within 10 min- 
utes. Which surprised me a bit. 
He was obviously waiting to see what 
you'd do. 
I think at the back of his mind he was 
hoping I'd be leaving. But I’m happy 
how it worked out. I can't see that now 
in my career Wayne or Kenny would 
come chasing me again, because there 
are people coming through who per- 
haps have more potential for the long 
term than I have - other than just having 
a big-name rider. 

So, without putting myself out of the 





shopping market, it'd probably be better 
for me to stay where I'm at. 

How's your leg been since the opera- 
tion last year? Is there any more that 
needs to be done to it? 

It still bothers me a bit. Not so much 
when I'm riding, but more in daily life. 
Mainly in standing up for a long time. 
And in the shoes I wear. I can't wear 
shoes like that because it bruises my 
foot. (Pointing at my tough-guy Timber- 
lands. Doohan is wearing top-grade air- 
cushioned and contoured running | 
shoes.) I'll have surgery when I stop rac- 
ing to help the foot relax. It's four years 
since that accident, and time has healed 
it a lot. It's not in a bad state. But whenI 
stop racing, I'll need a bit more. 

How about your training? 

In the past I've done a lot of training on 
exercise bicycles and gym work. This 
year I've done quite a lot of bicycling - 
road riding. I think it's helped keep the 
motivation up, to push myself - broken 
the routine. Because every day I do 
something, and it gets a bit mundane, so 
cycling has helped. 

At least you can turn around and ride 
the other way down the road? 

Yeah, and you get a bit of a view. 

I don't want to show up to ride the 
bike next year without preparing myself 
off the bike, because I know what it 
takes, and I want to be able to keep 
pushing myself. This year I found it 
harder, especially at the beginning, to 
push myself as hard as at the start of the 
other seasons to achieve that fitness 
level. 

I was quite fit at the beginning of the 
year, but not as fit as at the start of the 
previous seasons. It wasn't until June or 
July that I really started training. So I 
was fitter in the middle of the season 
this year, because the motivation picked 
up as the season progressed. By 
Barcelona (where the title was decided) I 
was pushing pretty hard, and in the past 
few weeks I've turned it off a bit. Obvi- 
ously, I don't know how I'll go next 
year, but I'm confident I'll have the 
motivation to push myself. 

What are your plans for the off-season? 
We're having a bit of a party with a live 
band and so on the weekend after East- 
ern Creek. Then I'm off to Japan to race 
at Sugo, back to Australia for a three- 
day fishing trip up north; then I go to 
America to see the doctors and some 
people. Then I'm back in Europe for 
some sponsor things, and the FIM prize 
giving. 

You're going to show up this time? (No 
fan of black-tie celebrations, he 
famously didn't make the 1995 presen- 
tation in Las Vegas, and was disputing 
a hefty FIM fine.) 

(Laughs) All my intentions were to go 
last year. I'll show up this year. I don't 
know if I'll go the full distance (more 
laughter). 

Did you have to pay the fine for that? 
There's still some garbage going on. It's 
unbelievable. I think they misunder- 
stood where I actually was. I was in 
some islands, 70 km (45 miles) offshore, 
with the boat broken down. They've 
come back with some weather maps of 
an area about 700 km (430 miles) from 
where I was. They seem to think I was 
within paddling distance of the airport. 
Now we know what picture they have 
in their minds, hopefully we can clear 
things up. 

Then I’m back to Australia, on a boat 
again for New Year's and so on. Then 
we start testing. 

Only in January? 

We've done all that before - testing in 
November and December, and basically 
no one wants to be there, and you don't 
get a lot done. єх 
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Before MW2’s Rev It Up takes center 
stage in January, we wanted Jerry to have 
one last moto for the road. So we brought 
him south of the border to team up with 
Chris Smith and race the Incas Rally. The 
results will surprise you, the footage will 
amaze you. 

Frankly, after 11 days in Peru with Jerry

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tefan Everts is not your typical 

professional motocross racer. In 

fact, his situation is arguably 

unique in the sport. Born in the 
motocross-crazed nation of Belgium, 
Everts, the son of four-time FIM World 
Motocross Champion Harry Everts, is 
the sport's first second-generation 
World Champion. Sounds like all fun 
and glamor doesn't it? It wasn't. 

From the time Stefan first began rac- 
ing, he was immediately thrust into the 
spotlight in a country that was desper- 
ate for a new, national motocross hero. 
You see, Belgium - home to such leg- 
endary world motocross champions as 
Roger DeCoster, Joel Robert, Eric 
Geboers and Harry Everts - had fallen 
upon some hard times. Once the undis- 
puted bastion of world motocross domi- 
nance, the nation had been relegated to 
an also-ran status by the new kids on 
the block, the omnipotent, high-flying 
Americans. It did not sit well. 

Enter Stefan Everts. Like it or not, 
from his earliest days in racing, Stefan 
was expected to be the savior of a now- 
downtrodden motocross empire. And 
no matter how well he did, how hard he 
tried or how much success he experi- 
enced, there were always the critics to 
point out the negatives - most of them 
Belgian. 

“Why have you not won more titles? 
Why haven't you defeated the Ameri- 
cans? How did you lose to Greg Alber- 
tyn? Why do you keep getting injured?" 
they asked. Stefan found out the hard 
way - being a motocross hero in Bel- 
gium is no easy task. 





Now, after winning three World 
Championship titles of his own, one 
125cc and two consecutive 250cc, Everts 
seems to be at ease with himself and his 
accomplishments - and his critics. 

When Everts was in America to visit 
some sponsors, do some riding and see 
some old friends, we cornered him in a 
South Bay, California, seafood restau- 
rant to get his take on his life in 
motocross. During the interview, Everts 
was at ease and talkative about the sport 
he was literally born into. Read on as 
Stefan Everts tells his tale. 

Are you still playing the drums? 

Yeah, but it's still pretty difficult 
because I'm in school for it right now, 
taking classes to learn drum technique - 
how to use the sticks and do a lot of 
exercises - but it is real difficult and it's 
going to take months and months of 
practice before I learn it properly. It's 
kind of hard right now with all the trav- 
el and all that. I'm taking it seriously, 
though. I want to learn it properly and 
do my bestatit. . 

I know you're a big music fan. What 
bands do you admire, or practice to? 
Well, I have a very big CD collection. I 
have over 600 CDs right now and it is 
growing every day. My favorite bands 
are - I like U2 a lot, Faith No More, 
Metallica, Soundgarden, Rage Against 
the Machine, Alice in Chains, Urban 
Dance Squad, a lot of rock music. 

What are you doing over here in Amer- 
ica? 

I'm doing a lot of things. It's a little bit 
of holiday away from home, and I’m 
visiting a lot of sponsors like Troy Lee 





and No Fear and some other people, 
and see some friends, do some riding - I 
want to go to Glamis and ride in the 
desert. I’ve never done that and I've 
seen all those videos. I also went to the 
latest Fox video premiere at the Palace 
in Hollywood. 

You are coming off your second con- 
secutive 250cc World Championship. 
Did this one mean more to you coming 
back after being so far down? You 
were 70 points down on Marnicq 
Bervoets at one point. 

No, they all mean a lot to me. The first 
one, the second one and the third one. 
Each of them means something special 
to me. The third one was special because 
I was 70 points behind and I still took 
the title. 

I'm a friend of yours, but when you 
were 71 points down I didn't really 
think you were going to be able to 
come back and win the title. Did you 
ever feel like you were out of it and the 
championship was lost? 

I was very disappointed after the GP in 
Finland because 1 lost a lot of points, 
especially after the second moto where I 
DNFed. At that point in time, I still 
believe that we had some problems with 
the bike because I was having a hard 
time racing it. But the technicians could 
not find the problem. I'm still 100 per- 
cent that something was wrong at that 
point in time, but anyway, I was very 
disappointed in Finland because the 
Scandinavian GPs did not go well for 
me and I was feeling very strong physi- 
cally. I also had a lot of bad luck at the 
GP of Sweden. However, despite all

that, I never said to myself, "I have lost 
the title now." I never said that. But I 
knew there was very little chance of 
winning it. I knew then that it was going 
to be very difficult to win it. And the 
bike was still not running properly. I 
had been complaining for three GPs that 
something was wrong. It was not run- 
ning like it was in Spain and Holland. 
So, at Foxhill, England, Honda sent an 
engineer to work on it. The bike was 
perfect there and I really like the Foxhill 
track and I felt real good there, so that 
was the moment to attack and every- 
thing went great for me. I got two good 
starts and won two motos, and from 
there on I got so much confidence and 
nothing could break it. 

We all know what happened with the 
gas violation at Foxhill, England; did 
that affect you at all? 

No, not at all. I just tried to ignore it. 
Like I said before, I got so much confi- 
dence after Foxhill that nothing could 
break it, not even that fuel thing. I just. 
kept focusing on my racing and winning 
and catching points on Bervoets. And 
each race I started to get closer and clos- 
er. I was on a mission and was going to 
accomplish that mission at all costs. 

Was Bervoets riding at the same level 
during your charge, or did he start to 
become nervous and slip up as you 
closed in? 





Foxhill is a track nobody likes - only Ste- 
fan Everts. So I expected him to not be 
that fast there - he did a third and a 
fourth in the two motos. Then we went 
to Brazil and he didn’t like that track 
either. Bervoets could not follow Voh- 
land and myself there; he was over 40 
seconds behind us. Then we went to San 
Marino and it was there that he started 
to fail because he was becoming ner- 
vous. That was a strange race because it 
was dry during practice and the morn- 
ing of the race, but then the rains came 
and changed everything. Bervoets want- 
ed to have the race canceled, but at the 
last moment, after we all took a sighting 
lap, it was decided that we would race. 
You have to realize that if that race was 
canceled, the championship was lost for 
me. So the race went on, and in the first 
moto I only finished fourth, but I lapped 
Bervoets! I made up a big gap there - I 
took like 30 points at that GP. So then he 
really got nervous! Then we went to 
France and a lot of shit happened there 
with him. He was riding pretty good in 
the first moto, because I was behind 
him, then I passed him and something 
went “click” in his mind and he started 
to go backwards and make mistakes. 
Then he crashed and went into the 
crowd and people helped him with his 
bike. Me and Vohland protested him 
and they took his points away. 

After France came the Kester, Belgium, 
GP, and over 25,000 people came out to 
watch you and Bervoets go at each 
other. How did you feel there? 

I had so much confidence, and so much 
confidence to win that race. I took the 
pole position in qualifying and the first 
moto went perfect. I didn’t use any 
energy, I just played with those guys. I 
felt so great and I love the track and I 
was in Belgium. So I won the first moto, 
while Bervoets got stuck in the gate and 
was last and crashed a few times com- 
ing through the pack, so he finished 
only 12th. But then, in the second moto, 
the roles were reversed. He took the 
holeshot and I got stuck in the gate. 
However, I managed to finish fourth. 
After Belgium, I was leading by nine 
points, because before the Kester GP, I 
was given my points back from Foxhill. 
Before the final round in Switzerland, 
Bervoets and Vohland appealed the 
FIM ruling that gave you your points 
back, didn’t they? 

Yes, but it changed nothing. I had so 
much confidence that nothing could 
break it. I told myself that I’m going to 
win the title no matter what. Still now, 
when I think about it, I am amazed at 
the amount of confidence I had. I was 
taking so many points away from 
Bervoets that I was not about to lose it at 
the last GP. 

How did you feel at the final GP in 
Switzerland? 

Good, but before the final timed practice 
it started raining. I then lost my confi- 
dence in the track, because the track was 
like this (Stefan knocks at the slick table 
we are sitting at). Roggenberg is a very 
special track when it is hard, but with 
the rain, it was so slippery! It was like 
ice. So I then went out and did only the 
13th-fastest time. Everyone was wor- 
ried, but I wasn’t because I was the 
fastest rider in all of the practice ses- 
sions. Sunday everything was great. I 
took a great start and went to the lead 
and no one could catch me - I won the 
first moto. And then before the second 
moto, I got very nervous. As soon as we 
started and I passed the first turn in 
third, I knew I was going to win it. I 
knew the title was mine. 

Is it a very gratifying title for you? 
More so than the year before? 

I wanted it worse this year. I am now a 
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year older and I start to realize how 
important the championships are as I 
get older. It is really nice, you know, 71 
points down. No one thought I would 
be able to do it. 

Unlike Bayle, or Albertyn, you have 
decided to stay in Europe. I know it is 
not because you are afraid of the Amer- 
icans. Why do you remain in Europe? 
Well, first of all you have the supercross 
thing. The last three or four years, I got 
injured at the end of the season and I 
was not able to do the off-season super- 
cross races like I used to do in the early 
'90s. So I figured that if I am going to go 
to the United States, it is going to take 
me three years to get into the supercross 
series, then you have the Nationals. So I 
would lose two or three years of my 
career that I don't want to throw away. 
That is why I have decided to stay in 
Europe and ride for the world titles. My 
biggest goal is six world titles, to tie Joel 
Robert. 

What about Greg Albertyn? You have 
seen some of the troubles he has gone 
through. Did that also affect your 
thinking? 

(Long pause) No, not at all. No. 

Do you talk to Greg at all? 

(Pause) Not much, no. 

What do you think of his exploits in 
America? Do you admire him for try- 
ing? 

Well, the way I have felt about it is that 
he did not have much respect for me. 
That's the way I feel about him. I respect 
every rider, but if they don't have 
respect for me, I can't have respect for 
them. But he is trying really hard and he 
is not giving up, and that is a positive 
thing. 

What do you think of the American 
riders? Do you put yourself at the same 
level as Jeremy McGrath? 

Ahhh, motocrosswise, yes. Supercross- 
wise, no. They will smoke me like any- 
thing in supercross. Motocrosswise, I 
am not afraid of anyone. Hopefully I can 
come in the future and do some Nation- 
als, one or two, then we can see who is 
really the best. That's what I want to do 
in the future. I would like to come to the 
American tracks, maybe in '98. 

You were a really good supercross rider 
when you were younger, I remember 
you could run with the Americans 
then. How did you lose interest in it? 
Was it from getting hurt and not being 
able to do it enough? 

Yeah, I think that is the biggest reason. I 
am still very interested in supercross. I 
still love to do it with the big air time 
and the timing. But to compete with 
those guys is too hard for me, and it is 
going to take me too much time. If I 
could do it for fun, I would really like it. 
Who do you see as your biggest compe- 
tition in the 1997 GPs? 
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I think Tortelli is going to be very fast. 
For sure, he has the speed, but the only 
thing that he does not have is the experi- 
ence that I possess. You cannot train for 
experience, you need to have it through 
the years. That's going to be my biggest 
advantage on him. On that point I have 
to win my title. 

Anyone else? 

I think Bervoets will be strong again. I 
think it is going to be difficult for him to 
have the motivation at the beginning of 
the season. I have been there, where he 
is. I am going to be sure that I am 110 
percent for the first GP. I have to kill 
him right away. That is my plan. 

Tell us about your new Honda GP 
team. 

As everybody knows, I was riding for 
an English team, RWJ. They were sup- 
ported by Honda racing. I decided dur- 
ing the year that I wanted to go on my 
own. I didn't want to race for them any- 
more. We had those meetings with 
Honda and I gave my explanation why - 
and I'm not gong to tell you why 
because we have to be here tomorrow 
morning talking about it. It took them a 
long time to come to a decision to go 
with me because they had a bad experi- 
ence with Eric Geboers in the past. 
Finally, they wanted to keep me because 
they thought I did a great job for them 
this year, and for them, they think it is 
very important to have a good rider on 
the '97 bike. They have the new frame 
and engine and all that. Dave Grant is 
going to be the manager and we are 
gong to have a big semi - they are build- 
ing it right now. We are going to have a 
second rider and that is going to be 
Jaimy Scevenels. He is still very young 
and has a lot to learn. The last three 
years he has remained at his same level. 
He is going to train with me and I am 
going to help him a lot. I think he can do 
much better than that. I hope he can fin- 
ish between fifth and 10th, which is pos- 
sible for him to do. 

Who will sponsor the team? 

We have Honda. I will have the full fac- 
tory bikes. For Jaimy, that is not possi- 
ble. He will have production parts and 
during the year we will get some factory 
parts for him. We will have Putoline as 
an oil sponsor. We will race with Pirelli 
tires, which is a new thing for me 
because I have always ridden Dunlop. 
We don't have a real big sponsor yet, 
but we are working on it. UFO and 
Bieffe will be personal sponsors for me. I 
think for the future we will find a big 
sponsor because we are going to have a 
lot of TV coverage next year. 

Oh, really? 

Yeah, Eurosport is going to do one hour 
for each GP on Sunday night. 

Is GP motocross still very popular in 
Europe?

Yes, it is very popular. We have big 
crowds, not like U.S. supercross, but we 
have between 15,000 to 30,000 people - 
that's a lot. Foxhill, England, was the 
biggest crowd we ever had and that was 
between 30,000 and 35,000 people. So 
that is very big. 

I have always wanted to ask you this. 
You grew up in Belgium and your 
father was a four-time World Champi- 
on. Was that tough for you? 

Well, actually it was very, very tough 
for me. On a certain point it was posi- 
tive and a certain thing it was negative. 
On a positive side of it, my father had 
all those relationships with the spon- 
sors, so we had the clothing free and we 
had a lot of technical sponsors free. We 
actually got two production Suzukis 
free, and I had just started as a junior - I 
had not proven anything. I had not even 
raced. I did my first year in the junior 
year at 15 years old. Everything was 
arranged for me. The press was on me. I 
did my first race and there was a huge 
picture of me in the newspapers and big 
titles, and it all made me so nervous. 
They were saying I was going to be the 
next champion and blah, blah, blah. The 
next year I went into the GPs - I got into 
the team of Geboers and Suzuki. I start- 
ed to do better and better, everything 
went very quick the first three years. In 
'89 I finished 15th, in '90 I was third, 
and in '91 I won my first World title. It 
went very, very quick. 

How were the people in Belgium to 
you? I have heard that they were very, 
very hard on you. 

Oh, at the beginning there were so many 
people jealous of me! Now it's a lot bet- 
ter. But at the beginning, especially from 
the other riders, because they had 
proven more than me and I had proven 
nothing and already had bikes arranged. 
There was a lot of jealousy. 

What do you remember about traveling 
the-world with your father while he 
was racing the GPs? 

I loved it. From what I remember as a 
child, it was the best time I ever had. I 
traveled а lot. Гуе been to Disneyland 
and Disney World. I've been to Russia, 
and it was a very bad experience. I 
loved going to Scandinavia when I was 
small because we went on the boat. I 
always supported my dad when he was 
riding. I watched everything on the 
track. 

Do you remember other riders as well?

I remember Johnny O'Mara because he 
came to race a GP in Switzerland. He 
won two motos and he was my hero. 
That was it - I will never forget that. Eric 
Geboers, he was coming up and I was a 
fan. Actually my biggest hero was 
always Johnny O'. One thing I would 
like to say is that when I was a kid, I 
was always interested in seeing the 
races. You have kids that don't care 
about the races when their dad is racing, 
they just play around. But I was watch- 
ing. I never missed one moto. I always 


"went to watch. I played always, but 


when the race was on, I always went, to 
watch. 

Do you think you learned a lot from 
that, just sitting there watching? 

I think I learned very much from it. I 
always saw the races and I saw a lot of 
people crash - and how they crashed. 
Whenever someone crashed, I had to 
know how and why they crashed. 

Do you and your dad get along well, or 
did it get tough at times? 

(Pause) Well, when I started racing he 
was my mechanic for three or four years 
and I must admit that we had a rough 
relationshp. I didn’t listen to him all the 
time, then he got upset. But he pushed 
me real hard early in my career. We 
would ride 45-minute motos in the hot 
sun when no one else was riding. Right 
now I am real thankful for what he did 
for me back then because I now push 
myself real hard. However, it got to the 
point where I just wanted to do my own 
thing and get my own mechanic. I want- 
ed to do it by myself and I just wanted 
him to be there as my dad and nothing 
else. But even now, we have problems 
with that because he wanted to be my 
mechanic in '97 and I didn't really want 
that because it is just going to lead to 
fights and stuff. But he will calm down, 
and it will all work out. 

You once told me that he gets very, 
very nervous at your races. 

Oh, yeah, still now he gets real nervous! 
He saw a lot of GPs this year, except 
Brazil, and still he is very, very nervous. 
What does he do? 

He smokes cigarettes - like 50 at a time 
and jumps around on the track. 

Is he real proud that you have won 
three World Championships and that 
you are emulating him? 

Well, I think he is very proud of me, but 
he never shows it to me. It is very diffi- 
cult for him. We still have a strange rela- 
tionship because when I was young, he 
was concentrating so hard on his work 
that he actually didn't have a lot of time 
for me. That is what I maybe missed. 

Do you have a close relationship with 
your mother? 

Yes, and that is something that my 
father doesn't really like because I have 
a close relationship with my mother and 
I don't have that with him. Also, in '91 
and '92, my parents were divorcing and 
it was in the middle of my career and I 
had a very tough time with it. I also 
really hurt myself at the German GP 
when I lost my spleen. It was a very dif- 
ficult situation for me that people don't 
really know about. 

What are your strongest memories in 
racing? 

I will never forget winning my first GP. 
I will always remember that. Winning 
all my world titles were very special 
moments. The moment in Germany 
when I had my biggest injury and lost 
my spleen, that is something I will never 
forget. And winning the Motocross des 
Nations after so many years of trying 
and finishing second. 

What did you think of the Motocross 
des Nations this year? 

Well, it was a completely different thing. 
This year it was more in the favor of the 








Americans with the big jumps, especial- 
ly Saturday. But on Sunday it started to 
get rougher and rougher. It was not a 
500cc track because they couldn't com- 
pete with the 250s. 

Do you think the Americans had the 
best team? 

They had the best team, definitely. They 
deserved to win. We had bad luck with 
starts, but even then we wouldn't have 
won because of Joel, it was too hard 
with the four-stroke. 

What's in the future for Stefan Everts? 
Since I have my own team, the planning 
is that - hopefully - I can do a number of 
good years. Win six titles, that's my 
dream. After that, when I start to retire, 
I hope to still continue with my team. 
Hopefully we can prove to Honda that 
we can handle this and that and we can 
build up a lasting relationship. Next 
year we will go for the world title again. 
I want to match my father's record. He 
has 29 GP victories and I have 24, so I 
want to match that, plus his four world 


titles. It's also one of my dreams to race _ 


the Namur, Belgium, 500cc GP. 

Much like Damon and Graham Hill in 
Formula One, you're the first second- 
generation World Champion in your 
sport. Does that mean a lot to you? 

For me, it's something special. Earlier 
today we were looking at a list of World 
Motocross Champions and it was so 
much fun for me to see my father on the 
list and see myself on the list. It is some- 
thing special. However, it seems like the 
press and the people have forgotten 
about it. They don't realize it and 
respect it so much, and that is kind of 
sad for me. 

From Foxhill, I saw pictures of you 
hanging out with Carl Fogarty and 
Aaron Slight. What was that all about? 
I went first to the Donington Park 
Superbike GP and met them over there. 
It was pretty fun for me to see the prac- 
tice and stuff. They then came over to 
the Foxhill motocross GP. I knew Aaron 
and Carl already, but Carl is a guy that 
doesn't speak so much - he is kind of a 
strange character - but Aaron Slight is 
different than Fogarty. I know him pret- 
ty good and we did a lot of talking. I 
met him again a month later at the 
Cologne show in Germany, and he is 
very nice, we get along real well. 

Aaron (Slight) has some uniquely col- 
ored hair and you have had some 
funky colored hair recently. How did 
that go over on the GP circuit? 
(laughter) I was actually the first one to 
do it. Back in Europe, for the GP in Ger- 
many, I had my hair colored red - real 
red! Like this Budweiser red (Stefan 
points to my beer bottle). Nobody could 
believe it. The color went out after 10 
days. After Switzerland, I had my hair 
done in white. But it wasn't that white. 
So for the des Nations, I had it done 
again to make it bright white. It was 
funny, but now I am going back to my 
normal color. 

I've known you for a little while now 
and I have always had the feeling that 
you really love the sport; that you 
would do it for next to nothing and 
that it really means a lot to you. Is that 
true? 

Yeah, that's very true. You know, I don't 
really care so much about the money. 
I'm happy that I make good money, but 
I don't really think about it like, "If I do 
this and that, I'll make this much 
money." For me, the only thing I care 
about is winning. It gives me such a 
great feeling if I win a GP. I don't know, 
I can't explain the feeling. You work for 
it so hard and you get rewards. I love 
the sport and if I can do anything to 
make it better and help it, I will. CN 
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Zitterkopf leaves Hare 
and Hound pursuers bark- 
ing up the wrong tree. 

A holeshot launched Greg Zitterkopf 
into the notorious “moon rocks” 
terrain northeast of Reno, Nevada.

Turning pro turns _

weeks of joining the ranks of the

` another honor to his credit as well. 


By early November, the 16-year- 
old motocross ace from Havana, 
Florida had been named one of the 
1996 AMA Pro Rookies of the Year. 
Becoming the fifth consecutive 
Team Green rider to earn this 
recognition for doing what he does 
best. Blow away the competition. 







Team Green twists Baja 
1000 into 9th straight win. 
Even a wheel full of barbed wire 
couldn't cut the unstoppable trio 
of Ty Davis, Paul Krause and Greg 
Zitterkopf out of yet another Team 
Green victory in the grueling 
SCORE/Tecate Baja 1000. This 
ninth win in a row for Team Green 
was the fourth consecutive victory 
for Davis, the third for Krause and 
a first for Zitterkopf.

Best in the Desert

He does repeat itself after all. 





Contemporary dirt track fans are 
fully aware that today's Grand 
National events are the domain of just 
two marques. Harley-Davidson domi- 
nates with its venerable XR model while 
a staunch few campaign Honda. RS750s, 
which had their day in the sun when the 
factory effort included riders like Ricky 
Graham and Bubba Shobert. There were 
other riders on Hondas, to be sure, but 
the factory team had the trick equip- 
ment and the talented riders to get the 
job done, keeping the title from Harley- 
Davidson for four years from 1984-87. 
But that wasn't the first time that a 
rival marque had come and rained on 


Harley's parade. Back in 1948, Indian, 


was still a heavy player in the Class C 
wars, and that year the factory churned 
out a special run of 50 Scout racers to 
challenge the Milwaukee giant for the 
AMA National Championship. The 
Indian folks started out by casting a 
sump into the rear of the “big-base” 
` crankcases to improve crankcase breath- 
ing. Special pistons and flywheels were 
then fitted to the 45-inch motors, along 
with an alloy oil pump from the Chief 
model and a vertically mounted Edison- 
Splitdorf magneto. Designated as model 
number 648, the big-base Scouts were 
supposed to be just the thing to land the 
title, which was decided at one race only 
- the Springfield Mile, for Indian. 

It didn't happen as Indian planned. 
Harley-Davidson continued to enjoy 
success as defending champion Jimmy 
Chan won the number-one plate aboard 
Harley WRs in '48 and '49 before Larry 
Headrick claimed it in 1950. To win the 
title would take something more special 
than a standard big-base Indian. Even- 








tually it did, and Dick Gross was the 
man who made it happen. 

Gross, a tool and die maker for the 
Giddings and Lewis tool company of 
Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, and a former 
National number himself, was a free- 
lance engineer for the Indian factory 
during those years and had a free run of 
factory race parts. He was also an engi- 
neering wizard, the Bill Werner of the 





depending upon the track. 


postwar era, and it was he who devised 
the four-cam version of the already hot- 
rodded Scout that would ultimately net 
Indian the championship. : 
The "four-cam" designation is som 
what of a misnomer in light of what the 
term means to today's technology. In 
reality, the motor still used two 
camshafts, just like the regular big-base, 
but whereas regular Scouts used à single

lobe on each cam to 
actuate the intake and 
exhaust valves, Gross 
designed the new 
cams with two lobes 
on each so that a sin- 
gle lobe was specific 
to each intake and 
exhaust valve. The 
new layout required 
different lifters and 
pinion shafts, and a 
cam cover that was a 
scant 11/32nds-inch 
thicker than a stock 
big- base cam cover. 

Gross didn't stop 
there. He used his 
craft on other parts of 
the machine to make it even more spe- 
cial. To reduce rolling resistance, for 
example, Gross used a lightweight 
machine oil instead of grease in the 
hubs. He cut the oil feedback on the 
motor to around 60/1,000ths-inch as 
opposed to using the standard quarter- 
inch fitting going into the oil pump, 
electing to control engine oil flow by 
means of different-sized orifices. 

















. And where there was no craft, there 
was outright black magic. Gross “bent” 
the class rules a bit by fashioning his 
motor-mount plates out of aluminum 
and then painting them so that they 
were disguised. The fork links on the 
narrowed forks were also made of alu- 
minum and painted. The frame was re- 
tubed out of chrome-moly, though it 
still used stock Indian castings, to cut 
weight. To look at it, you can’t tell the 
difference. 

The chassis was made lighter still 
when Gross meticulously drilled holes in 
it, plugged them with aluminum, filed 
down the works and then painted over it 
all. The move was blatantly illegal, but 
nothing new. Several competitors had 
done the same thing, using tape to cover 
their holes, but every now and then a 
“nosy” tech inspector would come along 
with a screwdriver and poke at the 
frames to check for cheaters. With the 
aluminum plugs in place, Gross never 


| got caught, and therefore, as the old 
| adage implies, he never cheated. When 





all was said and done, Gross had pared 
the machine to 255 pounds - 45 fewer 
than a regular big-base Scout racer. 

That did the trick. In the capable 
hands of Indian Wrecking Crew rider 
Bobby Hill, the four-cammer handily 
claimed the National title in 1951, blast- 
ing the already-aging Harley-Davidson 
WR into the weeds. In 1952, Hill, Gross 
and the cammer returned to Springfield 
and won again, turning back the Mil- 
waukee factory and its new foot-shift 
KR racers. Just to prove that a regular 
big-base was no slouch either, Tuman 
won Springfield in ’53 aboard a machine 
he still owns to this day. Unfortunately, 


| that was the year that the Indian factory 


folded. Even so, thanks to Gross’ handi- 





work, the aging Indians proved to be 
competitive for another two years. Then 
they were gone. 

Gone, but not forgotten. For Iowan 
Paul George and his son Kelly, the 
Gross legacy lives on as they possess 
one of only five four-cam specials 
known to. have been built during the 
period. It is one of two known to exist 
today according to Kelly George. 

Whether this particular machine is 
the bike that Hill used to win at Spring- 
field is the subject of some debate. 
Tuman claims that the trail to the actual

Bobby Hill four-cammer goes cold 
somewhere in Montana, but if the 
heritage of the George machine is in 
doubt, its lineage cannot be. The Georges 
picked up the machine from Gross' 
widow Ann in 1988, some two years 
after he had passed away. George recalls 
that the machine was basically all there. 

"The motor was in the basement, and 
the chassis was in the shed behind his 
house," George says. "I've been around 
Indians a long time. When I first picked 
it up, I thought, "Man, what have we got 
here?" 

George says that it took a year and an 
undisclosed amount of money to return 
the machine to glory.

“I put my heart into this project,” 
George says. "That paint is the exact 
same number that DuPont used in the 
'30s for that Indian red. It's still in the 
books. Even the tires are the original ones 
that Gross had on the wheels. The only 
non-original things that I put on there 
were the exhaust pipes, the spokes and 
nipples, the seat springs and number 
plates. Гуе got original aluminum fork 
links on the bike, but they're polished. 
There wasn't much that was shiny on his 
bikes other than the paint and maybe the 
shifter. The wheels were chromed steel, 
but there wasn't any other flashy stuff on 
his bikes. They were all painted." 

Among the original items is a bit of 
blasphemy: There is a Harley part on the 
bike. It's a KR seat, but it, too, is original. 
That must have been the way Hill liked 
it. His half-mile bike, another machine- 
that is in the George stable, has an iden- 
tical KR seat and pillion pad on it. 

George also said that the original 
purchase of the machine included sever- 
al ultra-rare factory parts, some of 
which were never even used.

“He (Gross) had different cam setups 
for different tracks," George says. “I had 
about 30 different cam sets to choose 
from. His Springfield motor was milder 
than his Milwaukee motor. Those Mil- 
waukee cams are pretty radical. I figure 
that was just because it was Harley's ter- 
ritory. It was their race track. I’ve got 
the Springfield setup in it. With that it'll 
turn about 7,200 rpm. Our other big 
bases are good for about 6,500-6,800, 
and that's turning 'em pretty tight. They 
(four-cammers) didn't work that well 
for half-miles, though. They were mile 
bikes. They could do about 118-120 
mph. They beat the foot-shift Harley fac- 
tory bikes for two years. The KRs came 
out in '52, but they couldn't handle the 
Scout. The KRs started to catch up in 
‘53, but Tuman still won Springfield.” 

"It's the best bike I've ever built," 
George says fondly of the machine. "It's 
impressive, it's rare. A lot of people 
think it's just another big-base, but that 
cam cover gives it away. You never see 
those. There is not a more exotic Indian 
out there. The four-cam is the thing.” 

Thanks to Paul and Kelly George, 
this one will remain to be seen for many 
years to come. Dick Gross' legacy lives

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INTERVIEW | AMA 250cc National MX Champion Jeff Emig

ntil the last weekend of the 
supercross and motocross 
racing season, 1996 looked 
like it was going to be remembered as 
the Year of McGrath. 

The super-talented pilot had domi- 
nated the AMA Supercross Series and 
appeared ready to clinch the 250cc out- 
door National title as well. But at the 
last round of the series his determined 
archrival Jeff Emig of the Kawasaki 
team put a damper on McGrath’s 
almost-perfect season by winning the 
last race of the year and the subsequent 
1996 250cc National MX Championship. 

Widely popular with fans and fellow 
racers alike, “Fro” gave us an audience 
to candidly discuss National titles, 
videos, leisure suits, Z50s, girls, the bus 
and his real name, which is not what 
you think it is. 

Are you satisfied with 1996? 

I'll tell you after this weekend (the final 
round of the World Supercross Series). 
I'm leading in the points right now, 
going into the final event, which is this 
weekend in Geneva. 

How much emphasis do you place on 
that? Is this a big deal? 

It kinda is. I guess a lot isyinvolved for 
the riders that are still in it. 
It's something that I would 
like to take advantage of 
and let it be known that I’ 
capable of winning tw, 
titles in a single seaso 
though my primary emp 
sis is still the U.S. Supe 
cross and 250 National 
motocross titles. 

Well, how has the thing 

gone so far? You won one of the Japan- 
ese rounds, right? 

Yeah, I won the first event in Japan, and 
since then I've got a second, a third, a 
fourth and a fifth. 

You raced almost every weekend from 
January to September in America, then 
did the Motocross des Nations and 
almost all of the international super- 
crosses. What kind of an off-season is 
that? There is no downtime there what- 
soever. 

Yeah, but I'm not real worried about it. 
Actually, I seem to do better when I just 
kind of keep racing and don't really 
slow, down too much. I only have a 
short time, I think, to really have an 
impact in this sport and get some goals 
accomplished. Besides, I’ve found out 
over the years that I do better when I 
ride continuously through the year. 
Where is home for you? 

Riverside, California. 

You own your own house and all that? 
Yeah, and I have a couple of roommates, 
like Denny Stephenson. But he just kind 
of floats in and out of here, so I guess 
he’s considered a roommate when he’s 
not out racing the arenacross series. 
Does he ever come in and throw his 
lunch box on the table and say, “Boy I 
had a tough weekend in Albany at the 
Arenacross?” 

(Laughs) He usually says he had a 
tough weekend racing but he had a 
damn good time after the race! 

Do you guys ride together at all? 
Actually, it’s funny that you said that 
because we just rode together last night. 
Do you have many tracks around your 
house to practice on or do you just 
basically ride the Kawasaki tracks? 

I don’t really ride the Kawasaki track as 
much as people would think. Some of 









- the other riders, like my teammates and 


stuff, they like to ride it quite a bit. I 
don't really like riding it too much. I like 
just riding at the local race tracks and 
going riding in the hills and stuff. 

















When you're out toolin' around in the 
neighborhood do you ever run into 
McGrath or Albertyn out at practice 
tracks? 

Not too much. Only in the summer 
when a lot of us ride at Perris Raceway 
on Wednesdays. Just about everybody 
around our area will be out riding Perris 
on Wednesday afternoons. You'll see 
McGrath and Lamson from Honda, 
Ryno's usually out, Phil Lawrence, 
Albee, a lot of the local pro guys and 
stuff - it’s a real good time. Buddy 
(Antunez) usually rides, (Chad) Peder- 
son and those guys. 

Do you guys ever mix it up or is it 
more of a calmed-down training ses- 
sion? 

You kind of do, but even if I’m out rid- 
ing with McGrath or Ryno, I'll know 
where they’re at on the track and judge 
yourself off of that. I’m sure all of us do 
the exact same thing. It’s pretty funny, 
we're all really cool riding together and 
acting like it's no big deal at all, but 
deep inside you want to know you're 
going just as fast as you can and that 
you're faster than the next guy. 

Well, that subtle form of competition 
has to help everyone come Sunday, 
right? 

It does. You would like to-think that 


[m 


you're only help: urself but it helps 
everyone. It's a lot of fun and I think it's 
good for the sport, and it's good for the 
local riders and fans, because they get to 
see all of the top guys out there racing 
around. They can learn a little, maybe 
even get to meet their favorite riders. 
The only problem is when a big group 
of us gets together and we're all racing 
around, not really paying attention to 
the other riders and stuff, and there's 
been occasions where we've been 
known to take guys out. 

How do you like doing the free-riding 
videos? 

Oh, all that stuff is fun. People don't 
understand that we all get along and we 
like play-riding, getting together and 
hanging out; they think that we just hate 
each other and that we don't get along 
and all that. But we do. 

A lot of the top guys actually go spend 
New Year's Eve all out in the desert 
together, don't you? 

Yeah, we all go out with mutual friends. 
Take Jeremy, for instance, I just saw 
him on Monday night - we were watch- 
ing the game together. Still, when we're 
out on the track, there's not much 
friendship there - we're both out to do 
the best we can, there's no doubt about 
that. But as far as that big-time rivalry- 
thing goes, that doesn't happen off the 
track. 

We see you guys on the videos riding 
together and hanging out, everyone 
looks like they get along. 

When they do those videos we are actu- 
ally having a.lot of fun. Not too many of 
the video shoots are like, “Okay, let's go 
out and make sure we get 30 minutes of 
video," or something like that. We just 
go out and we ride and have a good 
time. It's not really like we're out to do 
anything special; that's just the way that 
we really are. 

What's the best jump you personally 
have? What's your coolest move? 

Dude, I don't know. 
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Well, your standard whip-it is still bet- 
ter than anyone else. 

You think? 

You and Mike Craig definitely have 
the best-looking cross-ups. 

Maybe that would be it. Hey, speaking 
of videos, I just got my passes for the 
"Terrafirma 3". premiere party today. 
That was last week, wasn't it? 

Yeah. It looks like here it was November 
26. I got it today and it's December 4. 
Thank God I knew someone at the door! 
What about all of the changes we've 
been hearing about you for next year? 
Things are going to be a little different 
for you, aren't they? 

A little bit, yeah. Most of the change is 
already done in my mind. The big 
change was cutting the ties and actually 
signing a contract with somebody else. 
Did you ever get. a chance to sit down 
with Bevo (Forti) at Scott Goggles and 
make peace or whatever? 

Oh yeah. There were no ill feelings 
there, only disappointment that I 
wouldn't be with Scott again after so 
many great years. (Emig signed with 
new goggle player Arnette) Bevo's been 
great through everything. He's really a 
super guy and he's more personal than 
people think. You can actually talk to 
him, just talk to him like he's any other 


ture. He's one of your friends. 

And as much as it hurt him, do you 
think he understood your motives and 
reasons? 

Sure he did. 

What about Thor? There seemed to be 
a little bit harder feelings there, a little 
harder separation. 

Yeah, at first there definitely was. I’m 
still going to wear Thor up to December 
31 and I'm still going to be really active 
in promoting their gear up until that 
time. (Emig signed with Shift clothing 
for '97) We have some video stuff that 
we're working on and a couple of other 
things that may come through in the 
next 27 days or so, whatever is left now. 
Are you looking forward to the new 
clothes? Is anyone picking on you say- 
ing, “Fro, you’ re going to dress like a 
skate punk.” I mean, your clothing 
teammate isn’t Ryno Hughes anymore 
- it’s Seth Enslow. 

Yeah, exactly. Well, I think we are going 
to kind of shock everybody. There's a lot 
of talk about wearing baggy race gear 
and all that. Right now, all I have to say 
is that you just have to wait. 

I heard those guys got you a suit for 
the "Terrafirma 3" party. 

Yeah, Shift makes a special kind of wild 
suit for special occasions, so they made 
me up a one-off, white satin and blue 
velvet thing. 

That's funny: The first Shift gear Jeff 
Emig ever wore was a white satin, blue 
velvet leisure suit. 

Next year should be interesting. 

I'm sure Shift's got some plans of 
doing some kind of features on you. 
Well, I sure hope so. I think Shift is 
going to be involved in quite a bit of dif- 
ferent things. I think they're going to 
capitalize on my personality more so 
than companies I’ve worked for in the 
past have. 

Maybe we should talk about racing a 
little bit. You've got three big wins this 











year: You stopped McGrath's streak in 
St. Louis, you won the 250cc outdoor 
title at Steel City, and then you were 
on Team USA at the Motocross des 
Nations in Spain. Are you satisfied 
with your year to this point? 

I was pretty happy with what I was 
doing and what I was getting in return 
for my efforts, for sure. The win at Steel 
City was a very satisfying race for me. I 
was really proud of myself for working 
hard and for getting the job done that 
day. On the other hand, the race at St. 
Louis was a different feeling, it was a 
much more jump-for-joy type feeling. 
There were a lot of things that played 
out there, a lot of footnotes to that race. 
Like the fact that St. Louis was basical- 
ly your hometown race, wasn't it? 
Yeah, it was. Well, upstate from where I 
was born and raised (in Missouri) but 
close enough. It was really good for the 
fans there because it was obvious that 
they liked seeing a guy from their home 
state go out and win a race and stop the 
streak and all that. 

And it legitimized you as a supercross 
winner because your one other win 
was under entirely different circum- 
stances in Las Vegas last year. 

(Laughs) Yeah, it was a little bit differ- 
ent. That night in Las Vegas I was really 
happy with myself, mainly 
ecause I decided to race and 
I felt that it was the right 
decision to do, to go ahead 
and give the fans a show. I 
felt that if I didn't race I 
would let myself down 
because I had still been train- 
"ing for a win and there was 
still one left. So I went for it. 
And the record books read 
the same way, right? 

Yeah, exactly - that they do. I was really 
happy to win that race and make that 
money at that time because I had a 
damn good bonus waiting from Yamaha 
that I hadn't been able to collect on all 
year. When I won that race, I got that 
bonus and I had been looking forward 
to that thing for about 15 races! 

Your second supercross win, the one in 
St. Louis - was that the breakthrough 
win, the one where now you know 
exactly what it's going to take to beat 
that McGrath guy? 

That it was. Jeremy has been so super at 
supercross, there's been nobody else 
that's been as successful as he has. It's 
unfortunate that a guy like myself, that I 
had to be in the peak of my racing 
career while he was in the peak of his. 
He is just so good in supercross. He fig- 
ured it out. Now I think I figured it out, 
too. 

Are you doing things differently then 
in preparatión for that this year? 
Knowing that you can do it, that you 
can beat him straight up. 

Yeah, for sure, I feel that Kawasaki has 
given me the bike I need to win on. The 
team and everybody is working real 
well together and we got a great 
machine. It would be a real shame if I 
didn't win on the bike that they've 
given me because it's definitely worthy 
of winning. And I proved that outdoors. 
McGrath seemed to be in total control 
there as well, but things didn't work 
out for him in the end. 

Yeah, Jeremy won a lot of races at the 
beginning and not too many at the end. 
It's a funny thing, when somebody gets 
hurt and then the next guy capitalizes 
on it, and then people say, ^He only did 
it because he got hurt." That might be 
the case, because he was so far out front, 
but you gotta be there, you make your 
own luck and unless you're there to cap- 
italize on it, then you're just not in the 
race. 



















There were a hundred other guys in 
that series and you were the only one 
close enough to take advantage of Jere- 
my’s one mistake. 

That's exactly how I see it, too. 

So what do you do during the week? 

I deal with a lot of everyday stuff, nor- 
mal day-to-day chores around the house 
like anyone else. Like right now, I got 
about 100 pieces of mail to go through 
before I go to Europe tonight. I do this a 
lot because I handle a lot of my own 
bills and stuff. It's not that easy when 
you got a lot of overhead. 

What kind of cars do you have right 
now? 

You're calling me at a good time 
because I'm at an all-time high, car-wise. 
I just got a new car last week that I’ve 
been waiting on for a long time. I got an 
M3 sedan, a BMW. I've wanted it for 
about a year and a half. It's not that I 
couldn't afford it; I just wanted to wait 
for the right time and I wanted to earn 
it. And every time I would reach a goal I 
would say, "Okay, that's not good 
enough," and I would bump the goal 
up. So it's taken me maybe since Decem- 
ber of '94 to finally get this car. 

What color is it? 

Light blue, medium blue. 

Do you still have your big truck? 

I got my big white Ford and I just 
bought a Chevy four-wheel-drive truck 
that I think I'm going to end up keeping 
and I'm going to get rid of my Ford. The 
Ford's pretty big - it's a monster. The 
Chevy has a little bit smaller engine and 
it's not lifted or anything. I don't want 
to sound old, but it's more practical. 

Do you still have a boat? 

Yeah I do. But you cut me short. I've got 
more cars. : 

Oh, I'm sorry. What else do you have? 

I have a Jeep. I've got an older Jeep, a 
CJ5 that I've kind of been working on. I 


used to drive around the hills a lot until. . 


Denny blew up the engine and we're 
still fixing it. С 
So you have four cars now. 

Yeah, and that's about two too many. 
Do you have any street bikes? 

No. 


Do you still have those old YZs in your ` 


garage? 

I have a 1980 YZ250. My older one is my 
‘75, but I just gave it to my dad. 

What kind of boat do you have now? 
Right now I have two boats. I have a 
big, huge pontoon barge-type boat that's 
pretty much a circus on the water. It’s 
the happening, it’s the happening wher- 
ever it’s at. I’ve got that and a Master- 
craft ski boat right now. 

I know your father’s got a small com- 
pany called Emig Racing that he and 
your brother Bryan are working on. Do 
they ever call you up and say, “Get out 
here and build some triple clamps”? 
Well, I don’t have to sweep the floors or 
anything, but I have my hands in on 
that. I really enjoy being part of the fam- 
ily business like what we have. It’s a 
good thing and keeps us talking and 
working together. 

Your older brother is riding again? 
Yeah, he still rides as far as I know. 

And your dad, he slips up to the Col- 
orado Mountains and rides a lot 
doesn’t he? 

Yeah, he likes to go up to Colorado, 
that’s his deal. 

Can we tell everyone that your real 
first name is not Jeff, it's Cam? 

Yeah, actually you can, it's on all my 
mail here. 

That's pretty cool. Why did he name 
you Cam? 

I don't really know, but I think I was 
named after a camshaft. 

Not "Cameron"? 

Just Cam. I just watched a movie last 





night called "Beautiful Girls" - have you 
seen that movie? 

Yeah, the movie's great. 

Yeah, and there's a young girl and her 
name was Marty. The guy goes, “Is that 
short for Martha?” And she said, “No, 
Marty as in Marty." Well, it's Cam, as in 
Cam. 

That girl in the movie is the bomb. 
Natalie Portman. She was on David 
Letterman the other week. 

Yeah, Denny loves her. 

I do too. 

I'll tell Denny that and maybe you two 
can get together and talk about her or 
something. - 
How's your relationship with your 
girlfriend Launi going? 

It's got its ups and downs, but she's a 
great girlfriend. 

What do you do training-wise? Do you 
have a personal trainer? 

Yeah, I work with a personal trainer in 
the gym. His name is John Hall. I've 
worked with him for about six years 
now and he's a great guy. He used to 
race motocross back in the early '705. 
Actually, he rode the Daytona Super- 
cross before. He always brags about Bob 
Hannah lapping him a couple of times. 
He works with me as far as weights and 
all that stuff goes. He's really a great 
motivator, and he's definitely the most 
positive person I know. Just being 
around him makes everything more 
positive and he makes you work for it. 
As far as my cardiovascular work goes, 








which is really important also, he knows 
that's up to me, because your cardiovas- 
cular is your running and your bicy- 
cling. 

So you still head out the driveway and 
Бо Jogging. 

Oh yeah. On the hottest days in the mid- 
dle of the day is my favorite time to run- 
What's your average run? 

Maybe 30-35 minutes, but they are pret- 
ty intense runs. I think I get the job done 
and that makes me happy about what 
I'm doing. But the main thing is to get 
your run done early enough so that you 
can go to the lake everyday. Just kid- 
ding. 

What about your future with Kawasa- 
ki? 

I'll be riding a Kawasaki for the next 
two years. That's basically it. I don't 
know after that. I’m not putting any 
dates on my career because I still feel 
pretty young and I see no reason, espe- 
cially right now, why I should retire 
because I feel I've got a lot of good years 
ahead of me. 

Right now you and McGrath are pretty 
much considered the elite racers. 
Whenever you guys do get ready to 
step down, who do you think will be 
the next few really top guys? Who do 
you think will be the next pair of 
superstars? 

Well, I see Damon Huffman definitely; 
and Kevin Windham, he's been riding 
great. Huffman, Ezra Lusk and Wind- 
ham, I kind of think of them as the 





younger guys, even though they might 
not be a whole lot younger than me. I'm 
pretty old (26). I think those guys are 
riding real well. I was real happy to see 
Ezra get teamed up with Yamaha and 
my old mechanic, Steve Butler, because I 
think they will make a good pair. But 
I'm still here for a while. 

What else would you do? 

I don't have anything else to do. That's a 
hell of a reason for racing, isn't it? 

Do you snowboard at all? 

Yeah, a little bit. I love to play hockey 
and I like to wakeboard and I golf a lit- 
tle. I surf, but not real well. It's tough. I 
think the main problem with learning 
new sports is the fact that I don't want 
to get hurt doing those new sports and I 
don’t want to risk my own racing career. 
It keeps you humble too, doesn’t it? 

Oh yeah. Some of the top surfers in the 
world are good friends of mine and I 
have a lot of respect for those guys 
because surfing is a really intense sport. 
Do the ‘Fro Fan Club guys ever come 
by your house or anything? 

No, nobody really comes by, but I’m 
really happy when I see them at the 
races. It's definitely a hard-core fan club. 
I think there are a few different groups 
of them now. It's really cool when I see 
them because I know that these guys are 
really into motocross and into racing 
and they chose me as their guy that they 
want to win. And that in itself is just like 
a great honor. I mean, here's some hard- 
core motocross enthusiasts and out of 
everybody at the race track they want to 
see me win! Right now maybe it doesn't 
seem like a big thing, but I think later on 
down the line I'll probably step back 
and say, "Wow, those guys were 
intense." I think of the fans back in the 
day when I was cheering on Broc, or 
Ricky or Bob Hannah or whoever it was, 
and I thought that was pretty intense. I 
guess I'm still pretty humble about 
everything that's happening right now 
and I'm really happy with what I've 
been given and what I've accomplished. 
Maybe later on I'll see a story on the 
past motocross greats or whatnot and 
hopefully my picture will be in there. 
That would be pretty cool to show my 
kids or whatever. And they'll say, "Dad, 
is that really you? Why is your gear so 
tight?" 

Speaking of little kids, what happened 
to the Z50 races that were immortal- 
ized in the Crusty Demons of Dirt 
video? We haven't seen a Z50 race late- 
ly. 

As a matter of fact, we're scheduling 
one right now, a little Mini Olympics 
actually. We're thinking about doing a 
little circle track in a parking lot, then 
doing like a motocross, and also a jump- 
ing contest. Just last week we went out 
riding, jacking around on the Z50s and 
stuff, and Randy Lawrence was riding 
bicycles off some of the dirt jumps, like 
the big BMX dirt jumps. Anyway, I had 
my 50 there and I talked Randy into 
jumping this big bicycle double on it. It 
was huge! It was like a 5-foot-tall face, 
straight-up takeoff and it was about 15 
feet long. He aired it out on the Z50, the 
highest a Z50 has ever been! So now 
we're thinking about having a jump 
contest. 

One last question: What's the status of 
the bus you were supposed to give to 
your mechanic Jeremy Albrecht for 
winning the 250cc National Champi- 
onship? 

We decided not to do the bus. Instead it 
was a cash deal - he made his own deci- 
sion. He decided not to go with the bus, 
he decided to go cashola, take the 
almighty dollar instead. I think he was 
more happy that way. I kind of wanted 
to get the bus. - єх 
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ou’re probably thinking, why 
bother even reading a shootout 
involving this year's crop of '97 
250cc MXers? After all, the all- 
new, aluminum-framed, twin- 
spar Honda CR250R is going to 
be the hands-down winner, 
right? Well, not necessarily. 

While it is true.that the radically 
changed CR is simply an outstanding 
motocrosser and is by far the best-han- 
dling and most-powerful CR250 that 
Honda has ever produced, we'll tell you 
right now that the high-tech Honda is 
not the clear-cut winner in our five-way, 
250cc MX comparison, comprising the 
KTM 2505Х, the Yamaha YZ250, the 
Suzuki RM250, the Kawasaki KX250 
and, of course, the Honda CR250R. 
While Honda was busy honing its new 
250, so were the other four manufac- 
tures. They, too, were doing their home- 
work and have very well maintained the 
pace - some more so than others - with 
the CR250. 

This is perhaps our most extensive 
250cc MX comparison ever. We rode all 
five bikes at various tracks, utilizing the 
help and opinions of many riders of all 
skill levels, ranging from the fairly inex- 
perienced motocrossers to the veteran 
intermediate riders. We also recruited 
pro rider Gordon Ward, who provided 
us with his insight on the five bikes. 

All of the manufacturers were heavi- 
ly involved during our testing, as well. 
On two occasions, representatives and 
technicians from each company attend- 
ed our test sessions at two significantly 
different tracks, where they came to 
assist us in making necessary adjust- 
ments, such as tuning in suspension pre- 

load for each rider, turning the “click- 
ers," answering questions, replacing 
bent levers and handlebars - pretty

much responding to our beck and call. 
(At least that's what we'd like to think). 
Plus, each manufacturer had its own 
day with us, as well. Combine all this 
with many of our own private testing 
sessions over the past couple of months 
and you can see that we have gotten 
well-acquainted with these five 
machines. у 

When Kawasaki first introduced the 
KX250 to us at Carlsbad Raceway back 
in September, we knew that Kawasaki 
had a winner on its hands. The much- 
talked-about and soon-to-be released, 
aluminum-framed Honda would really 
have to be good to top the Kawasaki's 
extremely potent yet controllable motor 
and compliant suspension, but Honda 
came through. 

Motor-wise, the new CR250R is sim- 
ply awesome. The Kawasaki might have 
a smidgen more bottom-end, but the CR 
takes over from there. 

“This engine is so powerful,” said 
Ward, who absolutely loved the 
Honda's motor. “From bottom to the 
top you never have to short-shift it; you 
can just wind the gears out all the way 
to the next corner.” 

Most of the riders agreed that the 
Honda pumps out Open-bike-like 
power, which all of our testers liked, 
though some admitted that it's border- 
ing on "too much." 

An intermediate rider said of the 
CR's explosive hit: "It's fast, has good, 
linear power, but it hits too strong for 
my weak arms." 

Our novice rider said, "It feels like a 
mellow Open-classer. There's power for 
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any conditions. Lug it, chug it, or 
scream it. It just keeps pulling. It's just a 
great mill." 

The Kawasaki's motor is not far 
behind the Honda's. Like the Honda, 
throttle response is right there on the 
Kawasaki - "instant" said one rider. 
Pretty much the only difference between 
the two is that the Honda hits a tad 
harder and pulls a little longer on top. 
“Tt signs off a little early," said our inter- 
mediate rider of the KX motor, "but it 
has a good, ridable range of power." 

Ward perhaps said it best: "It (the 
KX) has power from bottom to top - but 
not like the CR” ` 

The trade-off, however, is that over- 
all our testers felt that the Kawasaki's 
powerplant is slightly easier to manage 
than the Honda’s, which means that the 
Kawasaki should agree with a wider 
range of riders. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise of the 
five bikes was the Yamaha's motor. It, 
too, is right up there with the Honda 
and Kawasaki when it comes to outright 
power - a big change over last year’s YZ. 
The YZ hits hard off the bottom and 
pulls well through the gears, and does 
so in a controllable fashion. Ward was 
quite impressed with the Yamaha’s 
motor, as was our intermediate tester. 
“This is the easiest engine to like,” the 
intermediate rider said. “There’s plenty 
of power everywhere, (it) felt smooth, 
and very usable at all parts of the track.” 

Both our novice and beginner riders

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liked the Yamaha's powerplant, as well. 
"Pretty decent; electric feel," said one of 
them. “Though it's not as snappy as the 
Kawasaki." 

The Suzuki's motor is good, too, but 
just didn't wow any of our riders like 
the Honda, Kawasaki or Yamaha's 
motors did. The Suzuki makes good 
power, comes on the pipe right away, 
but just doesn't feel as robust as the 
other three. "Not explosive, but not 
weak," said our novice rider. 

Ward liked the RM's motor but did 
have this to say, "Out of the thick-berm 
corners, I had to clutch it two or three 
times (which) would mess control up 
sometimes." 

The Suzuki's motor makes a lot of 
internal noises that irritated some riders, 
too. The exhaust-valve gears make a 
racket that is especially noticeable after 
stepping off any of the other bikes. 

Many riders compared the KTM's 
strong powerplant to the Suzuki's, say- 
ing both motors feel very similar. The 
Austrian-made mill, like the Suzuki, 
dishes out good power, and the word 
"usable" came up often when describ- 
ing the KTM's engine. Many of our 
lesser-experienced riders came back 
after riding the KTM all smiles, stating 
that the KTM is easy to ride, much of 
which having to do with its torquey, 
strong and capable powerplant. It 
doesn't pull as hard on top as the 
Honda, Kawasaki or Yamaha, but the 
KTM isn't far off the pace. The bottom 
line is that it has more than enough to 
get the job done. 

Very little in the way of engine 
adjustments were performed on any of 
the bikes throughout our testing, though 
we did make some jetting adjustments 
to the Honda, Suzuki and KTM. 

With the Honda, we stayed with the 
#175 main but-changed the pilot from a 
#55 to a #52 and richened up the needle 
by going from a 1368M needle to a 
1367L, with the clip set in the #3 position 
(from the top). We also left the stock #42 
Power Jet alone. 

We leaned the Suzuki out quite a bit. 
We went from a #175 main to a #165 
main, and went from a #48 pilot to a 





#45, and we left the needle in the middle 
setting. 

We also leaned out the KTM a bit. 
We went from #175 main to a #172 and 
we raised the clip on the needle one 
position. 

’Per Suzuki's recommendations, we 
also made some adjustments to the 
RM's exhaust valves. In stock condition, 
both the main and the secondary valves 
are set at half a turn in (from all the way 
out), but we changed them to a 5/8 turn 
in on the main valve and 1/4 turn in on 
the secondary valve. With these settings, 
the powerband is smoothed out slightly 
and there's less of an explosive hit. 

Looking back, everyone pretty much 
agreed- that there's more than enough 
“motor” in all five bikes to get the job 
done - with a lot left over. However, it is 
hard not to be thoroughly impressed by 
the Honda's Open-bike-like power 
delivery. Even if it might be "too much" 
for some, it's next-to-impossible to 
knock a motorcycle for having too much 
power, especially when it's still very 
much usable like the Honda's. Motor- 
wise, we have to rate the KX's power- 
plant a close second to the Honda, the 
YZ's an even closer third, followed by 
the RM's and the SX's mills. 

Again, the Kawasaki and Honda are 
closely matched when it comes to the 
suspension department, and neither 
bike required major adjustments, but all 
five bikes required at least small adjust- 
ments to suit each rider's needs at each 
track. 

We spent a lot of our time on each

bike dialing their suspensions, and what 
follows are the "in-the-ballpark" sus- 
pension settings we found worked best 
on each bike. 

Kawasaki recommends the rear sus- 
pension sag, or ride height, be set at 
97mm. All of our testers liked the stock 
rebound damping setting (10 clicks out, 
number-one setting being the stiffest, as 
is the case with all the bikes), and bump- 
ing up the compression two clicks (from 
12 to 10) seemed to keep everyone 
happy. Up front, rebound was left at 12, 
but everyone felt more compression was 
needed. Ward settled on the #6 position, 
while pretty much everyone else was 
happy on the #8 position. We found 
these settings to work best on fast and 
rough tracks, like Carlsbad, while on 
slower-speed tracks with bigger jumps 
and more g-outs, we went farther to 
stiffen things up on the KX. 

At Perris Raceway, which features 
more loamy track conditions, with plen- 
ty of big jumps and g-outs, the Kawasa- 
ki required stiffer .41 (from .40) springs 
and more oil to prevent bottoming. We 
raised the oil level by 5mm (decreasing 
airspace from 110mm to 105mm). 
Despite the heavier springs, we ended 
up bumping up the fork’s compression 
damping from 12 to six. 

Both front and rear settings on the 
Honda are close right out of the crate. 
Up front, Ward increased both compres- 
sion (standard #9) and rebound (stan- 
dard #8) up front by one click, while 
everyone else went the opposite direc- 
tion by a click or two. At both Carlsbad 





and Perris we stayed with the .40 fork 
springs and the same oil level. 

As far as the Honda’s shock, the key 
is to first dial in the compression and 
rebound settings to the best of your abil- 
ity, then use the high-speed adjuster for 
fine tuning. Honda recommends 102mm 
of sag, and you probably won't venture 
too far from the standard #8 (both com- 
pression and rebound) damping settings 
- we didn't. Ward liked the stock posi- 
tions but changed the high-speed damp- 
ing to three-and-a-quarters turns out. 
Honda recommends making minute 
changes when it comes to the super-sen- 
sitive high-speed adjuster. 

The Suzuki has a super-progressive- 
type suspension that suits the slower- 
speed tracks with bigger jumps and 
harder landings, a la supercross. On 
high-speed tracks. with a lot of square- 
edges, the Suzuki can sneak in a kick 
here and there. At Carlsbad, we man- 
aged to get the RM working okay, but it 
was at Perris, with all its jumps and g- 
outs, where the Suzuki showed its stuff. 

At Carlsbad, we made small damp- 
ing changes to the RM's conventional 
Showa forks. Due to the bike's harsh 
feeling out of the crate, we immediately 
started backing off the compression 
damping at both ends, but to no avail. 
The answer is to increase compression 
up front by at least a couple of clicks 
(standard is 12). We finally settled on 
nine clicks out on the compression and 
10 clicks out on the rebound, while 
going five clicks softer on the shock’s 
compression (from 10 to 15 clicks out). 
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We left the shock’s rebound at the stock 
setting of 15. As far as ride height, Suzu- 
ki recommends 95-98mm of sag. 

We also lowered the oil level in the 
fork by 10mm (measured from the top). 

At these settings, the Suzuki has a 
much more level and balanced feeling. 
You don’t want the forks to be too soft 
on the Suzuki, as this will drop the fork 
into the middle of the stroke (the harsh 
spot) and raise the back end, giving the 
Suzuki that “stinkbug” look, resulting in 
a rear end that kicks. “By making the 
front stiffer, this was the trick for the 
RM," Ward said. “This also helped the 
back end.” 

The KTM's suspension comes set up 
a little on the soft side, especially for 
Ward. At Carlsbad, he ran maximum 
compression on the KTM Magnum 
50mm forks, with the stock .45 springs, 
but still felt it wasn't enough. Everyone 
else felt comfortable going in just two 
clicks from the standard #6 position. He 
did leave the rebound at the standard 
(7) setting, as did everyone else. 

In the back, the changes weren't as 
drastic. The rebound stayed the same 
for everyone at the standard #18 posi- 
tion, while the most anyone went up on 
the compression was three clicks, from 
the standard 18 out. 

At Perris, we stuck with the standard 
.45 forks springs and oil level, but every- 
one increased damping even further by at 
least one or two clicks on compression (at 
both ends), and, again, no one changed 
any rebound settings from standard. 








When it came to the CR's suspension, 
Honda's Eric Crippa wasn't too busy, as 
the bike's suspension is nearly spot-on 
right out of the crate. 


The rear ride height for the KTM is 
anywhere from 98-102mm. 

The Yamaha, too, comes stock a little 
soft up front even though Yamaha went 
with stiffer springs for '97. The standard 
damping setting for both compression 
and rebound for the inverted Kayaba 
shock is 10 clicks out. Most riders went 
in at least two clicks on the compression 
for the best setting with the stock .43 
springs. Rebound was eventually left at 
the stock setting. 

In the back, everyone was happy 
with the Yamaha's stock compression 
(#12) and rebound (#10) settings on the 
shock. Yamaha recommends the ride 
height measured at 95mm of sag. 

Once dialed, we came to the conclu- 
sion that the Honda and Kawasaki have 
the best all-around suspensions of the 
group. The Kawasaki has a slightly 
more cushy feel than the Honda, but the 
Honda just feels more stable overall and 
takes the least number of adjustments 
from track to track. As Ward put it, 
"This was the only bike (the Honda) 
that, if I had to race today (right out of 
the crate), it would be ready to be ham- 
mered hard. This bike is ready to race 
off the showroom floor." 

However, not all agreed. "I liked the 





KX's suspension better (than the 
Honda’s),” said our intermediate rider, 
who liked the Kawasaki's more plush 
feeling. 

The KTM worked exceptionally well 
on the faster (and rougher) tracks, like 
Carlsbad. Its overall plush suspension 
had our less-experienced riders speak- 
ing highly of the KTM. However, we 
had mixed reviews about its forks. Some 
liked the KTM's Magnums while others 
felt they were too harsh. "The forks are 
just too soft for a pro," Ward said. "(But) 
with some heavier springs, I think they 
would work a lot better." 

Hardly anyone complained of the 
KTM's Ohlins shock, except for Ward 
who thought the back end felt harsh at 
high speed - ^wasn't as plush as the 
KX,” he said. 

The Suzuki is a lot more sensitive 
from track to track than any of the other 
bikes. The faster the track, combined 
with a lot of smaller bumps, the harder 
it is to dial in the RM's progressive sus- 
pension, which is, as previously men- 
tioned, basically designed for the stadi- 
ums. 

As a result, the RM, once dialed in 
correctly, is a master of the hard land- 
ings off the big jumps. It's next to 
impossible to bottom out the rear sus- 
pension, as it is the front... well, sort of. 
A zip tie wrapped around the fork tube 
proves that the fork does bottom but 
you never know it, thanks to a built-in 
anti-bottoming system that really does 
seem to work. 

On some tracks, the RM's suspension 
is just as good as the Honda or Kawasa- 
ki, but on others, the RM isn't our 
favorite. 

The Yamaha's suspension left us a lit- 
tle confused, since we had a wide range 
of opinions about the Yamaha’s inverted 
fork and shock. 

Ward complained of soft forks, say- 
ing: "It's too soft for even a novice. The 
Yamaha has an excellent motor but the 
suspension really destroys this bike for 
me." He also felt the shock was slightly 
undersprung, as well. 

However, our intermediate and 
novice riders had better things to say, 
some of which were contradictory. Our 
intermediate rider said of the Yamaha's 
forks - "One of the best forks, except for 
a harsh spot at speed, or when hitting 
square edges. And the adjustments we 
made seem to make minimal differ- 
ences." At Perris, he wasn't as happy 
with the Yamaha's forks, saying that it 
could use stiffer springs. 

Our novice rider said, "I liked the 
fork equally as well as the KTM's fork, 
maybe even better than the KX, or the 
RM's fork." He also felt that small 
adjustments made big differences. 

Despite opinions varying widely 
about the YZ's fork and shock, everyone 
pretty much did agree that the Yamaha 
felt very stable and was otherwise a 
good-handling motorcycle. 

Speaking of handling, all five bikes 
get around the track well, though each 
one certainly does have its own person- 
ality. Again, both the Honda and the 
Kawasaki rate among the best. 

The CR has a more flat layout and it's 
nearly impossible not to get your weight 
over the gas cap while setting up for the 
turns, and, in k opposite direction, it’s 
just as easy to get your weight back. The 
seat is also pretty firm and narrow. The 
CR also has a fairly spacious layout that 
makes getting from sitting to standing a 
breeze. 

Some riders did mention that, 
because of the wide, aluminum frame 
spars, it is a little difficult getting a good 
grip with your knees. 

The Kawasaki, on the other hand, has 
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a much wider and softer seat, and slid- 
ing to and fro is made slightly more dif- 
ficult because of its more curved shape. 
The span between the footpegs and the 
top of the seat felt significantly less than 
that of the Honda’s, making it a serious 
effort to get from sitting to standing on 
the Kawasaki for taller riders. Still, both 
bikes are comfortable. 

And so is the Yamaha. It feels low 
and long, and like the Honda, has a nar- 
row and firm seat. It, too, is a little diffi- 
cult to get from sitting to standing, but, 
overall, the Yamaha is one of the most 
ergonomically pleasing of the group. 

The Suzuki feels a lot like the Yama- 
ha, no major complaints, and the KTM 
feels big and a little on the tall side. No 
longer does the KTM have the firmest 
seat, as that honor goes to the Honda. 
The softest? The Kawasaki. 

Many riders praised the Suzuki's 
ability to carve the fastest lines through 
the turns. “I have to say at high speed, 
S-turns were really fast on the RM,” 
Ward said. “It was easy to flick side to 
side.” 

Even on the flat turns, the Suzuki 
works exceptionally well. In fact, a cou- 
ple riders mentioned this while riding 
the bike at Glen Helen Raceway, a track 
that has a couple such turns. The word 
“headshake” came up a few times when 
discussing the RM’s handling habits (on 
the fast tracks), as it did with the 
Kawasaki, too. 

As mentioned, the Yamaha pro- 
duces an overall solid feel, and like the 
Suzuki corners well but not quite as 
quickly as the RM. One rider said that 
the Yamaha felt “long” and that he 
couldn’t “bend it” through some of the 
tighter corners like he could the Honda, 
Kawasaki or Suzuki. Some riders com- 
mented that they liked to search for the 
outside lines on the YZ and “flat track” 
it through the corners. “The YZ was by 
far the best on the flat ground, but it 
was probably because the front and 
rear suspensions were collapsed and 
you were able to TT it,” Ward said. 
Excellent throttle response and a 
smooth powerband probably helped, 
too. 

Despite feeling perhaps a little “big,” 
the KTM is quite maneuverable and, 
again, seemed to please our beginner 
and novice riders a lot when it came to 
overall handling. 

Slowing any of these bikes down for 
the turns is no problem whatsoever. Tf 
you want to split hairs, the Honda still 
sets the braking standards as far as over- 
all braking power and feel. The Yama- 
ha's brakes are right there, too, as are 
the Suzuki's. The KTM has exceptional- 
ly powerful brakes, as well, especially 
up front. The back brake at first was'à 
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little touchy and was prone to stallin; 
until we lowered the brake pedal. Мис 
better. 

- If there was one bike that we ques- 
‘tioned when it came to the brakes, it 
was the Kawasakis. The rear started 
feeling a little “soft” toward the end of 
our testing. It was due for some bleed- 
In 

So which bike is best? It truly boils 
down to a toss of the coin between the 
Honda and the Kawasaki. However, 
eyeryone pretty much agreed that the 
pro-level rider will like the Honda best 
right out of the crate. Ward chose the 
Honda as his favorite, praising its awe- 
some powerplant and solid suspension 
package, not to mention excellent 

E brakes. 

‚ Ward chose the Kawasaki next, fol- 
lowed by the Suzuki and Yamaha, 
though this could change depending on 
the track. He liked the KTM but just 
didn’t feel as comfortable on it as he did 
the other bikes. 

Our intermediate rider, however, 
chose the Kawasaki over the Honda - 
easily. While he loved the Honda's 

| Open-bike-type power delivery, he sim- 
ply felt that the Kawasaki was easier to 
ride as a whole, despite having a motor 
nearly as strong as the Honda's. Also 
swaying his opinion to the Kawasaki 
was its slightly more cushy suspension. 

"It wasn't difficult for me to pick the 
Kawasaki," he said. "I found myself 
searching for ways to fault or criticize 
the Kawasaki, but I couldn't find any- 
thing. I just had the most fun on this 
bike." 

д He chose the Yamaha next for its 
strong powerplant and solid stability, 
but did say that he thought the suspen- 

| sion could be better. Next, he chose the 
Suzuki, then the KTM. 

"It's hard to rate a motorcycle as 
good as the KTM last, it's just that the 
competition is.so stiff," he said of the 
KTM. "I just didn't feel as comfortable 
on it at speed." 

Our novice rider went back and forth 
between the Honda and Kawasaki, but 
he couldn't overlook the Honda's 
power, this being his deciding factor 
over the Kawasaki. His third choice was 
the Yamaha, followed by the KTM and 
Suzuki. 

, The only rider who did not rank the 
Honda in the top two was our beginner- 
rel rider. He found the Kawasaki to be 
the easiest to ride, but barely over the 
Yamaha. The Honda was a bit too much 
for him, ranking third. He liked the 
Suzuki next, followed by the KTM. 

. As you can see, the Honda and 
Kawasaki were liked by all. But, again, 
which one's best? That depends. If pure 
horsepower or having the fastest bike on 
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your block with a chassis that can keep 
up are the most important things to you, 
then the Honda is your bike. If ridability 
is more your thing, then the Kawasaki is 
the bike to have. Overall, Honda will 
please a smaller group of riders than the 
Kawasaki. The expert and pro riders 
will like the Honda most, while every- 
one else will prefer the easier-to-ride 
Kawasaki. 

But since we have to chose one bike 
as a winner, we have to go with the 
Honda. We just can't overlook-the CR's 
awesome motor, its well-rounded sus- 
pension package, and you simply can't 
forget about Honda's track history when 
it comes to quality of craftsmanship. 
Honda has always set the standard in 
this department, and this bike shows no 
reason to be any different. i 

If appealing to a wider range of rid- 
ers was the only factor in deciding a best 
bike (which it is from a manufacturer's 
point of view), then the Kawasaki 
would be number one in our books. It 
truly is an outstanding motorcycle, 
thanks to its user-friendly motor that 
still pumps out gobs of power and 
excellent suspension. 

Despite its somewhat disappointing 
suspension, the Yamaha gets a close 
third. Its motor simply rips and the bike 
adapted well to a variety of tracks, and 
that right there was its determining fac- 
tor over the Suzuki.

suspension. 





On supercross-type tracks, though, 
the Suzuki rates right up there with the 
Honda and Kawasaki. After all, that's 
what it was designed to be - a good 
supercross bike. And that it is. The 
power comes on strong and pre- 
dictably for the jumps, it's well bal- 
anced in the air, and the suspension is 
impossible to bottom, while still using 
all of its travel. However, on faster, 
"outdoor" tracks, the RM can be a little 
unnerving. 

The KTM is another easy bike to ride. 
Our beginner and novice riders liked 
the KTM a lot, much of which had to do 
with its torquey motor, plush suspen- 
sion and firm overall feeling. However, 
our faster riders felt the KTM could've 
used a bit more power on top and stiffer 
fork springs. 

And there you have it - had this 
been a horse race, it would've been a 
photo finish with the Honda by a nose 
over the Kawasaki, with the Yamaha, 
Suzuki and KTM bunched in right 
behind. Without a doubt, this has been 
the closest 250cc shootout we've ever 
done, and it hardly seems fair to pick 
just one bike as a winner, as they are all 


so good. 
But, as you know, in motocross, there 
are no ties. €N

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nless you've been wandering the 

California wilderness on your 
(U estem wi two-stroke for 
the past year in total ignorance of the 
dark days of doom ahead, you'll know 
that your two-stroke-riding freedom in 
the Golden State is, at this moment, on 
the brink of being curtailed drastically. 

On the books for 1997 is an already- 
adopted regulation, written by the Cali- 
fornia Air Resources Board, which 
dramatically reduces the allowable 
emissions levels for newly manufac- 
tured off-road "recreation" vehicles 
used on public land. Though not written 
with verbiage specifically excluding 
two-cycle internal-combustion engines, 
the allowable emissions levels are 
presently set so low that it is an effective 
ban on the engine type as it exists today. 

Even if you don't live in California, 
watch out: California often leads the 
way in air-quality standard-setting, and 
what starts there frequently ends up 
spreading to the rest of the nation. 

When word first got out about the 
regulation, a concerned group, led by 
AMA District 36, examined what 
options there were with regard to creat- 
ing a positive dialogue with CARB 
about altering or postponing the regula- 
tion. Initial examination of the report on 
which the regulation was founded 
looked to the eyes of the motorcycling 
community to be based on outdated or 
misconstrued information. What this 
amounted to was what the motorcycling 
community perceived as an overstate- 
ment of projected benefits of limiting 
emissions, and an understatement of the 
regulation's effect on the state's econo- 
my. 

Ultimately D-36 hired a consultant 
experienced in this area who also hap- 
pened to have very good contacts with 
CARB. The consultant was quite benefi- 
cial in that meetings were arranged and 
CARB seemed amenable to open discus- 
sion about motorcyclists’ concerns with 
the new regulation. 

So while credit is due these organiza- 
tions and individuals who approached 
the California Air Resources Board for a 
meeting to discuss possible changes to 
the regulation, CARB deserves a nod as 
well for not turning its back on the situ- 
ation and remaining open to dialogue 
on the subject of possible changes. 

The man behind the meeting on 
CARB's end is chairman John Dunlap 
III. Dunlap was appointed chairman by 
Governor Pete Wilson in December, 
1994, and confirmed by the California 
State Senate in September, 1995. Prior to 
being appointed to the Air Resources 
Board, Dunlap served for two years as 
the chief deputy director at the Califor- 
nia Department of Toxic Substances 
Control and before that spent nearly 10 
years at the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District. 

Since the time that this issue was first 
brought to light, a good deal of rumor 
and misinformation has clouded exactly 
who would be affected by the regulation 
and which bikes would be legal for use 
on public land. This interview took 
place to address these issues and came 
about as a direct result of one of the 
meetings between D-36, D-37, the AMA 
and CARB. 

This telephone interview took place 
December 6, two days after the final 
meeting - the last chance for any kind of 
reprieve - before the regulation was 
scheduled to go into effect on January 1. 
Where does the so-called two-stroke 
ban stand at this moment? 

Let me start off by saying that the char- 
acterization of it as a ban is not some- 











thing that I would agree with. What 
we're talking about is a set of emissions 
standards for motorcycles, and that it 
appears in the short term that four- 
stroke motorcycles are going to fill the 
non-competition void because the tech- 
nological advancement for two-stroke 
engines has not occurred. It appears that 
four-stroke motorcycles are going to 
have a greater role to play in the off- 
road-use arena than they have in the 
past. Maybe in the cycling vernacular 
it’s a ban. Competition (two-stroke 
motocross) motorcycles as you know are 
still allowed. And those who have two- 
strokes that have been purchased prior 
to this time frame, of course, are able to 
(use and operate them) in the way the 
owners see fit, provided they are doing 
it in harmony with green-sticker 
requirements and any kind of registra- 
tion requirements they have. 

Ihave agreed to set up a task force to 
look at the implementation of this mea- 
sure. And we've invited District 36, the 





to make a change to the regulation. 
However, as we talked about issues 
with them, about this implementation 
committee or task force, if there were 
things to emerge like - for example they 
(D-36) are worried about the ability of 
competitors to be able to practice on 
competition two-stroke motorcycles. 
They wanted to know if we would be 
willing to consider the development of 
some hybrid sticker that wouldn't be a 
traditional green sticker, but we would, 
we'd be willing to engage in conversa- 
tions about that. (The board would) be 
willing to help with that in some way. 
So, basically, the regulation stands. 

The regulation stands, but we're going 
to look at implementation issues, we're 
going to work closely with AMA folks 
on education programs, we're going to 
make sure manufacturers are able to 
continue, ask them what's going on with 
new models, make sure that there are 
models that are offered, that they can 
adapt and people can acquire compara- 
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AMA and those who were in our meet- 
ing the other day to propose some peo- 
ple to be in a working committee with 
us in monitoring implementation. I've 
made a commitment to them that the 
board would back that, that they would 
support it and that we would have our 
very best technical people that have 
expertise in the motorcycle area present 
and would put together these regular 
meetings. 

We would invite people from a vari- 
ety of organizations to consult with us 
on the implementation of this program. 
Those people would be federal land 
managers, the motorcycle manufactur- 
ers, state agency representatives, basi- 
cally ourselves and the state parks pro- 
gram and that these meetings would be 
regular and they would be aggressive in 
their search for answers with those that 
have an impact on the sport of off-road 
motorcycle riding. 

What is the plan for implementation 
and what did you talk about in the 
meeting? 

For example, they (D-37) talked about 
themes that you would expect them to 
talk about. They are concerned about 
misinformation being out there, that the 
term ban and that you aren't allowed to 
operate your motorcycle and other false 
conceptions be left with people who 
participate in the sport. 

They wanted to make sure that we 
were able and equipped here at the Air 
Resources Board to answer questions, to 
go out and speak to groups if necessary, 
to put out a fact sheet or to have our 
people who answer our phone lines 
here up to speed - we indicated we 
would. We also indicated that if there 
was any kind of outreach or educational 
program that they could suggest to us 
we would work with them on it, or a 
program to get to their members. 

But at this juncture we have no plans 





ble motorcycles. In other words, as two- 
strokes fall off the market because of the 
regulation, we want to make sure that 
there are four-strokes of the same horse- 
power that will fill the gaps that the 
two-strokes left. 

So far, what we've been told by the 
motorcycle manufacturers is that there 
are going to be comparable products for 
the horsepower range that they had last 
year to the next year when this program 
kicks in. I’m not saying that this is going 
to be a perfect alignment, but it is going 
to be continually ample relative to the 
products that consumers will be able to 
consider purchasing. 

I don't mind telling you that (product 
availability) has been a concern of mine. 
The last thing we wanted to see occur 
was to see people opt out of the market, 
to see consumers with limited choice. 
And it seems at this point, based upon 
the conversations we've had with the 
motorcycle manufacturers, is that will 
not be the case. 

What kind of dialogue have you had 
with the manufacturers? 

Excellent dialogue. Very complete. As 
you know, they are compelled because 
of their relationship with us to share 
information as it relates - it is a relation- 
ship that is unique. Because we regulate 
them, they have the obligation to be 
forthcoming with information. They 
have done that, we've analyzed it and 
we feel that at this point, based upon the 
conversations we've had and on the 
commitment they've made, that we are 
going to have adequate coverage in the 
marketplace. 

As far as the meeting that took place on 
December 4 - you had D-36, AMA and 
some other people in there - what were 
some of the issues that they had? What 
was their argument as far as letting 
two-strokes continue to be sold and 
green stickered? 
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Rather than talk about their arguments, 
there were three issues that we were 
concerned about over here. One, what 
was going to happen in the marketplace 
relative to product offering. I've already 
covered that with you. I reported to 
them what we have learned, that it 
didn't appear at this juncture to bea 
problem. Second, they were concerned 
about competition and practice. Now:;1 
want it very clear to you and others that 
we aren't talking about disallowing or 
impacting in any way vehicles or motor- 
cycles that are currently in the hands of 
the consumers. So they have the ability 
between now and the time frame this 
kicks in to purchase a new (two-stroke) 
motorcycle, green sticker the ones they 
have and use in a manner in which they 
desire, provided it isn't an illegal opera- 
tion. The competition people can still 
buy two-stroke motorcycles and can still 
compete with them. That's important 
for people to know. 

When it comes to practice, and I'm 
not the expert on this that you are, but 
when you get into the competition situa- 
tion, there are limitations set on riders 
on their ability to practice to keep the 
element of surprise. The issue about 
practicing is apparently not a big issue 
for many, not all, people in competition 
because of the surprise factor (in off- 
road racing). They wanted consideration 
from us about practice. They told us 
about scenarios where the promoter for 
an event maybe can only afford to rent 
the facility for two days, one day for 
practice and one day for the actual 
event, and they wanted to know what 
consideration we would give them rela- 
tive to having those days extended. 
Well, upon conversation with them, we 
found out that it is a very small number 
of people who are in that situation and 
it did not seem to be a big deal from an 
environmental standpoint, but we 
would be willing to talk about a role we 
could play to help them get considera- 
tion and practice. 

Another issue they were concerned 
about was clearly understanding what 
this regulation means for technology 
advancement. It seems that some people 
have bought wholesale the argument 
that there are no technological advance- 
ments possible for two-strokes to ever 
be operated under the new emissions 
standards. And that simply isn't true: 
We here at the board have seen time and 
time again where we set aggressive 
emission-control standards for engines 
of all sizes - light duty as well as heavy 
duty, we're getting into that area as well 
- there are lot of technological improve- 
ments. We are seeing things occur that 
we otherwise thought couldn't. 

I'll give you an example. The best 
example, one I'm sure you are aware of, 
is six to 10 years ago people were shout- 
ing the death knell for petroleum, for 
gasoline and diesel fuel, that it couldn't 
be cleaned up and that we were going to 
go to so-called alternative fuels whole- 
sale because there wouldn't be too much 
room in the marketplace for traditional 
gasoline. 

Well, look what happened. Arco and 
some of the other oil refiners some years 
ago, six-plus years ago, saw that they 
could reformulate gasoline and make it 
cleaner. This year we're very proud that, 
beginning in the March time frame and 
culminating around June, we have had 
introduced in California the cleanest 
gasoline in the world. Gasoline that is: ғ 
approximately 15 to 17 percent cleaner 
for hydrocarbons, it's 30 to 40 percent 
cleaner for air toxins, 50 percent cleaner 
for benzene - tremendous improve- 
ments have been made. Six years ago 
nobody thought that was possible. Some 





even argued, but not my staff yet 
though, some have argued that gasoline 
and petroleum fuels can be made clean- 
er still. 

There are also examples in the case of 
low emissions vehicle requirements for 
light-duty autos. I think it’s Honda that 
is going to certify a low-emissions vehi- 
cle, and ultralow-emissions vehicle that 
runs on gasoline. We never thought that 
could happen. 

So I guess the point I’m making with 
you is that with District 36 and the 
AMA, I was pleased with how the meet- 
ings went, they conducted themselves in 
a very professional manner. I was 
pleased with that, but they had bought 
in to some extent the dire predictions 
about what's going to happen in the 
marketplace, that these motorcycle man- 
ufacturers are not going to participate in 
the market, and they're not going to 
offer quality or innovative products, 
and we have not seen any indications 
from them that they are going to walk 
away from the California market. 

Quite the contrary. We've heard 
them talk with some enthusiasm about 
new products they are going to offer, 
about how they are going to market 
these products and what this might 
mean to how they market off-road 
motorcycles of the future to the rest of 
the country and throughout the world. 

So coming back full circle, yes we're 
leading the way, yes we're asking some 
difficult and challenging things of the 
motorcycle manufacturers, yes it's going 
to have an impact on the users of these 
products, yes right now we're in a diffi- 
cult position relative to (the fact that) we 
can't see into the future, but it is my 
belief and the belief of the technical staff 
here at the board that we are going to 
See some surprisingly innovative things, 
that we are going to see some break- 
throughs in weight distribution, perfor- 
mance of the product and the environ- 
mental benefits that we are going to 
receive that are going to make this 
worth it. We may not be able to see it 
completely as clearly as we would like 
at this moment, but we do believe and 
are optimistic we'll see it in the very 
very near future. 

So you didn't find any of the economic 
reasons compelling enough to warrant 
any change to the regulation. 

Well, we saw a couple things. We talked 
to motorcycle manufacturers and we 
looked at the prices they were planning 
to-sell their motorcycles for. We found 
them to be, the new four-strokes, we 
found them to be comparable to the 
prices of the two-strokes. In some cases 
it would be less money, some cases it 
would be more. But we did not see any 
outrageous or troubling things emerg- 
ing for pricing of these products. That's 
the economic argument, for consumers, 
that they are going to pay quite a bit 
more for a four-stroke when compared 
to a two-stroke that they may have been 
able to get the previous year, but we did 
not see a wide disparity in price. 

I'm very sympathetic to the AMA 
and the District 36 folks about populari- 
ty of their sport - we want them to be 
successful, we want them to have peo- 
ple participate in off-road riding and 
racing. We don't have any desire to see 
that curtailed. Quite the contrary. I am 
very sympathetic to the membership of 
these organizations, so that's why I 
extended the offer to them and they've 
agreed to accept discussion on these 
competition issues. 

I don't need to tell you what kind of 
impact two-stroke engines have on air 
quality - it's profound. As a matter of 
fact, it's said that anywhere from 20 to 
40 percent of the gasoline gets blown 





right out the tailpipe. That's a considera- 
tion of ours, and that this relatively 
small number of engines have a pro- 
found negative impact on the environ- 
ment. And we want to clean them up, 
like we've asked other engine makers 
to do, heavy-duty down to light-duty 
and smaller engines such as lawn 
mowers. 

Was there any consideration made to 
aftermarket parts manufacturers 
who make competition parts for 
these two-strokes? 

We had no discussion about after- 
market issues. 

One of the major concerns that 
motocrossers have had is that 
while they may be able to sell 
their 1996- or '97-model motocross 
bike to a trail rider this year, it 
doesn't look like they will be 

able to after next year. That is a 

big problem for a guy who is a 
serious motocross racer, because 

next year, when it's time for 

new equipment to help him 

stay competitive, it doesn't 

look as though he is going to 

be able to get some of the 

money out of his old bike that 

he has put into it - the trail 

rider won't be interested 

because he won't be able to 

use the bike legally on pub- 

lic land. 

I'm not as worried about 
those 100 riders as I am 
about the air-quality pro- 
gram that is directed at pro- 
tecting the health of some 
34 million Californians. 

Let's talk about the tons 
associated for a minute to 
give you some context. The 
most costly air-pollution regulatory pro- 
gram this board and state ever brought 
forward was the $4-5 billion program 
that was introduced this year. That got 
us 300 tons of air pollution reduced. 
Largest in history. Electric vehicles, 
when they're implemented around 2010, 
are going to get us, say, 15 tons. You 
know how much has been written and 
said about the electric vehicle. Motorcy- 
cles of this category, two-strokes, our 
earlier estimates show 34 tons per day 
would be controlled by this program - 
larger than the electric-vehicle program. 
See my problem? How can I, here with 
our public-health mission, modify a pro- 
gram that takes into account those com- 
petitors and allows them to compete, as 
they should be able to do, but gets at the 
less-competitive rider, provides them 
with new products that are cleaner for 
the environment? Explain to me the 
logic whereby we make a change there. 

You've got to remember our mission 
is to protect public health. That's the 
rub, that's the tough position we find 
ourselves in. 

Now, back to the questions we 
haven't answered. If the data were bul- 
let-proof, if there were problems with 
product offerings, if there were problems 
with widespread inability of competitors 
to participate, if the products didn't 
work, then we would find ourselves in a 
situation where change would be neces- 
sary. We don't find ourselves in that 
position at this point in those four areas. 
It would be necessary for us to have 
problems in those areas to make the 
change. That's kind of the big picture. 
What about the person in the market 
for a new two-stroke right now who 
wants to use it on public land? When 
and what can he/she buy and still be 
legal? 

Let me beg off that question in part - I'm 
not an expert on the green sticker pro- 
gram. Here's what I would say general- 








ly speaking, that 

after much consideration, and it has 
taken a lot of my personal attention and 
that of my technical staff here, listening 
to the arguments and have multiple 
meetings with the AMA, District 36 rep- 
resentatives and the others who are out 
there participating in the sport, we have 
had our eyes opened to a number of 
issues. And we have worked to get 
answers to the questions that they have 
raised relative to what the manufactur- 
ers are going to be doing and issues sur- 
rounding the use of competitive two- 
strokes which we are comfortable with, 
we think we're in a good place there 
and with the data surrounding the use 
of these motorcycles, we found at this 
point it is in the best interests of public 
health protection to maintain the regula- 
tory program brought forward some 
two years ago. 





And we listened to the AMA team 
and found that there are implementa- 
tion issues that still need to be watched 
closely to make sure the sport does not 
suffer unintended consequences as a 
result of this health-protection program. 
If we identify problems in this area, we 
will revisit these issues with the experts 
in the motorcycle field and with the 
AMA people. This is a partnership here. 
So unless something really big comes 
up over the implementation process, 
then the regulation will stand. What 
about in the future? Will there be a 
tightening of the regulations? 

At this point we don't have any plans to 
tighten them. Certainly not in the two 
years I'm likely to remain here we don't 
have any plans to do that. сү 


The bottom line 





- The regulation stands as it was written. 


- You can still get a California green sticker for a two-stroke off-road bike or ATV 
manufactured prior to January 1, 1997. Most new 1997-model bikes have already 
been manufactured and are therefore still legal. Those two-strokes manufactured 
after January 1, 1997, sold new or used, will not be legal. 

- Motocross or any closed-course racing activity is not affected by the regulation, 
nor is their use on private land. Only the use of two-strokes on public land where 


green stickers are required is controlled. 


- The opportunity for change still exists. Because of the meetings among District 36, 
the AMA and the California Air Resources Board, these groups will be forming a 
joint task force to monitor implementation of the regulation. If new issues arise, 


the regulation will be re-examined. 


- District 36 and its board of directors, the most active group on the motorcycling 
side, are still working to change or overturn the regulation and are looking at new 
strategies to do so. They have spent over $50,000 thus far and need your financial 
help to continue representing the interests of motorcyclists.

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INTERVIEW | AMA National Hare & Hound Champion Greg Zitterkopf 


t a time when "Crusty 
*] Demons" roam the tracks 
and the pro motocrosser role 
model is a sensitive subject, Greg Zit- 
terkopf sits in his quiet home in Chino 
Hills, California, with his wife and his 
AMA National Hare & Hound champi- 
onship plate. At 32 years of age, Zit- 
terkopf became only the third man ever 
to win the prestigious plate (Dan Smith 
and the legendary Danny Hamel are the 
other two), but his list of accomplish- 
ments is inspiring and diverse. His 
garage is filled with trophies, plaques, 
medals and other awards, his career 
spanning over 15 years. Supercross, 
motocross, ISDE, enduros, desert - it's 
all there. 

A few years ago, Zitterkopf brought 
his motocross skills to the off-road 
scene, mainly in the California and 
Nevada deserts. Along with-his sharp 
and aggressive riding style, he brought 
with him a sense of professionalism and 
dedication. that is a celebration to the 
sport. 

After spending the year racing for 
Team Green, Zitterkopf has opted to 
ride KTMs in 1997 with a deal from Vos- 
burg Racing, a Las Vegas-based compa- 
ny. New KTMs will not be the only new 
arrivals to the Zitterkopf household, as 
Greg and his wife Elizabeth are expect- 
ing a baby in mid-'97. 

During the interview and in the 
desert, Zitterkopf is easy to talk to and 
comfortable to be around. Like the 
movie says, "Desert racers are good 
people" and Zitterkopf backs up that 
claim every weekend with his personali- 
ty and winning style. 

Congratulations. How does it feel to be 
National Hare & Hound and Baja 1000 
Champion? 

It feels awesome. It's taken a lot of work, 
but I feel very fortunate to have won 
those titles. It's just a wonderful feeling. 
Was this your first Baja 1000 win? 
Yeah, actually I've only done the 1000 
four times. Two times it was with Garth 
Sweetland and Paul Krause. One time 
we rode an ATK when it went all the 
way to La Paz and we were going for 
the overall and, like 50 miles from the 
finish, Paul stalls the bike and he didn't 
know how to start a four-stroke, so we 
ended up getting third. So that was dis- 
appointing. The other time we ended up 


"getting third also. And then I rode once 


before in ‘91 with Larry (Roeseler) and 
Ted (Hunnicutt), and unfortunately our 
Kawasaki blew up when I was on it, so 
it made me look like the spode. It was 
my first time I got to ride with a good 
group of guys. It was really neat to be 
able to go down there and ride with 
those guys. 

When was the first year you rode Baja? 
In 1989, when it went down to La Paz 
and it was really something. It really 
opened my eyes. I mean going down 
there and spending like three weeks 
down there riding. I think-my section 
was 450 miles and it was really, really 
tough getting up at like 5 in the morn- 
ing, gettin' on the bike at 6 and riding 
until it was dark and then we'd hop in 
the van and drive all 400 miles back up 
and go to bed at like 1 or 2 in the morn- 
ing and then getting up again at 5 the 
next day. To do that for three weeks, to 
put that kind of effort in, I really 
admired those guys for that. It was a lot 
of work. People don't see that part of it. 
Do you think you'll be going back next 
year? Team Green is considering not 
going back and KTM doesn't even 
seem to be too interested. 

It's up to my new sponsor. If he wants 
to go down there, then we'll go down 











there, but as of right now we don't have 
any plans to go down to Baja. Casey 
Folks is going to kind of step up to the 
plate and he's going to have three big 
off-road races in Nevada next year. I 
know we're gonna be doing those three 
and I'll be riding with Destry Abbott, so 
I'll try to gear up for those. 

Next year are you going to be riding 
two-strokes? 

Yes. I'll be riding КТМ 360s for Vosburg 
Racing, which is a gentleman out of Las 
Vegas. 

In defending your National Hare & 
Hound championship next year, it's 
obvious who your fiercest competitor 
is, but are there any others that you 
think could be a threat?

Ty (Davis) is the only one... I think the 
rest of the guys go pretty good, but 
they're not quite Ty Davis' and my 
speed, so I think he'll be my main con- 
cern next year. 

As far as him riding a 500 and you on a 
360, do you think that is going to be to 
your disadvantage? : 

No. Actually, I've ridden the KTM a 
couple times and I was really surprised 
how good the bike is stock. It's a really 
good motorcycle and Pro Circuit is 
going to do the engine and suspension 





on it. I think it's going to be very com- 
petitive because most of the races out 
here in California are more tight and 
technical and our bike is more like a 250 
through that stuff. It will even out. 

Do you do a lot of testing for Pro Cir- 
cuit? 

Yeah, in a couple of weeks when they 
get back from the Mini Olympics, we're 
gonna be going out and doing a lot of 
stuff on the KTM. They haven't done a 
KTM since Mike Fisher rode them in ‘91, 
so they're kind of anxious to get a good 
guy riding them again and help KTM 
out. 

How did you get into racing and test 
riding? 

Actually, I was like a lot of kids, I think. 
When I was a kid, we used to go out to 
the desert with the family and go trail 
riding and stuff like that. One thing led 


‘to another. In high school we had high 


school motocross and on Friday nights 
everybody used to go to Corona Race- 
way and race. That's where I got started. 
It was a lot of fun. 

So, you've grown up around Chino? 
Yep, I've lived here my whole 32 years 
on the same street. My parents just live 
on the other side of the freeway. I’m a 
Chino native. б 

When you got into motocross, how 
serious did that get? 

I went and did all the Nationals and the 
supercrosses and everything. I was pret- 
ty fortunate. I was a Honda test rider for 
two years. And then I got hurt and 
broke my back at Gainesville, so I didn’t 
ride for a couple of years and then I got 
a real job and realized that it’s not quite 
what I wanted to do yet. So I started rids 
ing again and I got hooked up with 
ATK. Things started all over again. I 
started racing again and here we are. 
How did you get into test riding for 
Honda? 

I was doing local motocross and I was 
becoming a pretty good local pro, and 
one of the Japanese guys was out at Sad- 
dleback and asked me if I would come 
out and ride. One thing led to another 
and I became pretty much their main 
test rider. Doing all the preproduction 
stuff for the following year and riding 
them at all the national motocrosses! 
That was in ‘87. That's when I fell and 
got hurt and broke my back. 

Did you get to ride all the works CRs 
and everything? ; 
Not actually the works bikes. Mostly the 
stuff that they were thinking of putting 
into production two years down the 
road. І did all the evaluation for all that 
Back then, they didn't have a produc: 
tion rule, so in '86 I'd be riding like å 
1988 CR500. It was a really big deal for 
me. It helped pay all the bills. 

When you hooked up with ATK, was 
that for off-road? 

No, actually it was still to do motocross: 
I rode an ATK at the U.S. GP and I did à 
pretty good job for them the one moto. I 
got ninth, I think, on a four-stroke, so 
they were really excited. Later on I just 
showed up at their doorstep, "Hey; 
maybe you got a bike I can ride or somes 
thing," and they said, "Hey, no prob: 
lem, we'll try to help you out." 

When did you make the change from 
motocross to off-road? 

It was just about two years ago. Paul 
Krause kind of got me started when 1 
was at ATK. He had me go down and 
ride the Baja 1000 with him and that was 
really pretty much the only desert race 
that I did. That and a couple of Casey 
Folks "Best in the Desert" races. I still 
strictly did motocross. Before, on the 
Kawasaki when I was a test rider, I 
strictly did motocross except for the 
1000. And then KTM kind of had me do 
more of the off-road stuff, yet I still did: 











the four-stroke motocross and stuff like 
that. So basically, the last couple years 
have strictly been desert. 

How did you get involved with KTM 
the first time? 

Iwas a test rider for Kawasaki and I did 
some magazine stuff, and it was toward 
the end of the year and they approached 
me and asked if Га be interested in rid- 
ing for them, and I sat down and talked 
with them and Scot (Harden). They gave 
me a really good offer so I switched and 
started running KTMs. 

What kind of deal did you have with 
KTM then? 

It was a factory deal. Tom Moen down 
at KTM did all the work on the bike. He 
and Mark Zoller from Z-Racing pretty 
much did all the mechanical work, sus- 
pension and everything like that. For an 
off-road deal, it was a pretty good deal. 
When you went back to Team Green 
this year, how did that work out? 

It worked out really well. Scot still want- 
ed me to ride a four-stroke and I kind of 
wanted to get away from that just 
. because I didn't have a very good year 
and they still wanted me to ride the 
four-stroke at all the races out here. In 
the deep sand a four-stroke is really 
hard to ride and be competitive for the 
overall. I'm not getting any younger and 
I knew I still had it in me to go for some 
overalls, so I called up and asked and 
they said they would be happy to help 
me out with something. So I was able to 
ride KX500s at all the events and it 
worked out real good. 

When you were with Team Green this 
year, did you feel that their off-road 
program increased your chances of 
reaching your career goals? 

Yeah, I guess so. They have the biggest 
group of people that go out there. I 
'know a couple times my bike broke on 
Friday and the race was Saturday and 
our mechanic, John Braasch, stayed up 
and worked into the wee hours of the 
night to rebuild my bike. They definitely 
played a major part in helping me win 
my championship. 

You're obviously pretty busy. What do 
you do in your spare time when you're 
not racing? 

Geesh. I have a couple of houses that I 
manage and that takes up all my spare 
time trying to keep up with renters. I go 
up to school with my wife and help her 
with that. I have a little Ford Ranger 
that I put a 350 Chevy engine in. That's 
kind of my hobby, I guess, playing with 
my truck. 

Is that something you think you might 
want to do, like racing trucks eventual- 
ly? 

If something like that works out, I 
would love to, but I don't have any 
goals or plans toward that. If I fall into 
something and it works out that way, 
then that would be awesome. 

What do you do for training? 

I try to get up about 6:30 in the morning 
and I mainly try to run between three to 
six miles in the morning and then try to 
ride a couple times a week. That's pretty 
much it, and then travel to the races on 
the weekends, try to recoup on Monday 
and get ready to do it again the next 
weekend. 

As far as your practice riding, do you 
still do motocross or do you go out to 
the desert? 

If I'm gonna do like an open desert race, 
I'll try to go out and practice desert that 
week, but most of the time I just try to 
go out and have fun. Just spend time on 
the bike and do it that way. 

What was the hardest part of the transi- 
tion from motocross to off-road? 
Learning how to read the terrain and 
being out there by yourself for a long 
time and still keep yourself motivated to 





be able to race. It's real easy to kick back 
and relax and not worry about going 
fast when you're by yourself. 

Who were your fiercest competitors 10 
and 15 years ago? 

I think everybody was... 1 was never a 
top motocross guy. I was always a fifth- 
place guy and I always wanted to be 
like Rick Johnson, Jeff Ward, Broc 
Glover and all those guys. I never really 
beat those guys. I was always a fifth 
through 10th-place guy at the Nationals. 
AII those guys, I guess, because I could 
never beat them. 

When you were younger and you were 
racing motocross, did you have any 
idols or anybody you looked up to? 
Yeah, Gary Jones was always a big influ- 
ence. He was always at the local tracks 
and he'd always come over and give me 
little tidbits and everything. He was 
always the big hero back then. I guess 
that's how old I am. But he was just 
really nice to me and helped me out in a 
lot of ways. I always admired him for 
that. He was a big idol. 

Have you considered doing any more 
four-stroke motocross since that's kind 
of taking off? 

Yeah, I think we're gonna do some of 
that this year because I've won that 
championship four times. I rode against 
all the same guys and I beat them all in 
the past. My new sponsor is getting a 
couple of four-strokes, so hopefully 
we'll go after it a little bit and see what 
happens. 

You've also ridden in two ISDEs, 
right? 

Yeah, the first one didn't go too well. It 
was on a KTM in the States here in 
Tulsa and the ignition went out 10 or 15 
miles into the race, so I was kind of 
stuck in a hole. I houred out within the 
first day. I was the first guy out. Then I 
was on the trophy team for the next one 
in Poland and I did really good, but I 
got really sick. I was really happy 
though because I rode sick every day 
and I was on gold till the last day when 
we were in the mud. The bike just 
sucked a bunch of water through the air 
filter and plugged up the throttle to 
where I couldn't turn it, so I had to stop 
and fix it and I lost like a half hour on 
the-last day fixing my bike. It dropped 
me from a gold to a bronze. I was really 
happy though, because I was really sick 
and I still rode. 

Are you going to do any more Six 
Days? 

I'd like to this next year. I'd like to defi- 
nitely do that. 

Out of all the events that you're doing, 
what are your favorite kind of events? 
They're all good. I like the hare and 
hounds because we don't quite have 
them that much anymore. They are like 
a 100-mile deal or more. I think those 
are really pretty good because you don't 
have to go over the same terrain. 
They're pretty exciting. That and the 
point-to-point ones are really good 





because we don't 

have too many of 

those anymore. 

So, where's your 

favorite place to 

ride, then? 

I love riding up in 

Pinion Hills, Phe- 

lan after it rains. I 

think it's -my 

favorite spot to go 

riding. 

The day after the 

Baja 1000, almost 

everybody 

rushed to go to 

the Elsinore GP 

and you chose to 

ride a smaller 

District 37 Grand 

Prix with less 

fanfare. Was that 

your choice or 

Kawasaki's? 

Actually, I fell at the start of the year 
and I broke a couple of ribs, so I missed 
a couple of district races and I was 
going for the district number-one plate 
and it just happened to be on the same 
weekend as Elsinore. I needed that race 
to secure the plate. It was neat. I had a 
really good time up there at Gorman. 
The course was fun. 

What were your goals for 1996? 
Actually, I just thought about winning 
the Vet Champioriship in the National 
Hare & Hound Series. That's what I 
wanted to do and I did it. And get the 
District 37 Vet number one and then to 
win the Casey Folks "Best in the Desert" 
thing. I wasn't planning on winning the 
National Hare & Hound title, but after a 
couple races and I had won a couple, it 
seemed like a reachable goal, so we 
went for it. 

What would you say your goals are for 
next year? 

I'd like to definitely repeat as the Hare 
& Hound and the Casey Folks' ^Best in 
the Desert" champion. And go out and 
know that I gave it 100 percent and that 
I put out a really good effort and had a 
lot of fun. 

How much longer do you think you'll 
be racing? 

Ah, boy. I'm kind of surprised I'm still 
riding at this age, to tell you the truth. 
Just always growing up, it seems like 
when you're 20 or 21 years old you feel 
like you're kind of washed up. I don't 
know, I hope to do it for a couple more 
years - as long as I’m able to get a good 
sponsorship and be able to make a liv- 
ing at it and still be able to enjoy it. 

So what do you think you'll enjoy 
most next year aboard your new 
KTMs? 

Just being able to go out and ride on 
good race courses - courses that are 
marked well and courses that the club 
actually went out and spent some time 
on and made challenging. Some of the 
District 37 stuff is all on existing trails.

They don't use any imagination. Some 
of the ones out of state where the clubs 
really do a good job, I really look for- 
ward to go up there and riding. They're 
an awful lot of fun. 

Who are your biggest sponsors? Are 
you going to be with most of them next 
year? 

I've been really fortunate. Almost all the 
sponsors that I've had, I've had for quite 
a few years. Except for bike companies 
where I switched. I've got to really say 
thanks to Team Green for this last year 
and Moose, Smith goggles, Bieffe Hel- 
mets, Dunlop tires, Dunlopad brakes, 
Scotts for steering dampeners, F&L fuel 
for the gas, Renthal for the sprockets 
and the handlebars, White Brothers for 
air filters and BRP for shark fins and all 
the other little machined goodies that he 
made. Acerbis plastic, and one of my 
main ones, Pro Circuit, 'cause those 
guys really put in a big effort by going 
above and beyond a lot of times to make 
sure I had stuff. They were always will- 
ing to go test to make things better. I've 
really got to say thanks to Bones (Jim 
Bacon). He's been a big help. I've got to 
really say thanks to my wife. She's real- 
ly helped me out in a lot of ways. And 
also to Mountain (Tim Gill, Zit’s 
mechanic) for coming to all the races 
and helping me pit at every race and 
helping me with things of that nature. 
They're a couple people that really 
helped me out a lot and I wouldn't be 
here without them. 

When it's all over and you're done rac- 
ing, how do you want to be remem- 
bered? 

Just as someone who went out and had 
a good time. People know that I tried 
hard and that I was just nice to every- 
body, I think. A lot of people tell me that 
I'm easy to come up and talk to, while a 
lot of the other racers can't do that. 
They're too busy or they frown on them 
or something. I think that's a good qual- 
ity that I have. CN

s a Pro-Am racer, little-known 
ДА“ Windham from Baton 

Rouge, Louisiana, captured the 
attention of the factory teams when he 
basically came from out of nowhere and 
nearly beat all of the fastest 125cc Nation- 
al stars in a moto at Highpoint Raceway 
in Pennsylvania, at a young 17 years of 
age. That moment of brilliance essentially 
led to a factory ride from Team Yamaha 
and a year later, Windham responded by 
earning the AMA Western Regional 
125cc Supercross Championship and fin- 
ishing second in the AMA 125cc National 
Motocross series. 

Serious, cool-headed and smart, 
Windham is destined for stardom. 1997 
sees Windham defending his crown in 
supercross and striving for the number- 
one plate in the outdoor nationals, 
before moving up to the competitive 
250cc class for the 1998 season. 

Your situation in racing is very 
unique in Louisiana - an area with very 
few, if any, motocross tracks in the 
vicinity. How did you deal with that? 





= 





There is now like one track, or two, 
to ride here, but they’re pretty ridicu- 
lous to ride. Lap times are really short, 
so to do a moto, you have to go around 
and around and around. We just trav- 
eled a lot from the start. There were a lot 
more tracks back in the days when 
motorcycles were cheaper and there 
were a lot more people into it. As far as 
our state is concerned, it kind of died 
down a little bit, but now it is on the rise 
again, but the tracks are just a bit small. 
It’s a mellow scene because it is just a lot 
of people having fun with it. We just did 
a lot of traveling. In grade school, we 
were gone every weekend and always 
traveling to Texas and Florida or Geor- 
gia or whatever. My parents have been 
very supportive. 

Did Trampas Parker (who is also from 
Louisiana) deal with the same situa- 
tion? 

I'm not too sure. I knew him a little bit 
when I was just a kid, but we are good 
friends now and I’ve known him for 
quite a while. 

I was at the Las Vegas NMA World 
Mini Grand Prix in 1992 and I remem- 
ber watching you ride. You were just a 
young, small, skinny kid who was 





doing well in the 80cc classes. At that 
point in time, did you realize that you 
had the potential to go this far in the 
sport? 

I didn't really know what to think back 
then. I was always taking it seriously. 
It's been my whole life and I've never 
really done anything else. But you just 
never really know because such a small 
percent really ever make it, so you're 
just praying, you know? But that was 
definitely the goal and that was definite- 
ly what I wanted to do, but until that 
time comes, it is so far away. When you 
turn pro, you just don't want to sit there 
and say you're going to make it because 
things can really turn right around on 
you. 

The American Amateur Intermediate 
classes seemed to be a great transition 
into the professional classes - and onto 
the bigger bikes - for you. Any truth to 
that? 

Yeah, I think all the levels are pretty 
good. I spent a fair amount of time at 
each level, starting out so young. I was 
able to ride every year in each age group 
because I entered each level as the 
youngest rider and left it as one of the 
oldest. It is a good system and you can

progress at a good level. You can take it 
fast and progress fast, or just go through 
at your own pace. Or you can go pro 
and learn it all at once (laughter). When 
you get there, it can definitely be over- 
whelming. You get there and have to 
learn all of the new steps because it is 
definitely a new ball game. 

You were a member of Team Green for 
nearly your entire amateur career 
weren't you? 

Yeah, I was with them from my days on 
60s all the way up to my start as a pro- 
fessional. 

Were they a little bit heartbroken when 
you left for Yamaha? 

No, not really. There just wasn't a place 
on the team for me back when Robbie 
(Reynard) was the 125cc guy. There just 
really wasn't room. At the time, I felt it 
would have been good to stay, but I am 
definitely happy with the situation I 
have now. It was just one of those deals 
that didn't work out. 

In 1994, you shocked the collective 
American motocross scene when, as a 
Pro-Am rider, you came within one lap 
of winning the first moto at Mount 
Morris. What do you remember about 
that race? 

I remember everything (laughter). I just 
basically - I don't even know how I got 
the holeshot - I was so nervous. But 
anyway, I got the holeshot and just put 
my head down and went. Everything 
was going so great - you couldn't ask for 
anything better. The only thing bad was 
that it was taking 100 percent - every- 
thing out of me. At such a young age - 
and I don't want to make excuses for 
anything - I think that was the best race 
I could have possibly done. With the sit- 
uation, I just wasn't physically fit. I was 
coming from racing amateur events 
where you're running just four to five 
laps, and here I am running a 30-minute 
moto, and with the pressure of Doug 
Henry behind me, it was just over- 
whelming. It was good for me.to know 
that I could do it, but it was also good 
for me that I didn't win because it made 
it real hard on me and I realized how 
hard I was going to have to work for it. 
Was it a real shock for you? You obvi- 
ously did quite well in that moto, but 
what else about being a professional 
surprised you in the races to follow? 
Was it the pace or the aggressive rid- 
ing? 

A little bit of everything. It is definitely 
aggressive and you have to get into the 
rhythm of that and the pace is fast. Any- 
body can ride that pace for a few laps, 
but it matters how fast you are riding 
after 25 minutes. At the last meet this 
year at Steel City, when (Steve) Lamson 
and.I were battling so good, we were 
turning faster lap times on the last lap of 
the race than we were on the first. 

You entered the professional ranks the 
next season - the year after Robbie 
Reynard. As we all know, Robbie faced 
a lot of pressure and challenges when 
he first turned pro. Did you worry 
about that at all, or could you feel any 
differences between what you faced as 
opposed to Robbie? 

I think Robbie made more of a splash 
when he first entered. I think there was 
a lot more pressure and fanfare for him. 
I just kind of came in slow and went for- 
ward with it and I am real happy with 
the way I entered the pro ranks. There 
was a big difference between the two of 
us. It's hard to say really because I don't 
really know the situation all that well, 
but I came in with no pressure on me. 











For the most part, I am happy because I 
wanted to win and put the pressure on 
myself. I knew it was going to take some 
time, and I’m real happy with the way it 
worked out. 

How did you wind up with Team 
Yamaha? 

Mount Morris kind of turned everybody 
on to me. Yamaha started talking to me 
and came down to Loretta Lynn’s to 
watch me ride, and I felt that they had 
the best program for me at the time and 
I feel it has definitely worked out for the 
best. I think Mount Morris kind of trig- 
gered it - and then they went to all of 
my amateur races and it all worked out. 

Yamaha, which just signed you to a 
long-term contract, obviously has a lot 
of faith in you. To me, It seems like 
they are building the future of the 
team around you. Can you tell us about 
the team? 

Yeah, I'm glad I was able to get there at 
a young age. I have a lot of confidence 
in the team and the bike and all that, 
and I know I can win on it. In fact I 
think anyone can win on it. The team 
itself is just perfect. We all get along and 
they are great guys - every single one of 
them. It's nice to be racing with them at 
a young age and to be able to build with 
them and do some winning for Yamaha. 
The guys all deserve it because each one 
of them works so hard. It is really good 
to be with someone the entire time 
because I'm not really into moving. 
There might come a time when it is bet- 
ter to move, but I'm real happy right 
now. 

How influential has Bob Hannah been 
on you career and results? Is he really 
helpful to the team? 

Yes, he is. He is always there for any 
questions that we may have or anything 
we need. When I first came in, he was 
real helpful because of all he has been 
through and all he has done. He might 
not be at the races as much anymore, 
but he always calls and checks on us to 
see how everything is going, or to go 
riding. He is a real good friend. 

From the two years you were team- 
mates, how well did you and Damon 
Bradshaw get along? 

Bradshaw was, to me, very good. I have 
no problems with him. With both of us 
flying airplanes, we never really talked 
about racing. A lot of the time when we 
were hanging out on a Saturday at an 
outdoor National, we would go to an air 
museum. We both had a few interests 
that kind of kept our racing at the track. 
That was good for me, to relax on Satur- 
day and kick back and got my mind off 
the race for a.few hours. I take things

really seriously and get pretty nervous 
at times and definitely start thinking 
about the race a little too early. So it 
was good for me to get out and not 
think about racing, so we got along real 
well because of that. I guess I would 
like it if he were still on the team - but 
I'm not sure what he has going on for 
next year. ` 

I get the feeling that you are surround- 
ed by very good people at Yamaha and 
that they are being careful to let your 
career develop at a comfortable pace. 
Would you agree? 

Yeah, definitely. Each one of us gets 
along great. That is what I like about it, 
because like what you touched upon 
earlier, with not having a lot of close 
friends anymore because you have to 
jump on an airplane and leave every 
couple days, it is kind of hard. Some- 
times Dowdy (John Dowd) will come 
out and stay at the house, or Doug 
(Henry) will come out, or the mechanics 
and everybody, and we all go out after 
the races. It is good to be able to do that. 
Me and my mechanic (Alley Seymar) 
probably have the best relationship of 
all because we just bought a house 
together, so it all works out really well. 
These things have made it a lot easier on 
me from a lifestyle perspective. 

1996 has been a pretty amazing year for 
you, hasn't it? 

Yes, there are a few things I would like 
to work on after looking back on it. It 
was the first real outdoor year for me. I 
definitely learned a lot, getting out and 
racing with Lamson. There were seven 
tracks this year that I have never ridden, 
but all in all, I am extremely happy. I 
wouldn't want to complain a bit and I 
definitely think I got my feet wet and 
learned some new things that will be 
great for next year. 

Your results in the Nationals were out- 
standing. You and Lamson won all 13 
AMA. Nationals. In fact, you won the 
last four motos of the season, beating 
Lamson heads-up at Steel City. Do you 
expect to win the 1997 AMA 125cc 
National Championship? 

(Pause) Of course that is the goal and it 
is a long way away. But what can you 
say about Lamson? He has the experi- 
ence, the talent and the speed, so I def- 
initely have my work cut out for me. I 
think it is going to be good racing. 
Regardless of how fast I am going, he 





is always going to be there and, 
depending on the track and how I am 
feeling, he is going to be there. It is 
going to come down to being in shape 
and two 35-minute motos and just 
being on top of things. It is going to be 
great racing all the way through. I 
don't think we will know halfway 
through the season. 

Your supercross season also went real- 
ly well, but I got the feeling that you 
put more emphasis on the outdoors. 
Do you have a preference between the 
two? 

I feel that the Nationals take more con- 
centration. Supercross comes a little eas- 
ier to me. I feel smoother on the track 
and the motos are only 16 laps on the 
125s - it's just a little bit easier. I like 
them both, but as long as I'm riding a 
motorcycle, it doesn't matter to me. I 
think you have to be in better shape in 
outdoor motocross. 

Many motocross insiders are predict- 
ing that you and Sebastien Tortelli will 
be the next riders to dominate the 
sport. What's your take on that? 

I have never even met the guy. I've 
heard a lot about his racing - at the 
Motocross des Nations and all that. It 
sounds like he is on his way. I think that 
no matter where somebody comes from, 
there is always going to be somebody 
who is as fast. We are riding so close to 
the edge, that a fraction of a second is 
precious at the end of a moto. I guess he 
is on his way over and I think he will 
definitely be one of the guys to beat, but 
as far as ruling the sport in the future, I 
love that. I guess that is everybody's 
goal, and that is what I am working to 
do. I know it will be very hard, but I 
would love to be able to live up to that 
statement. 

How do you feel about all the French 
racers coming to America to race? 

It is a little bit hard to even get to know 
them. At the race, you are not really 
there to stand around and talk - you are 
there concentrating. I think it is good 
that they are here. It doesn't matter to 
me, it is just another guy I have to beat. 
It doesn't matter where they're from, 
you don't think of who is from where. 
You just have to go out there and do 
your job. 

Do you think that the "top five in GP 
motocross are ineligible for AMA 125cc 
Supercross" rule is a bit sketchy? 





It's hard to say, really. I know to me - I 
have a year of experience - it doesn't 
matter personally. I also know that the 
125cc class is the beginning step - to 
learn. It is good for the guys coming up 
in the future. It always seems like 
they're making a new rule to change 
things. 

How did you feel when you first start- 
ed riding in the stadiums? You show 
up and there are 55,000 fans up in the 
stands. Does that affect you at all? 
Does it intimidate you? 

You know, that is just a part of it that 
makes this job so tough. There are a lot 
of eyes and lights and cameras - and just 
the whole thing. Riding professionally, 
it all ties into one. The crowd doesn't get 
as intimidating as the competition. Like 
this year, once I got out front, I enjoyed 
riding in front of the crowd. 

What do you have planned for the 
European and Asian Supercross sea- 
son? з 

This being my first full year, and after 
riding both the 125cc and 250cc in 
Supercross this year, I plan to ride the 
events in Japan and then try to lay low a 
little bit and get myself back on track 
(Windham won the Osaka, Japan, 
Supercross). I want to take a little bit of 
time off and take some vacation before 
the American season starts up in Janu- 
ary. I just got back from Hawaii where I 
just took it easy for a week. I went surf- 
ing and did all the tourist stuff - it was'a 
lot of fun. 

Were you happy to hear the U.S. team 
won the Motocross des Nations Cham- 
pionship back? 

Yes, that is definitely good. I felt really 
good about that. I did good in the last 
couple of races and I felt good that I was 
able to run with the guys that did so 
well over there. It is good for the United 
States, as well. It is great that we won it 
back after going over there the last two 
years and having one problem or anoth- 
er. 

Would you like to ride on the team 
next year? That very well could have 
been you out there on the team. 

Yes, I’d love to do that. It seems like a 
lot of fun. I don't really know all the 
details of doing it - I’m sure that there is 
a lot more to it than meets the eye. But I 
would definitely love to do it. It would 
be an honor to be one of the top three 
guys to represent the country. ex

CUZCO, PERU, NOV. 12-19 

hat were Jimmy Lewis, 
Kevin Hines, Chris Smith, 
(Aaron Yates and Mark 
McDaniel also swapped their 
road race machines for dirt 
bikes) and ESPN’s Jerry Bernardo doing 
in Peru white-water rafting, riding don- 
keys and getting downright dirty in the 
jungle? They were just a few of the rid- 





‚ ers from around the world who compet- 


ed in the Acerbis Italia Incas Rally 1996. 

Taking first place in the rally were 
Lewis and Arnoldo Nicoli, who were 
one of the many two-man teams com- 
peting in the unique event. The duo led 
from the first day and never looked 
back. 

“Tt was great that our points lead was 
such that we were able to have some 
fun,” Lewis says about his win. 

Smith and Bernardo rode consistent- 
ly the entire five-day event and nabbed 
second overall. However, in somewhat 
of a surprise, it was the road racers 
turned dirt bikers, Yates and McDaniel, 
who claimed the final podium position. 

“I had a lot of doubt about coming to 
Peru, but now that I’ve experienced it, I 
want to do it again,” Yates said. 

“Rally participants were treated to 
the mystical Peruvian scenery, able to 
participate in some friendly competition 
and test their riding and physical abili- 
ties in a relaxed atmosphere,” explained 
Bill Berroth, vice president of Acerbis 
USA and the rally’s primary promoter. 

The rally started outside Cuzco, Peru 
(which is more than 10,000 feet above 
sea level in the Andes), with a an 18.6- 
mile, three and a half-lap special test. 

“The first test was pretty basic,” 
Hines said. However, the second test of 
the day, the-donkey race, would test the 
participants' patience. 

“Our donkey wasn't very stubborn,” 


Lewis said-about'his winning burro. ~ 


Other riders*weren’t as Tacky. Smith and 


Bernardo's donkey decided that taking a 











nap would be more fun. The 
EBSCO Suzuki team of Yates and 
McDaniel figured out their mule 
early on to claim second place. 

"If we gently coaxed our don- 
key and rubbed its ears, he would 
cooperate," they explained. "This 
strategy helped us get through the 
course a lot faster." 

Racing resumed the next day 
with a similar 18.6-mile special 
test in the morning, and again the 
afternoon presented another non- 
traditional test - white-water raft- 
ing. 
Simple, right? "It would have 
been easy, but we had to load our 
motorcycles onto the raft with 
us," Hines pointed out. Luckily, 
all of the bikes made it down the ° 
Urubamba River dry, something 
that can't be said about the riders, 
who had to load and unload their 
own machines. 

The world-famous Machu Picchu 
ruins were the backdrop for the next 
special test and Hines was crowned as 
the fastest racer to the top of the Andes - 
a first in Peruvian history. 

Even though the awe-inspiring ruins 
captivated the riders, it was the jungle 
portion of the rally that was the most 
memorable. The three-hour mud-fest 
tested riding abilities, as well as, the rid- 
ers' ability to work as a team. Not only 
did riders have to get their mud-soaked 
motorcycles and bodies across two 
bridges that were made from two or 
three logs each, but they had to ride 
their bikes up a vertical embankment 
that was slicker than ice. 

“Thad to help so many guys get their 
bikes up the hill," Lewis said. 

“If I didn't get their bikes out of the 
way, I couldn't get mine through. Ten- 
sions were definitely running high at 
the bridges." 

“Tt took at least three to five riders to 
get just one motorcycle up the slippery 
hillsides," McDaniel said. "Plus, if you 
didn't help the other riders, no one 
would help you get your bike up. Even

though this test was really tough, it was 
the best part of the race." 

Another unusual riding event took 
place at the jungle's airport. Since there 
is only one flight a day, the rally staff 
were able to use the airport to lay out a 
makeshift road-race course. Two riders 
at a time raced in the single-elimination 
road test. It was no surprise that the 
final pitted Yates against McDaniel, 
with Yates as the eventual winner. 

The event concluded at a beach-side 
resort. There was only one special test, 
which left plenty of time for riders to 
enjoy the sun and ride on the miles of 
deserted white sand. All of the riders 
agreed that the rally was a smashing 
success. 

"Even though this wasn't as grueling 
as a Six Days or Dakar rally, it was a lot 
of fun and I'd definitely do it again," 
Lewis concluded. CN

uzuki's tech briefing of 
the TL1000S was nearly 
complete, but the ques- 
tions were still there, hanging in 
| midair in search of a response: Did 
Suzuki have plans to race its new V- 
"twin sportbike? Would we soon see а 
'TL1000S racing in the superbike wars? 
| "We see lots of potential to race with 
| this engine," the translator said - with 
an emphasis on engine - after each and 
every engineer had looked at each 
other, one waiting for another to 
respond. 

And so we are left to wait and see 
what racing plans Suzuki has with its 
aimed-at-Ducati (and now Honda) V- 
twin sportbike, the TL10005. In the 
meantime, we have a pretty damn 
good street bike to contemplate. 

Overall, the TL1000S has been- a 
fairly well-kept secret. While rumors 
of a new V-twin sportbike from Suzuki 
filtered through now and then, most 
dismissed them for what they were - 
rumors. After all, Suzuki had just 
come out with an all-new GSXR750, 
and a totally redone GSXR600 was also 
on the way. If Suzuki had a V-twin on 
the horizon, certainly it wouldn't be 
out until 1998, maybe 1999. But Suzuki 
apparently wasn't planning on falling 
behind on this one. 

The TL1000S' was designed, built 
and produced in a relative veil of 
secrecy and then unveiled via press 
photos in publications to potential 
consumers. The pictures weren't so 
shocking. It was red and had a half 
fairing, proudly showing its 996cc V- 
twin engine and the aluminum trusses 
of its chassis, not to mention some 
strange-looking  rear-suspension 
device tucked neatly behind the frame 
on the right side. The surprises came 
from the spec sheet. The TL1000S was 
fuel-injected. The shocker, though, 
came later - the TL1000S carried a 
price tag of only $8999. Or 13,770,000 
in lire? x 

Recently a horde of the world's 
motorcycling press was invited to 
sunny Florida to sample the TL1000s 
in the high-speed atmosphere of the 
Homestead Motorsports Complex and 
the tedious 45-mph zones of highway 
ATA, 140 miles of T-shirt stands, tiki 











bars and flea markets leading into and 
through the picturesque Florida Keys 
and ultimately to Key West, the south- 
ernmost tip of the continental United 
States. 

Our two days began with the road 
ride, a small group of Americans, Aus- 
tralians and Canadians complaining 
their way through the Keys, anticipat- 
ing how wonderful life would be the 
following day on the Homestead race 
track. 

While the Florida Keys offer plenty 
for the sun-seeking tourist, fishermen, 
or lushes-in-training, it offers nothing 
for the sportbike-toting journalist. The 
road itself is slow, straight and down- 
right boring. In this atmosphere, the 
TL1000S proved itself to be a rather 
ordinary motorcycle. That many miles 
without the twists and turns of a good 
mountain road will make any sport- 
bike seem uncomfortable and wrist 
numbing, and with nothing else to fill 
the mind you end up noticing things 
that ordinarily would go unnoticed if 
there was any fun to be had. Little 
things like not being able to find neu- 
tral easily at a stop, gear changes that 
seem clunky and not refined, a seat 
that's a tad too hard... 

My judgments on this motorcycle 
would have to wait another day. The 
A1A proved only one thing: that this 
group of well-mannered journalists 
could get through south Florida with- 
out even a single speeding ticket, 
déspite a lurking patrol car on seem- 
ingly every corner.

What a difference a day makes as 
speeding around Homestead quickly 
healed all of the Suzuki's wounds. ` 

It was on the 2.2-mile race track 
that the TL1000S started to shine. The 
first thing you notice while trying to 
get up to speed on the TL is that its 
power is truly linear. The big V-twin 
makes power from the get-go and con- 
tinues to do so all the way to redline. 
Flat spots? They don't exist. Wrong 
gear choice? No worries. The power is 
smooth and plentiful enough so that 
fourth gear in a second-gear corner 
isn't the predicament that it can be on 
a higher-revving four-cylinder. There 
was no bogging, or lurching, just a 
constant pull that quickly gets the 
TL1000S back to where you should

have had it in the first place: 

The power and pull comes directly 
from the 90-degree, V-twin engine and 
its Suzuki Ram Air Direct (SRAD) 
induction system. The design of the 
TL's powerplant features four valves 
per cylinder, downdraft cylinder 
heads and an extremely short stroke of 
66mm for its 98mm bore. The arrange- 
ment puts the TL at 996cc with a bore 
and stroke ratio of 0.673:1 and big 
valves: 40mm intake (positioned 14 
degrees from vertical) and 33m 
exhaust (positioned 15 degrees from 
vertical) while the stems themselves 
are 5.5mm. The short-stroke design 
also allows for a reduced cylinder 
height, with connecting rods situated 
side by side (using only two main 
bearings) on a single journal. Like the 
new GSXRs, the TL's cylinders are 
SCEM plated. 

The double-overhead cams work 
directly on bucket tappets and 
adjustablity is handled by shims 
which are positioned directly under 
those buckets. The cams are driven by 
a combination of gears and chains, 
allowing for the shorter design of the 
cylinder heads. For more simplified 
lash adjustment, the cams can be 
removed without touching the cam 
chain. 

Although the design of the valve- 
train is nothing new, the cam-drive 
system is somewhat unique. In an 
effort to keep the cylinder-head height 
and the weight low, Suzuki engineers 
have combined both systems of cam- 
drive design. The cams on the TL are 
driven from underneath by a centered 
idler shaft with a chain running 
between each idler shaft and an inter- 
mediate shaft (gear-driven off the 
right side of the crankshaft). Because 
the idler shaft turns at half crank 











speed, the cam drive gear and the cam 
gears can be the same size and run 1:1 
with a much smaller diameter than a 
more conventional cam sprocket. Since 
the gears are smaller, the cylinder 
height can be reduced. Without the 
cam chain being routed over the 
camshaft sprockets, cam removal is 
also simplified. To help eliminate 
backlash and reduce mechanical noise, 
each camshaft gear and primary gear 
drive gear are split and spring loaded. 

Like most ram-air systems, the TL’s 
system increases airbox inner pressure 
as speeds increase to improve cylinder 
charging and power output. At low 
rpm, a flapper valve (which opens 
fully from 4000 rpm up and is 70 per- 
cent closed at any rpm under that) 
reduces the intake area to increase air 
velocity, thus improving charging at 
low speeds and further aiding throttle 
response. 

While the power of the TL is a 
direct result of the big V-twin engine, 
the smoothness of that power can be at 
least partially attributed to the Suzu- 
ki's fuel-injection system. The dual- 
stage system is controlled by an 
engine-management system, working 
hand in hand with digitally mapped 
ignition timing and the aforemen- 
tioned ram-air system. Thanks to sen- 
sors reading faster than Evelyn Wood, 
the fuel-injection system automatically 
compensates for cold starts, high alti- 
tude, ambient temperature and the 
ram-air induction by monitoring 
engine coolant temperature, atmos- 
pheric pressure, intake-air tempera- 
ture and intake-air pressure. Asyn- 
chronous injection compensates for 
acceleration and deceleration. 

Instead of packaging the twin 
exhaust pipes under the seat like the 
Ducati V-twins, the TL's big pipes exit

in the more conventional manner from 
underneath. The large-volume alu- 
minum mufflers will likely be the first 
thing consumers will want to change 
as the TL doesn’t come close to rever- 
berating the romantic sounds of a 
Ducati; instead, it purrs more like an 
overbored DR650. 

Once up to speed, I concentrated on 
smooth and precise downshifts from 
top gear to second gear for Home- 
stead's tightest corner, fearing rear 
wheel lock if shifting down any other 
way. That was a misconception on my 
part. Letting the clutch out after rapid- 
fire downshifts was met with a steady 
transition and absolutely no concern 
of pending rear-wheel deceleration 
backlash, thanks entirely to sprag-type 
clutch system. Upshifting through the 
six-speed transmission was also 
smooth and precise, doing away with 
the concerns of the previous day's 
street excursion. 

The brakes, too, proved entirely 
adequate. When Suzuki engineers 
were questioned as to their choice of 
four-piston Tokico calipers rather than 
the six-piston option, they said that 
the four-piston units were all that 
were needed. After a day on the track, 
it was hard to argue with them. Com- 
bined with the dual 320mm discs, the 
four-piston Tokico's performed well 
all day long and never required any 
adjustment or bleeds. The TL1000S 
also uses a twin-piston caliper and a 
single 220mm disc at the rear. 

Handlingwise, the TL1000S also 
shined at the гасе track. Ground clear- 
ance is plentiful with only the footpeg 
feelers touching pavement in some of 
Homestead's tight left-handers. The 
TL tracked well in both fast and slow 
corners, was plenty stable at top speed 
and remained well planted under 
heavy braking with the front end 
showing no tendency toward exces- 
sive dive (at 55.7 inches, the TL's 
wheelbase is 15mm longer than the 
GSXR750s). Steering had a neutral feel

to it and the bike didn't have the 
annoying urge to want to stand up at 
any point while cornering. In all, the 
bike is confidence inspiring, and easy 
to ride at a quick pace. 

Suzuki set out to make the TL's 
chassis compact, lightweight and 
rigid. They seem to have pulled if off 
via an aluminum truss frame that is 
quite different in appearance than 
what most of us are used to. The frame 
uses hollow castings at the steering 
head and swingarm pivot, joined 
together by trusses constructed of 
extruded tubes and forged pieces. It's 
the combination of oblong and oval 
tubes that give the TL's chassis a 
unique appearance, another factor that 
led Suzuki to fit the bike with only the 
half fairing rather than the full cover- 
age of the GSXRs. 

The stock settings on the suspen- 
sion were fairly close to being right for 
this 150-pound tester, and Suzuki 
technicians only increased the 
rebound and decreased the compres- 
sion on the rear to help eliminate a 
slight rear-end hop under acceleration. 
The changes to the rear suspension 
cured the problem. Those alterations 
and a change from the Metzeler rec- 
ommended rear tire pressure of 36 
pounds down to a better race track 
pressure of.32 pounds were all that we 
made. 

The rear suspension package on the 
TL1000S truly separates it from any- 
thing else on the market. Instead of 
using the standard .rear-linkage/ 
shock-absorbing system used by the 
others, Suzuki opted to try something 
different - a rotary damper design. The 
result is a system that relies on two 
separate linkages (allowing for sepa- 
rate linkage ratios), one of which can- 





















nects the swingarm to the rotary 
damper unit and another that connects 
to the remote spring. The remote 
spring. is situated on the right side of 
the TL, next to the rear cylinder of the 
V-twin. Suzuki claims that the use of 
two linkages results in better reaction 
to small bumps and road irregularities 
throughout the full range of rear 
wheel travel (which is five inches), 
delivering a smoother ride and better 
traction. Additionally, since the rotary 
damper has no exposed moving parts 
or sliding.seals (the whole thing is 
contained in a cast-aluminum hous- 
ing), Suzuki claims that stiction is si 
nificantly reduced. Also, the housing 
has more surface area and dissipates 
heat better than a conventional shock- 
absorber body, delivering more con- 
stant damping performance, according 
to Suzuki. Damping is controlled the 
normal way and rebound and com- 
pression damping can be externally 
adjusted - with the damping control 
device positioned next to the rotary 
damper’s vane chamber. It should 
_prove to be more sensitive to adjust- 
ment than a standard shock. 

One concern with the rotary design 
is that it is non-serviceable, leading 
one engineer to say, “Don’t worry, you 
don’t need to service.” 

Up front, the Suzuki uses an invert- 
ed 43mm fork with external controls to 
adjust spring preload, compression 
damping and rebound damping - it’s 
basically a GSXR750 front fork. 

As always, beauty are in the eye of 
the beholder and there are certain to 


be varied opinions on the styling of 
the TL1000S. Most of those variations 
will likely have to do with the half 
fairing, undoubtedly chosen by the 
engineers to show off their handiwork. 
The half fairing features the big holes 
up front that signify ram-air induction 
and the radiator is completely hidden 
up high. Like the GSXRs, the tank on 
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the TL is hinged at the rear, allowing 
for easy access to the airbox and air- 
cleaner element. The instrument clus- 
ter is very similar to those used on the 
new GSXRs, displaying some of its 
information in LCD format. 
Conversation of the new Suzuki 
won't pass without mention of the 
Ducati 916. And soon that conversa- 


tion will include Honda's all-new 
VTR1000S. How the three stack up is 
an argument for another day, but one 
thing is certain: Suzuki's press kit 
describes its newest creation as "a rare 
engineering masterpiece. Innovative. 
Creative. Functionally superior and 
emotionally appealing." And they're 
not far off. CN

AMA/Suzuki National Trail Ride Series

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LAS VEGAS, NV, NOV. 29-30 
eading for the hills on the day 
after Thanksgiving is getting 
to be as traditional as roasted 
turkey and candied yams. 
After 13 years, the Los 
Angeles-Barstow-to-Vegas 
dual sport ride has established itself as 
the thing to do to work off the first large 
meal of the holiday season, and more 
than 300 riders turned out to tackle this 
year’s 425-mile trek from the outskirts of 
Los Angeles to the glamor and glitter of 
the Las Vegas strip. 

Unlike previous years, which began 
with a day-one run through the tree- 
lined trails of the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains, this year’s event was desert all the 
way from the start in Lancaster to the 
overnight stop in the high-desert town 
of Barstow and on to the outskirts of Las 
Vegas. Another change was that the 
event had turned into a Toys For Tots 
benefit, which meant that underprivi- 
leged children would get almost as 
much fun out of the ride as the dual 
sporters who tackled the course. 

As day one’s 250-plus riders began 
leaving the starting line at Rider’s 
Choice in Lancaster shortly after 7 a.m., 
they ran headlong into a very big - and 
somewhat unwelcome - part of the after- 
Thanksgiving tradition - frigid tempera- 
tures and an icy wind that had them 
wrapped up in long woolly underwear 
and hunkered down in the saddle as 
they followed pavement to the edge of 
town and then began the chilly dash 
down a straight dirt road. 

"It was so cold you could feel your 
nose dribbling, but it was still fun,” said 
Tom Webb, who tackled the course on a 
Suzuki DR250. 

The long straightaways continued

almost all the way to Mojave, where the 
trail turned onto the main highway 
toward Tehachapi, then headed back 
into the dirt for the first easy /hard split. 

Riders who chose the easy trail were 
treated to a roller coaster jaunt along the 
service road for the Los Angeles Aque- 
duct that took them all the way to the 
next check at the Jawbone Canyon store. 
The rest of the riders had their work cut 
out for them on the opening section of 
the hard-way trail, which had them 
scrambling and clawing their way up a 
steep slope. 

“There were guys sprawled all over 
that hill, but it was worth it if you made 
it to the top,” said Jim Woods. “The 
uphill was followed by a superb section 
of single-track. The views were great 
and all the trees were white and frosty.” 

The 70-year-old duo of Jesse Gold- 
berg and Cal Bottum declared the 
mountaintop trail as their favorite part 
of day one.

“Jesse made that trail years ago when 
he was laying out the Prospectors’ 
Enduro,” said Bottum, who is an old 
hand when it comes to riding LA-B-to-V 
courses. 

“It must’ve been way back in the 
1950s,” Goldberg said. “It was a lot of 
fun to ride it again. Of course, we 
always have a great time on this event 
and we do all the hard ways.” 

The riders hit another easy / hard 
split soon after they left Jawbone. 
"Easy" meant an up-and-down scram- 
ble through the foothills, with the occa- 
sional rutted-out uphill to raise the body 
temperature. "Hard" meant another 
uphill of the way-more-grueling kind. 

"The hard ways definitely weren't 
for the average dual sporter. He would 
have trouble and work really hard, and 
might not have time to do them both," 
said Larry Woodruff. "With 185 miles to 
do in a day, if you get stuck a few times, 
you end up running out of daylight, but 
anyone who's a B enduro rider or an 
intermediate in the desert would've 
loved the hard ways. I thought they 
were great." 

The trails came together again just 
before the old-style mining town of 
Randsburg, where a MotoWorld camera 
was waiting to record some of the 
action. Many of the riders decided to 
grab a bite to eat, but others dashed on, 
only to hit their brakes hard at the start 


of a long, 30-miles-per-hour section 
through the nearby desert tortoise area. 

“You should've seen those little tor- 
toises. They were so happy to see us. 
There were six or seven of them lined 
up on the side of the trail waving to us 
as we went by," joked Bob Tartter, who, 
like everyone else in the field, knew that 
any tortoise with an ounce of sense 
would be snuggled down in his burrow 
avoiding the cold. “One of them had his 
Moose pants on. Another one was wear- 
ing a pair of Fox gloves." 

"The trail through the tortoise area 
was fun, but it lulled me to sleep and 
suddenly it was, ‘oh heck, a corner,” 
said Tim Pennell. "I was busting up 
laughing and I was laughing too hard to 
stay on the trail. I crashed and broke my 
handguard." 3 

There were far more BLM rangers 
than desert tortoises out and about in 
the open desert and their vehicles made 
handy course markers at the major 








turns, but most of the riders were able to 
stay on course without the BLM's assis- 
tance, thanks to an almost spot-on roll 
chart and bright pink ribbon just around 
each corner to confirm major directional 
changes. 

The tortoise section gave way to a 
wildlife area that was marked by a wire 
gate that had to be opened and shut by 
each group of riders on the way in, and 
another wire gate on the way out. None 
of the riders admitted to seeing any sort 
of wildlife, but most agreed that the 
scenery and the winding, sandy road 
made the gates well worth the few sec- 
onds of bother. 

"That area was lovely," said Bob! 
Tartter. "You were riding along and all 
of a sudden you were in the Garden of 
Eden." 

The Garden of Eden gave way to a 
sand wash and a run down Black's 
Canyon, before the trail picked up a 
series of wide-open dirt roads for the 
run in to the day-one finish at the 
Barstow Motorcycle Center on Main 
Street, where free pizza and a free chain 
lube greeted the riders. 

Tartter, who had hit the trail at 6:15 
a.m., cruised in to the finish before 
noon, but a steady stream of riders did 
not start arriving until almost 3 p.m. 

There were smiles everywhere. 

“1 really enjoyed it because it had a 
mixture of difficult sections and high- 
speed sections, and because it was nice 
to just sit back and ride," said Bob 
Graziano, who was tackling LA-B-to-V 
and an organized dual sport ride for the 
first time. "The maps told me where to 
go, so I didn't have to get lost. At noon 
we were somewhere to have lunch and, 
to top all that off, I personally know 
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about half of the people here. It's very 
pleasant." 

Alan Wright, another first-time dual 
sporter, gave the ride two enthusiastic 
thumbs up. 

^We got to see a lot of interesting 
country. It's nice to be able to go all the 
way out there into the middle of 
nowhere without having to worry about 
getting lost," said Wright, who got à 
rear flat just outside Randsburg and 
actually enjoyed the experience. “The 
guys in the Honda support truck fixed it 
right up for me. Made me feel like a full 
factory guy. That was great." 

American Honda, which has dis- 
patched a support truck for as many 
years as the riders can remember, 
earned a lot of praise for its consistent 
support of LA-B-to-V and for its willing-; 
ness to help out anyone, no matter what 
brand of motorcycle they were riding; 
ATK lent a helping hand for the first 
time, putting two well-equipped riders: 








out on the course with instructions to 
assist anybody who ran into trouble. — * 

One of the happiest riders at the end 
of the first day’s run was Steve Crevier, 
who had parked his Smokin’ Joe’s 
Honda for the weekend and traveled all 
the way from Vancouver, British 
Columbia, to take part in his first-ever 
dual sport run. 

“I started riding motocross when I 
was 15, so I'm used to the dirt, and I 
always wanted to do some sort of desert 
ride," said Crevier, who was aboard a 
Honda XR400 for the day. “It was every- 
thing I expected. I saw some great 
Scenery and I got to throttle it a bit. 
Road riding is fun but it's against the 
law to hang it out and really have fun 
on the street, so it's great to get out in 
the dirt where you can let that aggres- 
Sive side out. 

^My only problem was that I crashed 
before I even made it to the start today," 
said Crevier, with a grin. "I stayed at a 
friend's house near the start last night 
and, when I was riding over this morn- 
ing, I was a little slow to throttle off over 
a piece of sage. I crashed and hurt my 
ribs, but I’m fine." 

ıi The temperature hovered around the 
30-degree mark as the riders began 
heading out of Barstow at the start of 
day two's ride, and the first 50 miles of 
flat, flat, flat powerline road didn't do a 
whole lot to get the blood pumping, but 
the tricky sand-dune section that fol- 
léwed soon made up for it. 

^We went through the Dumont 
Dunes," said ATK pilot Jim Woods. "It 
was extremely sandy - like riding in the 
Sahara Desert. It was like playing in a 

| big sandbox and I loved it, but guys 
were biffing left and right." 

£ The choice after the dunes was 30 
miles of easy pavement or 30 miles of 
rocky fun, bouncing along an old river 
bed, then it was time to head toward the 





California/Nevada border at Whiskey 
Pete's Casino, around the town of Sandy, 
and into the outskirts of Las Vegas on a 
familiar snake-like road that LA-B-to-V 
regulars have come to know and love. 

By 2 p.m., groups of riders were com- 
paring notes at the finish line in the 
parking lot of the Hacienda Hotel and 
none of them seemed to have any com- 
plaints. Those came later, when the rid- 
ers discovered that the Hacienda, which 
was scheduled to close the following 
day for demolition, had shut off some of 
its service a little early. 

"They ran out of soap and toilet 
paper and you had to beg to get a glass 
for a drink,” Jim Woods said. "We knew 
it was going to be torn down so we 
asked if we could ride our bikes through 
the casino, but they said no. Like it 
would really matter if we did." 

Saturday night's banquet-was a roar- 
ing success and so was the prize giving, 
which netted lucky riders everything 
from a brand-new Bell Moto 6 or one of 
five Hondaline helmets, to cans of chain 
lube. Giving away more than $5,000 
worth of merchandise took more than 
three hours, but, when it comes to get- 
ting freebies, the dual sporters were 
happy to throttle back for a while. 

The Bengay Award went to.a rider 
who broke his leg half way through day 
one but continued riding until he 
reached the end of the first day's trail 
anyway, and the Hard Luck Award 
went to the rider of a brand-new 1997 
ATK who, after getting off course and 
being forced to ride down a ravine, 
ended up having to drop his bike off a 
20-foot cliff to get back to civilization. 

^We got a lot of positive comments 
about the ride. Everybody thought it 
was great," said John Siebler, president 
of AMA/ District 37's dual sport divi- 
sion. "Even the BLM said they liked it

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RACER TEST. Tadayuki Okada's Honda NSR500V

onda's policy in racing has 
always been to do things 
differently, and develop- 
ing a V-twin contender to take advan- 
tage of the lower 220-pound weight 
limit for the 500cc Grand Prix class 
(compared to 286-pound limit for fours - 
and 253 pounds for triples) has been no 
exception - even though there were oth- 
ers who had the same idea before them. 
Bimota was first out of the box six 
years ago, when the company produced 
its avant-garde Tesi-framed twin-crank 
V-twin two-stroke, with the added 
sophistication of indirect fuel injection. 
But any ideas the Italian company had 
of going GP racing with the bike were 
quickly squashed - probably when it 
came to the stage of figuring out how 
much it would actually cost to do so. 
Instead, the project was transformed 
into the ground-breaking direct-injec- 
tion Vdue streetbike now about to enter 
production. Not a GP racer: false start. 
Aprilia came next three years ago, 
spurred on by the fact that its own 250cc 
V-twin had by then matched 500cc lap 
times in a race, in Jean-Philippe Rug- 
gia's hands at the 1993 British GP at 
Donington. This time Aprilia saw the 
project through to the race track, with 
the rotary-valve RSV400 that was first 
raced in May of 1994, but in the three 
seasons since has yet to finish on the 
rostrum, despite qualifying several 





times on the front row with some ster- 
ling rides by Loris Reggiani. 

Replacing him for this season with 
Doriano Romboni failed to deliver the 
goods either, putting a question mark 
over Aprilia chief engineer Jan Wit- 
teveen's original idea of building a 
jumped-up 250 that is the same physical 
size and just as nimble as Max Biaggi's 
three-time World Championship-win- 
ning 250. In its current 410cc form, the 
Aprilia doesn't deliver the kind of 
500cc-class horsepower numbers and 
especially not the torque that allows it to 
deal with race traffic, mainly because of 
Witteveen's conscious decision to hold 
back on engine capacity in pursuit of 
revs, so as to make the bike retain the 
feel and handling of a 250. 

But now 1996 has seen the debut of 
the Honda Way to cook a jumbo V-twin, 
and the record books show that it 
works. Tadayuki Okada came within a 
spatter of rain of scoring an upset victo- 
ry for the half-pint Honda in its GP 
debut in Malaysia, and in spite of tire- 
related handling glitches, the single- 
crank reed-valve NSR500V has been on 
the pace almost throughout its proto- 
type year. This in spite of a midseason 
slowdown in development when Okada 
and teammate Shinichi Itoh had to con- 
centrate on pre-Suzuka 8-Hour testing 
with the RC45 four-stroke. 

To cap a thoroughly satisfying sea- 





son which proyed that though HRC did 
it differently, they also did it right, 
Okada first finished a fine second in the 
final GP of the year in Australia - the top 
Honda after the Mick ‘n’ Alex Road 
Show bit the dust - thus earning himself 
seventh place in the 1996 500cc World 
Championship. Then, in a perfect finale 
to the V-twin Honda's development 
year, Okada defeated Doohan and Criv- 
ille on the Honda V-fours, as well as the 
works Yamaha and Suzuki teams, to 
win the final 500cc race of the '96 sea- 
son, the non-championship TBC Big 
Road race at Sugo in November. Mis- 
sion accomplished: The big little twin 
had come good. 

The chance to test ride Okada's 
works NSR500V at Eastern Creek, the 
day after his runner-up finish in the 
Australian GP, underlined just how 
addictively effective the new Honda is - 
but only after I'd ridden Doohan's V- 
four NSR500 first. Stepping off this two- 
wheeled spacecraft after a handful of 
barely controlled laps, during which I 
held the throttle against the stop on the 
twisty Sydney circuit for a total of about 
five nanoseconds, was the best preview 
possible for riding Okada's V-twin. 
From hyperbike hell to Honda heaven, 
in one easy switch. Because the most 
immediate sensation you get after just a 
single lap pedaling Tadi's twin hot on 
the heels of riding Mick's missile is one 





of relief - followed swiftly by exhilara- 
tion. How come? 

Simple really: You're in charge, not 
the bike. 

I'm not ashamed to admit that riding 
a V-four 500cc around a twisty track like 
Eastern Creek, which is better suited to 
a 125, is just plain daunting if you don't 
do it for a profession. Learning the art of 
200-bhp throttle control on a 286-pound 
motorcycle, and coping with the mind- 
altering speed down the straight that a 
twist of the wrist delivers, is something 
few of us who race lesser bikes will hon- 
estly ever be able to accomplish. All 
yours, Mick and Alex. But the V-twin: 
Honda - ah, that's another bowl of noo- 
dles. 

I had a preview of this when I rode 
the RSV400 Aprilia a year ago and got 
seduced by its potent, yet practical per- 
formance. Any bike that pulls a wheelie 
in fourth gear while you're cranked over 
is bound to get your attention, but to do 
so without frightening the hell out of 
you, because you feel you're still in 
command as it does so, is frankly a big 
turn-on. 

But there were two things wrong 
with the Aprilia: One, it was too small 
for a 6-footer like me to feel comfort- 
able on, and two, it pulled monster 
wheelies out of pit lane - or off the grid. 
The Honda addresses both these prob- 
lems. First, there's a launch control 


option (see technical feature) to keep 
you from being passed at the start by 
all the fours you outqualified because 
you can’t control the wheelies. Two, it’s 
500-sized - which is to say that in spite 
of Okada’s relatively close-coupled rid- 
ing position, I felt comfortable on the 
‘Honda. 

It’s taller than the 250-cloned Aprilia, 
and a little longer in the wheelbase, in 
spite of being slightly more compact 
than the Doohan NSR500. This has two 
benefits: There’s more room to move 
about the bike, which makes it easier for 
aibigger rider to work the turns with it 
than on the Aprilia, and it is also a little 
léss eager to aviate the front wheel, 
thanks to the longer wheelbase. But only 
alittle. 

Because the first thing you learn 
when riding the NSR500V is that you 
can't just gas it up wide open out of 
turns - any more than you can the V- 
four, but for a different reason. If you 
do, the V-four will unhook the back 
wheel and high-side you - but the twin 
works the other end of the spectrum 
and will loop the front end in a monster 
wheelie. When HRC started testing the 
bike in earnest, they were surprised to 
discover that even Okada could only 
hold the throttle wide open on the V- 
twin for about 80 percent of the time 
that Doohan and Criville are able to max 
oüt their fours, dépending on the circuit. 

The reason is the awesome amount of 
torque: Crack the throttle to the stop 
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exiting a slow 
corner, even 
when you're (sorta) 
straightened up and flying right - and 
be prepared for a showboat wheelie 
Gary Rothwell would be proud of. You 
soon realize you have to do two things: 
One, short-shift to keep the front wheel 
somewhere near the tarmac, and two, 
play the throttle like a musical instru- 
ment, to get the right kind of drive out 
of a turn. Power wheelies are serious 
fun, but they also lose you time, so 
watch how you twist that wrist. 

Still, the Honda's midrange punch is 
frankly intoxicating: Riding this bike is 
the two-wheeled equivalent of getting 
high on a good bottle of wine. Nice vin- as 
tage - gimme more. It pulls cleanly out 
of any of Eastern Creek's three first-gear 
turns from as low as 6,000 rpm, then 
really packs a punch from just under 
8,000 rpm up to the power peak at | 
10,500 rpm, 1,500 revs lower than the | 
smaller-engined Aprilia: That's when 
you have to modulate the throttle to 
avoid aviating the front wheel. 

The power holds to just on 11 grand, 
but then it falls off steeply - a sort of 
built-in rev limiter on the cylinder port- 
ing, which stops you from overrevving 
it beyond the tolerance of those big pis- 
tons, whose existence you're always 
reminded of by the gruff drone of the 
deep exhaust note. 

Honda isn't worried about getting

try, though. 








to build its 500cc V-twin GP racer, but seeing if it could 

make a twin competitive with a V-four over race distance 
was exactly the kind of technical challenge that HRC engineers 
thrive on. And of course, there’s a precedent for Honda doing it 
differently: Think back to its first-ever two-stroke GP racer, the 
NS500 triple that took Freddie Spencer to his (and Honda's) 
first 500cc World title back in 1983 against the phalanx of fours. 

Honda surely thought about following Aprilia’s route and 
upsizing its NSR250 - but not for long, says HRC's chief engi- 
neer Shigeru Hattori. ^We always wanted to make a full 500cc 
V-twin race bike," he says, "because pushing the frontiers of 
two-stroke GP development, with an extreme power-to-weight 
ratio, was one important reason behind the project." 

But as well as the lessons they'd learn from doing so, 
Honda's main targets in developing the NSR500V were to offer 
a GP racer for sale to customers that delivered high perfor- 
mance at a reasonable purchase price and reduced running 
costs (only two of everything, not four); emphasized ridability 
rather than peak horsepower; offered high cornering speeds 
because of reduced weight and the concentration of mass; and 
allowed Honda to pursue a different application for the technol- 
ogy it had developed on the V-four. 

Okay - why not a V-three Spencer update, then? 

"Cost was a priority, and the V-twin is less expensive for us 
to produce for sale, and for the customer to run, than a triple," 
Hattori says. And with a retail selling price of $96,000 for the 11 
customer NSR500V racers being built for 1997, that's a strong 
argument. Compare that to the $180,000 ROC was forced to 
charge two years ago for the last customer YZR500 Yamaha- 
engined privateer GP bikes built for sale to privateers, thanks to 
the steep cost of the V-four motor. 

But Hattori says Honda also doesn't want to eliminate the 
four-cylinder bikes from the 500cc class, only to provide a viable 
alternative which will add to the spectacle. 

- “Each configuration, V-twin and V-four, has its own advan- 
tages and disadvantages," he says. "The V-four is faster in a 
straight line, while the V-twin can brake later, corner faster and 
even exit a turn quicker, so a battle between these two kinds of 
bikes adds interest for spectators. Our desire is to provide an 
extra ingredient which will make the races more exciting, as 
well as expand the 500cc grids. We will continue to work hard 
on developing the V-four NSR500 in the future - but though to 
be honest, we did not expect our V-twin project to be so compet- 
itive, as well as reliable, so quickly, we do not expect it can ever 
surpass the V-four NSR500 in performance. We are satisfied 
with the maximum power we have obtained this year from the 
V-twin, and now we are working to improve midrange perfor- 
mance. But in any case, power output is not the most important 
aspect of this design: Handling and corner speed are the key 
ingredients." 

It's no coincidence, though, that Hattori-san both was, and 
still 15, HRC's top man in charge of NSR500 V-four develop- 
ment: The V-twin and V-four projects marched side by side 
from the very first, and though some of the HRC engineers 


more power out of the 
bike, says Hattori-san, but 
instead is concentrating on 
improving the midrange 
power delivery - in other 
words, taming that torque 
so you can accelerate out 
of turns wide open in the 
bottom four gears.

But the upside of all 
that torque is that the 
NSR500V is an incredibly 
forgiving bike to ride - 
about as ideal to course- 
learn Eastern Creek with 
Doohan's 
NSR500 was unsuitable. 
The V-twin imparts huge 
confidence so - for exam- 
ple - if you mess up your 
gear pattern and come 
into a turn a gear too low, 
it'll forgive the error and 
let you pull cleanly if frac- 
tionally more slowly out 
of the bend, then resume 
normal service. 

This must make it a great bike to ride 
in traffic, the key area where it surely 
scores over the Aprilia, which is also 
harder to start because both pistons on 
the twin-crank motor fire together, 
unlike the single-crank Honda which is a 
true V-twin. The Italian bike also has less 
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V-four 


working on the project did previously help develop the compa- 
ny's motocross bikes, this was not a factor in the evolution of 
the 500cc V-twin engine design. 

"Originally, we wanted to use the same 112-degree cylinder 
angle as on the NSR500 V-four," he said. “In order to make the 
two machines as similar as possible. But the problem was that 
the exhaust for the bottom cylinder then extended too far back 
behind the rear wheel to meet FIM regulations, and we couldn't 
find a way of preventing this, without making the wheelbase 
too long. So we closed the cylinder angle up to 100 degrees, and 
that's the format we've kept." 

Delivering 135 bhp at 10,500 rpm, the 68 x 68.8mm single- 
crankshaft 499.7cc NSR500V engine has a gear-driven balance 
shaft like the narrower-angle 75-degree NSR250 V-twin, with 
the twin 40mm Keihin powerjet carbs mounted side by side 
behind the upper cylinder, feeding the engine via crankcase 
reed valves and breathing through a sealed carbon airbox fed 
via the central ram-air duct in the fairing nose. The carbs have 
an electronic throttle-position sensor, which works together 
with others monitoring the engine rpm and gear selected to 
vary the ignition curve of the digital CDI, while the operation of 
the RC-valve exhaust valve is also linked to the ignition and 
tachometer. 

Most importantly, too, the ignition can be retarded using a 
switch on the bar to help get the bike off the line without 
pulling the kind of wheelies that have proved such a problem 
on the Aprilia. Okada doesn't like it, however, because he 
thinks acceleration suffers: He prefers to keep the wheel closer 
to the tarmac by working the clutch - one reason the hydraulic 
clutch used at the start of the year was replaced by a cable-oper- 
ated one giving more feel. 

Surprisingly, there's no speed-shifter fitted as standard, even 
though the NSR250 has one. Instead, HRC prefers to incorpo- 
rate the same system they use for this purpose on the V-four 
NSR500, whereby if you crack the throttle back just slightly 
from wide open, it produces the same effect by retarding the 
ignition, allowing you to change up nearly as wide open as with 
a conventional power shifter, but without risking damage to the 
gearbox. In spite of the two big bangs from the meaty 68mm- 
bore cylinders per engine rotation, there's rather surprisingly no 
cush drive in the rear hub: Hattori says Honda tried one at first, 
but Okada asked for it to be removed, because he couldn't feel 
as well what the rear tire was doing, and since doing so they've 
had no problems, so they retained the solid rear end on the cus- 
tomer V-bike. 

Interestingly, HRC never experimented with a slipper 
clutch, since there isn't enough inertia even with the big pistons 
to warrant doing so in a two-stroke application. 

The V-twin motor sits in a fabricated aluminum twin-spar 
frame with comparable dimensions to the V-four chassis: This.is 
a full-size 500, not a 250 on steroids like the Aprilia. A compos- 
ite honeycomb subframe bolts on to the back of the frame for 
the seat, while the bodywork is very similar to the four-cylinder 
NSR's dimensions, making Honda's claim that the NSR500V's 
frontal area and drag coefficient are "similar to machines raced 
in the 250 class" a little hard to understand. But weight has been 
kept commendably close to the V-twin class limit at 227 pounds 
dry, and the engine made as compact as possible, in the inter- 
ests of reducing the wheelbase to just 53.54 inches - shorter than 
some 2505, true. 


midrange punch and requires you to | 
change gear more often to keep up revs 
if you want to dial in more punch. The 
Honda is, dare I say it, the Ducati of the 
500cc GP class: torquey, forgiving, confi- 
dence-inspiring and nimble. Can you 
have a desmo two-stroke? No, thought 
not - but this is the next best thing. 





































But that fantastic motor isn’t the 
Honda's only calling card: The handling 
is brilliant, too. It’s not quite as easy to 
change direction with as the Aprilia, but 
that’s because it’s a slightly bigger bike 
all around, as a handful of laps on 
Ukawa’s works NSR250 later in the day 
reminded me. 


The head angle is 22.5 degrees with 89mm of trail as stan- 
dard, and though Hattori says that the swingarm pivot is not 
adjustable, he admits that Honda has experimented with several 
different engine positions in the frame - up and down for lighter 
handling, back and forth to balance front end grip against rear 
wheel traction - as well as different swingarm lengths and as 
choice of links for the rear Showa shock. The setup chosen for 
the production bike is exactly the same as Okada raced with in* 
the final GP of the season in Australia, when for the first time 
for several races he rode with the smaller 17/63-17 rear Miche- 
lin has specially developed for the bike. Hard work by Michelin» 
has made the smaller tire grip better on a race-long basis - one 
reason Okada and Itoh used the larger 18/67-17 rear from the 
V-four for a good part of the season, in spite of the front-end 
chatter this delivered they tried to max out corner speed. 

“The tire problem was the biggest challenge we had to overs» 
come," Hattori said. "And it was most important to do so, 
because the whole concept of this motorcycle is based around 
increased corner speed compared to the V-four - and without 
the narrower tire, we couldn't achieve this. Also, it was no coin- 
cidence that our best performance with the NSR500V came in” 
Malaysia and Australia, at tracks we had previously tested at. 
This meant we had correct data for these circuits, but in 1997 we 
expect even better results at other tracks, where this season we 
obtained the necessary setup information only during each GP 
weekend." 

Okay, Honda was learning how to dial the bike in at each 
circuit this past season - but apart from a single seizure in the 
second race of the year in Indonesia, the new V-twin has been 
amazingly reliable in its debut year, says Okada's race engineer _ 
Simon Bleasdale - except just once. 

"Typically - it does 4,000 kilometers. (2,480 miles) on the 
dyno with no problems, then everyone sees you have a mechan- 
ical failure in public in a single race, and assumes the bike's a 
load of trouble,” says the ultra-experienced British GP mechan-. 
ic. “In fact, it's riot: That was the only mechanical failure we had 
all year, and it's been almost unbelievably reliable for a bike 
using a brand-new engine design. It's also surprised me in two 
key areas: Carburetion’s a dream - here in Australia we've just 
moved the needle up one click on each carb, and that's been the 
sum total of the changes we've had to make, same as it was at 
Rio and several other tracks. The secret of getting the jetting 
right is the same as in motocross - don't make it too lean. It may 
look to be running rich, but these are big cylinders and you 
want the piston crowns nice and dark. 

"And the other thing is the gearbox. Originally I thought 
we'd need lots of gear ratios because the thing would have a rel- 
atively narrow power band with only 2,000-3,000 revs to play 
with, but it's been quite the reverse. There are two pairs of cir- 
cuits which each had exactly the same gearbox, which is unreal: 
nowadays on a bike that will finish on the rostrum in a 500 GP, 
and the reason is the huge torque and wide spread of power. It's 
so ridable - and that's why it's gone better in races than the 
Aprilia: They built theirs to rev, but ours has mere cubes, more 
torque and more power, which means you can deal with traffic 
better and don't need to worry so much about getting balked in. 
turns. It's just a better all-around package - and it's a dream to 
work on. Ideal privateer's bike - but then you'd expect me to say 
that, wouldn't you?" - 

Well, yes - except that, just maybe, it is. 
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That put the 
NSR500V's mid- 
dleweight build 
into perspective - but compared with 
any four-cylinder 500 it's really easy to 
keep up corner speed, especially on the 
narrower 170-section rear tire same as 
Okada had used the day before. 

You can brake really hard and late 
into a turn with those fantastic Mit- 
subishi carbon brakes, use the stability 
of the relatively conservative steering 
geometry to keep the bike rolling in the 
turn, then try to convince yourself just 
how hard and how early you can gas it 


up on the way out. And I wasn't the 
only guest rider to enthuse about the 
thrill of lifting the front wheel in third 
gear coming onto the main straight. 
Honda heaven. 

Okada has raced with conventional 
cartridge forks fitted to the bike since 
Catalunya, which he says are better over 
the bumps than the 43mm Showa 
upside-downers he used before (as fit- 
ted to the customer bike), with less stic- 
tion and a smoother operation, says race 
engineer Simon Bleasdale. 

It felt fine at my gentler pace, any-

so worthwhile, namely the thumb brake 
he also used to sport on his 250 last 
year. I'm gradually getting the hang of 
using these, but only for standing the 
bike up in a chicane or to get a better 
drive out of a turn, which doesn't seem 
appropriate on a bike like this where 
corner speed is all-important. Still - 
what do I know: He's the guy who fin- 
ished second in the last GP of the '96 
season, not me. 

And it won't be the last time the V- 
twin Honda 500 does that, either - and 
for sure a race victory is in the cards next 
season as well, on the right kind of cir- 








cuit like Shah Alam or Donington. 
Honda's customers will have high hopes 
of top-10 finishes, too - but for the rest of 
us without the odd $96,000 to spend, 
how about we follow another kind of 
dream - like, can you imagine what an 
NSR500V roadster would be like to ride? 

Bimota has shown that such a bike 
can be created, but Honda has all the 
development work on fuel injection 
which might be needed to make it feasi- 
ble into the 21st century, so - how about 
it, Big H? 

This is too good a motorcycle to let 
GP racers have all the fun with it. N

first place was to offer a replica of Okada's works bike for 
sale to privateers, as its contribution to the future devel- 
opment of the 500cc GP class. 

Yamaha did its bit five years ago by supplying replicas of its 
YZR500 V-four motor to ROC and Harris to power customer 
racers; now it's Honda's turn, but with a 100 percent in-house 
product that is the first 500cc production racer built by HRC 
since'the last RS500 triple was delivered back in 1987. 

When the prototype customer version of Okada's works 
racer was unveiled at the Dutch GP in June, Honda announced 
it would be taking orders for a projected maximum of 20 bikes, 
retailing for a price of 10,500,000 yen 


= onda’s main reason for developing the NSR500V in the 


way - but another Okada option wasn’t 


on acceleration. The only difference is weight - not just the 
engine, but the chassis too: The production bike scales 240 
pounds dry compared to 226 pounds for the works racer, with 
the extra seven or so pounds accounted for by a more cost-effec- 
tive method of chassis construction, borrowed from the RS250 
customer racer. 

This sees alloy castings used for the steering head and 
swingarm pivot, connected by triple-box-section extruded alu- 
minum frame spars welded to them on either side - heavier, but 
also stronger and more resistant to crash damage than the 
lighter prototype chassis which is entirely fabricated from the 
alloy extrusions. The single-sided swingarm is also cast on the 
production NSR500V vs. a fabricated one on the works racer - 


but, much to my surprise, Okada told me he liked the customer 
one better, after riding the bike just before I did to dial it in for 
the Aussie track, and lapping just 1.2 seconds off his GP qualify- 
ing time in doing so. Thanks for warming up the tires for me, 
Tadi-san. 

“It gives more feel to the tire, because of the heavier weight 
of the swingarm,” he said. “Rear tire feel is very important on 





(about $96,000), with spare engines 
available at 3,800,000-yen ($35,000) 
each. In actuality, HRC will be building 
a total of just 11 bikes this winter, a sig- 
nificantly reduced number undoubted- 
1y reflecting the cold wind of reality 
that has blown through the 500cc GP 
paddock since that Assen launch. For, 
since then, Honda has been faced with 
the Dorna announcement that 500cc 
grids will be reduced to just 24 bikes in 
1997, down from a theoretical maxi- 
mum of 32 this year. At a stroke, the 
market for the V-twin has been slashed 
by more than half - poor reward for 
HRC's investment in developing a cost- 
effective customer bike to prop up 
500cc-class numbers. 

With anything up to 19 works bikes 
on the grids in 1997, split between 
Honda, Yamaha, Suzuki, ELF, Paton 
and the new Roberts and Harris-ADM 
triples, there's not going to be much 
room for privateers. 

"We hope very much that Dorna and the FIM will reconsider 
this decision to reduce 500cc grids so drastically," says HRC 
director Heijiro Yoshimura. "But we also hope that the availabil- 
ity of the NSR500V will encourage the revival of the 500cc class 
at National level in various countries, which in turn will help 
develop new riders for GP racing. With the costs of racing a 
superbike in National Championship events increasing so 
much, we believe availability of a 500 V-twin two-stroke like 
this will be very important in the future, because it's more 
affordable for private teams, at every level." 

Riding the first of the 11 Okada replicas on its public debut 
at Eastern Creek confirmed Honda's claims: This is in almost 
every way an exact copy of the 1996 works NSR500V prototype 
I'd sampled earlier in the day, thus justifying the NSR rather 
than RS tag, with only relatively minor concessions to reducing 
cost. So, the crankcases are cast in aluminum on the customer 
bike instead of the magnesium used on the works racer, result- 
ing in an engine 6.6 pounds heavier at 83.6 pounds including 
carbs, which also have aluminum bodies rather than magne- 
sium ones, but are otherwise identical. 

The clutch on the production bike is bigger and heavier, and 
there's an outer rotor on the digital CDI instead of an inner one, 
but otherwise the engines are the same - and that applies to the 
power output, too. Honda originally assumed the FIM would 
stick to its decision to make unleaded fuel compulsory for GP 
racing from 1997 onward, and developed the customer 
NSR500V accordingly. Running on green gas, it's claimed to 
deliver 125 bhp at 10,250 rpm, compared to the 135 bhp of 
Okada's bike - but since the Assen launch it's become apparent 
the no-lead rule will be deferred for at least another year, so 
Honda has upgraded the production NSR500V bikes to the 
same spec as the works prototypes raced this season - with the 
same horsepower. 

Don't believe 'em? Well, you better because it's true, as a 
side-by-side blast on the customer racer down Eastern Creek's 
front straight with another tester of similar build and weight to 
yours truly but mounted on Okada's works bike proved. The 
two engines are exactly the same on top end, and quite similar 




















this model, while special rear tires are 
being developed for it, and this is better 
than my own bike." 

Michelin has been contracted to pro- 
vide a supply of the special size 17/63-17 
rears for customers to buy from them next 
year, the same tire Okada had used the 
day before the test to come second in the 
Australian GP, and are working hard on 
solving remaining grip problems with the 
smaller tire, which has already proved it'll 
last race distance on the works bike. 

I noticed one major difference on the 
production V-twin's engine compared to 
Okada's works bike - and that was the 
engine's behavior on part-throttle, itself 
mostly a matter of carburetion setup. 
Though a former 250 star, Okada brakes hard and deep into the 
turn like a 500 V-four rider, hence the thumb rear brake and dif- 
ferential-sized front discs fitted to his bike, then turns sharply 
and gets hard on the gas very early, while still maintaining a 
high corner speed. This puts a lot of strain on the front tire and 
means you need to try to ride his bike the same way; if you 
don't, there's notable transmission snatch in the apex of a con- 
stant-radius turn as the engine hunts at part throttle openings, 
especially when a wimp who doesn't want to unhook the back 
wheel opens up the throttle only gradually on the exit. 

But the production V-bike's power delivery was much 
smoother in such corners, of which there are several at Eastern 
Creek, yet the engine didn't seem quite as aggressive as the 
works bike on acceleration - merely impressive, rather than 
mind-altering. The customer NSR500V surely didn't sacrifice 
much in engine pickup out of the turn, and was just as eager to 
make the front wheel reach for the sky in any of the bottom four 
gears, even if you used part-throttle and/or short-shifted. The 
only real factor is those extra pounds; otherwise, this is same as 
the real thing. 

The only thing I didn't really care for on the production bike 
was the brakes, which, though they're GP-level 220mm carbon 


rotors, are nevertheless "standard" Brembo black stoppers © ki 
which felt very wooden and needed a hard squeeze to make 
them work properly, even when properly warm. They weren't 
nearly as good as the trick Mitsubishi carbon discs fitted to 
Okada's bike, which worked brilliantly well, delivering massive, 
instant stopping power if you squeezed hard, yet so sensitive. 
you could just finger them lightly to scrub off a little extra 
speed, like when I went a tad too deep into the last turn at East- 
ern Creek, and needed to correct my line to get a proper drive 
out on to the pit straight. They are the best of both worlds 
between carbon and metal brakes, but unfortunately the Mit- 
subishis are horrendously expensive - like five times the cost of 
the Brembos, themselves no bargain. The fact that, amazingly 
enough, the Japanese black brakes wear so well they'll last a 
whole season, is beside the point: Fitting them to the V-twin 
would bump up the purchase price so much, HRC has chosen to 
deliver the production NSR500V with the Brembos instead. 
Frankly, these were a real disappointment. They felt so rela: 
tively ineffective after the brakes on Okada’s bike that I slowed 
down and peered round the fairing after a couple of laps to 
make sure they weren't metal ones. They weren't - but they also 
don't give nearly the same amount of bite as the Mitsubishis, 
and it wasn't because they weren't heated up properly, either. 
With three first-gear turns, there's no problem keeping the 
brakes hot at Eastern Creek. I was almost three seconds slower 
on the customer NSR500V than I was on Okada's bike, in spite 
of having the same engine performance, and really it all came 
down to the brakes. Pity - I reckon HRC would be better off 
reducing the purchase price still more and delivering the bike 
with metal brakes instead, then give the customers the option of 
gearing up to the Mitsubishis if they want to. And they should! 
It's still a great bike, though - and surely the most effective 
production GP racer ever built that money can actually buy. 
Mick Doohan's V-four may be awesome rather than impressive, 
but as I was reminded once again on my annual ride aboard it 
at Eastern Creek, mastering the throttle control of a 200-bhp 
four-cylinder GP two-stroke is an acquired skill few riders can 







ever aspire to. With two-thirds of that power on tap in a lighters» 
easier-handling bike you can actually buy, the NSR500V is a 
motorcycle for the common man - and that includes the vast 
majority of GP privateers, most of whom will lap faster, get bet- { 
ter results and enjoy their racing more while actually saving 
money by racing. a V-twin Honda compared to any other cur- | 
rent 500сс GP racing option. 

Ask Andrew Stroud, who rode a four-cylinder privateer | 
Yamaha to a points-scoring finish in the Australian GP the day - 
before my test, and pounced on me for an opinion almost before 
I'd clambered off the Honda. 

“Okada lapped me down the straight with 10 kph (6.2 mph 
to spare," he said, “and then when we got to the twisty bit, he - 
just disappeared. If you tell me there's hardly any difference - 
between his bike and this customer V-twin, I know what I hopes 
to be racing in GPs next season." 

Adequate power delivered in a usable way, allied with nim- 
ble handling and reliability, make the production NSR500V into _ 
the bike Honda surely intended it to be: the preferred option for 
GP privateers in 97. Now all the FIM and Dorna have to do 
play the game and open up more places on the grid for people |

Neese sweeps at 
Birch Creek MX

Birch Creek Motorsports capped off a great year 
of racing with the final round of the U.S. Eastern 
Pro-Am Fall Motorcross Series, where North Car- 
olina rider Jim Neese picked up a quick $400 with 
a sweep of the 125cc Pro and 250cc Pro divisions.

Neese was even 
further off. Shipley easily held onto fourth over 
Newton. 

Dickson was not about to get caught sleep- 
ing as moto two of the 250cc Pro class roared off 
the gate, and he made up for his poor first start 
with a strong holeshot. Neese tucked into sec- 
ond. Hodges bobbled at the top of Mount Dea- 
con, dropping him from third to 14th at the start 
of lap one. Hodges would come back with a bril- 
liant charge, however. 

Neese said "see ya" on the end of lap two.

This 
would give him one up on Hodges, second 
aboard the 125cc machines, with a second over- 
all. 

Hodges' blazing charge back through the 
pack saw him pick off everyone but the top two 
riders, netting a third in both the moto and the 
overall. Shipley was the last rider in Hodges’ 
quest, so he turned in another fine ride to earn a 
pair of fours, edging out the two fifth-place per- 
formances of Newton.

Kiedrowski kicks 
Lemongrove MX

PIRU, CA, NOV. 24 

Mike Kiedrowski powered his Honda of Troy- 
backed CR to the overall 250cc Pro victory dur- 
ing round two of the SSC Winter Warmup Series 
held at Southern California’s newest motocross 
venue, Lemongrove Cycle Park. 

The new track is located approximately three 
miles south of the former Indian Dunes 
Motocross Park and featured numerous eleva- 
tion changes and drop-away sections. 

Kiedrowski joined nearly 400 other racers 
who were competing for Thousand Oaks 
Kawasaki shop contingency bucks and a shot at 
winning a new 125cc Kawasaki motorcycle, 
which will be raffled off at the end of the series. 

The first moto turned out to be a case of 
teacher vs. student with Erik Kehoe cast in the 
role of teacher. Kehoe, who is the current Vet 
World Champion and Honda of Troy team man- 
ager, chased down and passed his number-one 
rider, Kiedrowski, in the first 250cc Pro race. 
Kehoe went on to win the moto while Kiedrows- 
ki finished the race in second. 

“I got a flat rear tire late in the moto,” 
Kiedrowski said after the race. Shane Trittler, 
who was the early race leader, finished an 
impressive third in front of Steve Drew, Stanton 
Barrett and Jerome Law. 

The second moto saw Trittler pull up to the 
start gate a mere five seconds before the gate 
dropped. Trittler adjusted his goggles, clicked 
his Yamaha into second gear and promptly 
pulled the holeshot again. 

Trittler's lead was short-lived as Kiedrowski 
quickly took over the lead. Once up front, 
Kiedrowski pulled out to an 11-second lead 
while Kehoe worked through the traffic jam. 

Kehoe managed to move into second and 
whittle down Kiedrowski's lead to six seconds, 





but it was a clear-cut case of too little too late as 
Kiedrowski flew across the finish-line jump for 
the moto and overall win. The teacher finished 
second in front of Drew, Trittler and Law.

Young Sam Wash shocked everyone, including 
himself, by taking the overall win at the 10th 
round of the Oklahoma Cross Country circuit. 

Wash, a very strong Intermediate rider, start- 
ed two minutes behind the Experts, but his 
incredible ride took him past all but one Expert 
rider and gave him the win on adjusted time. 

Sunday morning dawned with bitter cold as 
an Arctic front moved into far western Okla- 
homa. Fortunately, predicted sleet and snow 
failed to materialize, but the temperature never 
got out of the 20s. The track was in great shape 
with plenty of fast, open terrain mixed with 
steep, off-camber hillsides and the usual assort- 
ment of rocks and mesquite. 

Billy Spurlock holeshot the Expert class and 
was gone. Eric Hillhouse and Billy’s brother 
Paul soon locked into a fierce battle for second. 
Hillhouse eventually nosed Paul Spurlock out 
for second, 30 seconds behind Billy Spurlock. 

Wash took control of the Intermediate class 
immediately and ran away from the field. With 
nobody in his own class to race with, his main 
challenge was getting past the entire Over 30 
Expert class and most of the Experts as well. He 
crossed the finish line nearly four minutes ahead 
of second-place Intermediate David Willard. 

Louis Blackwell took the Over 30 Expert 
holeshot and led from that point on. Michael 
Essin and Mike Connell began a good battle for 
second that saw several changes of position. 
Essin finally put his YZ360 into second for keeps 
about two miles from the finish on a rutted, 
rocky straightaway. Blackwell hung onto his 
lead and crossed the line 20 seconds ahead of 
the battling pair.

Fogarty, Ducati test 
at Misano 


С arl Fogarty fired up his Ducati 








again at 11:38 a.m. Monday, 

December 2, under a pale 
Misano sun. His brief flirt with 
Honda, which lasted 13 months, 
ended with the reconciliation of a 
love affair between two old part- 
ners, so much so that the British 
rider turned up at the appointment 
with a red hat, the same color as his 
new / old bike. 

The former World Superbike 
Champion arrived at the circuit 
early in the morning to a warm wel- 
come from the same mechanics who worked with him from 1993 to 1995. With Fogarty 
came Tony Bass, the trusty mechanic who Fogarty took to Honda, but who was then 
fired by the Japanese after just a few weeks. 

Fogarty tested the two bikes used by John Kocinski this year and started to set the 
916 up to his liking. At the end of the two days, the British rider had covered a total of 
88 laps and his best time was 1:36.65. Pier-Francesco Chili, who will be an official facto- 
ry rider in 1997 despite continuing to ride for team Gattolone, went better, putting in 
an excellent time of 1:35.91. The cold and the conditions of the track, which was very 
slippery after rain the previous days, meant that the riders were unable to get any- 
where near the fantastic time of 1:34.296 set by Kocinski during the ‘96 San Marino 
round in April. Both Chili and Fogarty, however, went faster than Scott Russell, who 
set a time of 1:36.9 two weeks ago after his first (and only, due to rain) day of testing 
aboard the Yamaha YZF750. 

The aim of this first session was to test the ‘97 evolution engine, which has a few 
cylinder modifications to strengthen them as compared to the previous model. In order 
to avoid the structural breakages which emerged as a result of the increase in bore and 
cylinder size up to the engine’s current 996cc, Ducati engineers have considerably 
increased the thickness of the cylinders and redesigned the engine-block anchorage 
system with reinforced bolts. These modifications have forced Ducati to produce the 
150 models necessary to homologate the new design, and therefore it will not now be 
possible to combine the new cylinders with parts of the 1996 engine already in exis- 
tence. 

In order to get the most out of these new components, the engineering staff, led on 
this occasion by Franco Farne, carried out endurance testing in conditions on the limit, 
partially covering the oil coolers to reach the sort of temperatures recorded during 
races, as well as taking the revs up to 12,500 rpm. The lab engine, which was tested on 
the track by Chili, has done more than 600 miles with the bike (300 in a previous test at 
Vallelunga and the same in two days at Misano) without any problems being recorded. 

In order to put in as much mileage as possible, Ducati also called on the services of 
its test rider Mauro Lucchiari (1:38.20, 90 laps), Britain’s John Reynolds (1:38.46, 16 
laps), who has left Suzuki to race in the British Superbike Championship with a factory 
Ducati, as well as Michele Gallina, the young Italian competing in the German and Ital- 
ian Superbike Championships.

With the workshop facilities virtually 
closed for the Thanksgiving break at the 
end of November, news from Kenny 
Roberts’ three-cylinder enterprise in 
England is very thin. Perhaps ominous- 
ly so, since Roberts had said that he 
hoped to be testing the bike by now. “I 
can’t tell you anything more now than I 
could at the end of the season,” Roberts 
said before leaving England. This coin- 
cides with a fresh rumor that Marlboro 
is working on getting Yamaha and 
Roberts to stay together for one more 
year, to give the new three-cylinder 
project time to get properly developed 
before it has to prove itself in full racing 
action. Roberts and sources close to 
Yamaha both dismiss the possibility of 
the two getting back together. 


The 250cc Suzuki GP road racer will 
be back in 1997, but the team sponsor 
and rider lineup has yet to be decided. 
It is known that Noriyasu Numata 
will be one of a pair of riders, but the 
other choice depends on who spon- 
sors the team. The team will be man- 
aged by two-time 125cc World Cham- 
pion Haruchika Aoki's former team 
manager, Arie Molenaar. 


Aprilia concluded three days of test- 
ing at Jerez with new factory riders 





Tetsuya Harada and Loris Capirossi 
marginally slower than full-time fac- 
tory tester Marcellino Lucchi. Lucchi 
recorded a best of 1:46.10 on the third 
day, with Capirossi at 1:46.97, ex- 
125cc GP winner Stefano Perugini 
1:47.21, and Harada at 1:47.50. Biag- 
gi's lap record in the 1996 Spanish 
250cc GP was 1:45.10, with his pole 
half-a-tenth quicker than that. But 
Jerez is notorious for wide variations 
in surface grip and lap times, even 
from morning to afternoon, so com- 
parisons are difficult to make. 


Mystery surrounds the whereabouts 
of 500cc GP team owner Paolo Pileri, 
amid accusations of fiscal misdeeds 
and a pending criminal investigation. 
His disappearance is a major blow to 
the racing plans of two-time 125cc 
World Champion Harachuki Aoki,- 
who was scheduled to move to the 
250cc class with Pileri in 1996. Pileri, 
himself a former seven-time 125cc GP 
winner and 1975 World Champion, is 
a long-standing team owner, fielding 
Loris Capirossi in his two titles in the 
125cc class and then in 250s. Last year, 
Pileri's team featured Alexandre Bar- 
ros in the 500cc class on a Honda 
NSR500. 


Danny Walker's American Super- 








camp, a Honda XR100-using dirt track 
training camp, is scheduled to kick off 
with a sold-out two-day session on 
January 4-5. The following session, on 
January 6-7, still has space available. 
The classes are taught by Chris Carr 
and Colin Edwards II and are held in 
an indoor facility - Island Grove 
Arena, in Greeley, Colorado, close to 
Denver. Walker’s school provides the 
motorcycles and students only need to 
bring riding gear. The cost of the 
school is $400 with each class limited 
to 10. students. For more information, 
call Walker at 970/669-4322. 


Motorcyclists have been working 
closely with New York highway-safe- 
ty officials for several years to devel- 
op a state-supported motorcycle-safe- 
у program. But despite these efforts, 
the state has yet to implement a com- 
prehensive program to promote 
motorcycle safety and teach safe rid- 
ing skills, according to the AMA. New 
York officials have been reluctant to 
impose fees on motorcyclists to fund a 
safety program because they feel that 
such a move might be unpopular with 
their motorcycling constituents. The 
latest proposal, which was supported 
by the AMA and leading state-level 
motorcyclist organizations, would 
have cost motorcyclists a modest $3.50 
a year through increased license and 
registration fees. The money would 
have been deposited in a special fund 
to be spent exclusively on motorcycle- 
safety-related projects and training. 
But the proposal was rejected by state 
officials. While the AMA appreciates 
concern over fees levied against rid- 
ers, it notes that 44 states have suc- 
cessfully implemented similar fund- 
ing mechanisms to promote 
motorcycle-safety programs, and 
believes all who ride can benefit from 
reduced motorcycle accidents. New 
York motorcyclists can address their 
letters to Sen. Owen H. Johnson, New 
York State Senate, Albany, NY 12247, 
Attn: Rider Education. 


Time has run out for supporters of an 
effort in Pennsylvania to repeal that 
state’s helmet law, according to the 
AMA. The Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives failed to take up an 
amendment to an unrelated Senate 
bill that would have sent the helmet 
law repeal to Governor Tom Ridge for 
his consideration. Time ran out on the 
amendment due to the sheer number 
of bills left on the legislature’s agenda 
in the closing hours of the fall session. 
Despite the setback, helmet-law repeal 
supporters in Pennsylvania are 
encouraged. The Senate had already 
approved legislation to repeal the 
state’s helmet law, and an informal 
count of supporters on the house side 
indicated that there was a substantial 
majority - 130 of 203 members - pre- 
pared to vote in favor of the repeal. 


Former AMA Grand National dirt 
tracker Jeff Eklund is looking to get 
in contact with anyone who may have 
videotaped his career-ending practice 
crash at the 1995 DuQuoin mile. "I'd 
like to see it to better help me under- 
stand some of my injuries," Eklund 
said. Anyone having access to the 
footage can contact Eklund at 
510/484-3552. In the meantime, 
Eklund has completely recovered 
from the crash and has spent the past 
year setting motorcycle land-speed 
records at El Mirage, California, 
where he has been clocked at over 144 
mph. And Eklund hasn't ruled out the 
possibility of returning to the Grand

he done?" In an effort to save the repu- 
tation of the person who made that idi- 
otic statement, he'll remain nameless. 
But that was the response I received 
after telling the mystery man that Scott 
Parker had been named as our Cycle 
News Rider of the Year. 

And Parker was actually a shoo-in. 
Or as close to a shoo-in as we've had 
around here of late. 

^What's he done?" 

Well, what Parker did in 1996 was 
typical Parker. He quietly went about his 
business of winning a seventh AMA 
Grand National Championship. 
Although he won only six times in '96 
(that's about two victories under the cus- 
tomary Parker limit for a season), he did 
exactly what he needed to do to retain 
his championship. He beat Kevin Ather- 
ton when he needed to - in the clutch. 

If Grand National Dirt Track racing is 
set to be broken down in the history 
books into two distinct parts - B.P and 
A.P, or Before Parker and After Parker - 
then round 19 of the 1996 Grand Nation- 
al Championship was sure to mark the 
beginning of a new era. Atherton was 
on fire when the Rolling Thunder Show 
headed to the Knoxville Half Mile. Sure- 
ly, he would take over the champi- 
onship points lead in Iowa, a lead he 
would most assuredly hold to the end of 
the season, a points tally that would 
give him his first Grand National Cham- 
pionship - a title that would certainly 
end Parker's run. 

But something funny happened 
along the way - Parker got wind of all of 
this and didn't take too kindly to it. He 
became... well, the whole thing sorta 
pissed him off. 

The half mile oval in Knoxville was 
constructed of clay. It was rough. It was 
fast. It was the sort of rough and tumble 
half-mile that separates the men from 
the boys. Unfortunately for Atherton, 
and anyone else who has aspirations of 
ever taking Parker’s title, there is no big- 
ger man in motorcycle racing than Scott 
Parker. And he proved it that day in

But 
the win was significant not only because 
it marked the 75th such victory of his 
career... no, it was momentous because it 
was the straw that broke the camel’s 
back, or more aptly Atherton’s prospects 
of winning a Grand National Champi- 
onship. Parker won again in 1996 and so 
did Atherton, but it was the race in lowa 
that ultimately led to Parker’s seventh 
Grand National Championship. 


It wasn’t supposed to be like this in 
1996. Being a family man was supposed 
to slow Parker down. Married with a 
daughter and with another child on the 
way, Parker wasn’t supposed to be able 
to hang it out on the craggy half miles of 
the Midwest, and he was much too old 
and too comfortable to mix it up with 
desperate young men on daunting mile 
ovals from California to Indiana... Yeah,

he's amassed along the way - even if the 
unthinkable happened and he stopped 
winning entirely right now. 

“So what's he done?" 

Well, he's done it all... 

As always, strong cases can be made 
for others with admirable 1996 perfor- 
mances.
